The village board approved an ordinance amendment at the Dec. 18 Evergreen Park 
Board of Trustees meeting pertaining to a chapter and an article of the village municipal 
code regarding the seizure and impoundment of motor vehicles. A resolution authorizing 
the village a grant application for the 911 call center renovation project under the infra¬ 
structure maintenance fee litigation with CY Pres Committee, which has the authority to 
make such grants, was also approve.d.

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New Year Signals New 
Laws Becoming 
Effective 


Senator Collins has several pieces of legislation 
becoming law on January 1 

SPRINGFIELD, IL - As 2007 approaches, leg¬ 
islation that was passed by the General Assembly and signed 
by the Governor this past spring will soon become effec¬ 
tive. State Senator Jacqueline Y. Collins (D - Chicago) 
sponsored several of these bills in the Illinois Senate that 
on January 1 will effectively become Illinois law. Mort¬ 
gage fraud, assistance for grandparents raising grandchil¬ 
dren. and community safety were just a few of the issues 
that Collins fought successfully for in 2006: 

Senate Bill 2349 (Collins/Colvin) targets the grow¬ 
ing number of illicit businesses called "mortgage 
rescuers" that fraudulently promise to "save 
homes" for individuals, but often charge a fee for 
providing no service or assume the deed to the 
home, evicting the original owner. Illicit mon¬ 
gage "rescuers" are know n to run one of two de¬ 
ceptive scams at the expense of homeowners. Pur¬ 
chasers offer to buy the home and sell it back to 
the owner when he or she is financially able to 
pay. while consiillaius offer their services in ex¬ 
change for a fee. Homeowners are often taken ad¬ 
vantage of in both instances, either by way of pay¬ 
ing the fee and receiving no service in return, or 
by the loss of their homes entirely after deeding it 
to the "rescuer" who gave a fraudulent promise io 
sell it back to them. 

Under this new Illinois law, "distressed property pur¬ 
chasers" will be required to provide homeowners a written 
contract that lays out all of the terms of the sale and clearly 
states that the home is actually being sold, while “distressed 
property consultants” will be required to provide 
homeowners with a written contract spelling out all of the 
services to be performed. 

“During the investigative hearings we held on mortgage 
fraud, I heard terrible stories about lamilies forced out of 
their homes by unscrupulous bailout companies, said 


Collins. “Now, families won't have to worry about companies that may not be legitimate, and aft homeowners should 
enjoy more security and peace of mind in getting help selling their homes when in financial trouble. .,. . . 

House Bill 4406 (Jones/Collins) will make available a renewable $ 1.000 scholarship that will help with tuition 
and fees for four years of higher education for a student who is in the custody of a grandparent and on Public Aid for a 
period of at least 12 months preceding application. In addition, students must also graduate high school with a 2.7 grade 
point average on a 4.0 scale, receive a recommendation from their principal or other appropriate administrator, and 

attend a higher education institution in Illinois full-time. . 

“The practice of grandparents raising their grandchildren is becoming prevalent not only in Illinois where an esti¬ 
mated 213,465 children are living in grandparent-headed households, but throughout our entire country, Mid Collins. 
“To provide these children with a college education here in Illinois is something I think is important and rewarding, 
especially when you look at the skyrocketing cost of college today that these grandparents, many of whom are on fixed 

incomes, are facing.” . 

House Bill 4446 (Patterson/Collins) came in response to residents of the Park Manor community who were complain¬ 
ing about the large number of halfway houses suddenly springing up overnight in their neighborhood. The ne w law will 
require privately operated halfway houses for persons on parole or mandatory supervised release to comply with all local 
zoning requirements and will aim to provide a more efficient working relationship between private halfway houses and 
the Department of Corrections regarding the admittance of inmates on parole or mandatory supervised release. Another 
provision of the law will require that notice shall be given to local law authorities within 48 hours of a person s place¬ 
ment in a halfway house or related facility by the Department of Corrections. 

“This law gives municipalities the power to regulate how and where these halfway houses will go and be operated, 
said Collins. “The provisions of the legislation will not prohibit these private facilities to make last minute changes with 
the Department of Corrections, but it will certainly provide a disincentive for them to operate in that manner.”

Useful Tips on Getting

Will you be applying this year fur the extra assistance 
available to help pay premiums, deductibles and co-pays 
under the Medicare Pre.scription Drug Program'? If you are 
a Medicare beneficiary with limited income and resources, 
you should consider it - you may be able to get extra help 
paying for pre.scription drugs. 

If your annual income is below $I4.7(X) for an individual 
($19,800 for a married couple living together), and your 
resources are limited to $11.710 for an individual ($23,410 
for a married couple living together), you may qualify for 
extra help with your monthly premiums and deductibles. 
Keep in mind that a slightly higher income limit will be 
determined in carly 2(K)7. 

If you plan to apply for the extra help, the easiest and 
most convenient way is to go online. Just visit http:/' 
www.socialsecurity gov/prescriptiunhelp/ and select the 
“Apply for help" link. You also can apply over the phone 
by calling us at 1-800-772-1213 (TTY l-8(KI-325-()778). 
Or. if you prefer to complete the paper application yourself, 
you can call the same number to request one to be mailed to 
yon. or slop by your local Social Security office to pick one 
up. If you already received an application in the mail more 
than a few months ago. you should request a new form. 

It is important to make sure you correctly complete the 
application. If there are any mistakes in the application it 
could cause delays while we contact you to gel an answer. 

The handy "lips" below can help make sure that you 
complete the application correctly and gel a response as 
quickly us possible. 

• You must include your Social Security number or 
Railroad Retirement Board number on the application. And 
please be sure that you have written these numbers correctly . 

' Many questions on the application ask you to mark an 
"X" in a Yes or No box. Please remember that you cannot 
mark both Yes and No. 

• Because computers will scan your application when Von 
send it back to Social Security, it is important to use a pen 
with black ink. or a #2 pencil. Pens with blue or red ink. or 
pencils with lead other than #2. will not be read by the 
computer. 

• Remember to send the entire application package back 
to us - not just the page that you signed. 

• Do not .send us anything except your application. We 
do not need to see doctor bills, prescription lists. IRS forms 
or other diKuments.

In a country where the majority of adults are over¬ 
weight—and just 22% say living healthful comes naturally 
to them—healthy living has become a major focus of atten¬ 
tion.

Why are Americans failing to exercise? The Cooking 
Light Insight study reveals that lack of knowledge may be a 
factor. Today. 89% of American adults feel knowledgeable 
about what it takes to live a healthy life-style, but their Health 
IQ demonstrates this is more fiction than reality. 

When asked a series of 15 questions about healthy liv¬ 
ing. most Americans get an F*—mainly as a result of get¬ 
ting questions on exercise and physical fitness wrong. In 
fact: 

Only 1 % of Americans gets an A; 

6% get a B; 

8% get a C; 

30% get a D; and ^

While Americans are stumped on questions about exer¬ 
cise and physical fitness, they prove to have a better handle 
on food and diet information. For example, less than half 
(45%) of Americans know that in order to lose 1 pound, 
you must bum 3,500 calories more than you eat; and nearly 
nine in 10(86%) feel the USDA recommends 30 minutes of 
moderate to vigorous activity 3 to 4 days a week, when in 
actuality the USDA recommends 30 minutes of vigorous 
activity every day. Alternatively, eight in 10 (81%) under¬ 
stand that fatty acids, like those found in fish, are healthy 
for you, while seven in 10 (71%) know that fruit yogurt is 
not always a low calorie food. 

Positive Steps toward Better Health through Diet 
According to Cooking Light Insight study results, Ameri¬ 
cans arc more knowledgeable about nutrition and healthful 
eating than in the past. Today, 70% believe they understand 
enough about nutrition and health to make healthful eating 
decisions—and many have traded in bad habits for more 
healthful ones.

Social Security Benefit 
Statements Being Mailed 
This Month

It is not too early to begin gathering the infonnation you will 
need to file your income taxes. And. if you receive Social Security 
benefits, you will be glad to know your Social Security Benefit 
Statement, or Form SSA-1099, can be expected to arrive in the 
mail this month. 

Beneficiaries will need this 1099 Benefit Statement to complete 
their federal income tax return and to find out whether their 
benefits are subject to income tax. Generally, you have to pay 
taxes on your Social Security benefits if your total annual income 
is mote than $25,000 as an individual or $^.000 for a couple. 
Fewer than a third of beneficiaries pay taxes on their benefits. 

The Benefit Statement shows the gross amount of benefits that 
were due and the net amount of benefits paid. The 1099 also 
shows the amount of any payments (such as Medicare premiums) 
that were withheld. 

The 1099 Benefit Statement should not be confused with the 
Social Security Statement, which is mailed to all workers age 25 
or older not yet receiving benefits and gives an estimate of future 
benefits available. The 1099 Benefit Statement, mailed in January, 
reports the amount of benefits a person has received in the past 
year. 

Benefit Statements are only sent to individuals who received 
Social Security benefits in the prior year, so you will only receive 
one if you were 5 >aid Social Security benefits in 2006. People 
who get Supplemental Security Income (SSI) do not receive 
Benefit Statements, since SSI is based on need and is' npt 
considered taxable income. 

If you got Social Security benefits in 2006 and you do not find 
a Social Security Benefit Statement in your mailbox by Janu^ 
31, or if you need a replacement copy, you can request one online 
by visiting our website at www.socials ecuritv.gov/onlineservicea. 
Or you can call Social Security’s toll-free number, 1-800-772- 
1213 (TTY 1-800-325-0778).

Tinley Park updated 
redevelopment plan 


by Matt Mayer 

The village board amiounced a the Dec. 19 Tinley Park 
board of Trustees meeting the availability of the updated 
amendment to the eligibility report and the updated amended 
redevelopment plan and project for the village’s Main Street 
South Tax Increment (TIF) District. A TIF district uses tax 
revenues to finance improvements within the district and is 
also free from local taxing bodies, such as schools and li¬ 
braries, and provides incentives for developers. The maxi¬ 
mum life of a TIF is 23 years. The updated amended rede¬ 
velopment plan arid project is currently on display in the 
village hall. 

Other highlights: The board approved an ordinance abat¬ 
ing a portion of the 2006 tax levy requirements as provided 
for under an Intergovernmental Agreement providing for 
property tax abatement for Car Max. In 1997 the village 
entered into an Intergovernmental Agreement with Rieh 
Township School Districts 159 and 227 to provide a prop¬ 
erty tax incentive for Car Max. This agreement requires 
each district to abate 30-percpnt of the taxes levied and 
extended against Car Max properties for a period of ten 
years or a total of $3 million with all districts combined. 

. This is the ninth year for this abatement. The total abate¬ 
ments are not expected to exceed the $3 million cap. The 
total amount of taxes to be abated under the ordinance is 
not expected to exceed $30,000.

Quitclaim Deed, a Trap for the Unwary 
The Quitclaim deed is a popular document tn real estate 
parlance. Both lay and professional persons use it for a 
variety of purposes in the Real Estate Industry. However, in 
spite of its popularityrahd iB ben^ appearance, ft has an 
insidious history of abuse and misapplication where the 
unwary fall victim to its subversive character. To appreciate 
the character of the quitclaim deed, we must cornpare it to 
its first and second cousins and its collateral relatives. 

The first cousin to the quitclaim deed is the Warranty Deed 
or as it is popularly known “General Warranty Deed.” The 
! General Warranty Deed. Passes all the character traits that a 
1 bargained for conveyance of real estate should have, i.e.: 

1 Warranty of seisin. The grantor guarantees the grantee 
the right of possession. 

2 Quiet enjoyment. The grantor guarantees that no one 
J will encroach upon or challenge for possession. 

3 Defense oiTitle. The grantor guarantees that he will 
defend all challenges to the title prior to the grantee 
conveyance. 

4 Freedom of encumbrances. The grantor guarantees the 
!• propertytoliens, etc, at a time of conveyance. 

if 5 Ri^t to convey. The grantor guarantees the grantee the 
right to convey the property. , . 

And, the guarantees are from the beginmng of time to 
current. The Special Warranty Deed is the second cousin. 
This document differs from the General Warranty De^ in 
one respect, its’ guarantees are limited to the period in which 
the grantor held title to the property. The quitclaim deed 
possesses nine of the guarantees or warranties of the General 
Warranty Deed. Or the Special Warranty Deed. The grantor 
of the quitclaim deed conveys to the grantee exactly the 
interest he or she has in the property. “If he or se has no 
interest, they convey no interest.” The grantor of a quitclaim 
does not guarantee warranty of seisin , quiet enjoyment, 
* defense of title, freedom or encumbrances or the right to 
” convey. - , „ . 

il- A quitclaim deed is really an mstrument of release. An 
example would be where one spouse releases his or her 

interest to the other spouse. Or, where there is a need to correct 

title, a quitclaim deed is used. In most common law 
jurisdictions, a quitclaim deed is not considered to be bona- 
rt* fide purchaser for value. . 

Instead a quitclaim deed is considered to be an mstrument 
ir- of estoppel, which means it estops or prevents the grantor of 
the quitclaim dewl from later claiming that he or she has an 
interest in the property. Remember, the grantee of a quitclaim 
ch deed receives no better title than what the grantor possessed, 
'ill This is reason enough for cause and concern when executing 
)m or receiving a quitclaim deed. ,

Siegel presenting checks from this years Ridge Test proceeds to the following organiza¬ 
tions.

Congressman Lipinski helps pass 
‘‘9/11 Commission” security 
recommendations and announces 
new strategy for Iraq 

•Washington, DC - Today, Congressman Dan Lipinski (lL-3) joined a bipartisan ma¬ 
jority in the House of Representatives in passing H.R. 1 which will make our nation safer 
by providing for the implementation of the remaining 9/11 Commission recommenda- 
tiODS. 

The 9/11 Commission, which was created in late 2002 to prepare a fall and complete 
account of the circumstances surrounctog the September 11, 2001 terrorist attacks, also 
provided reco mmendat ions designed to guard against fiiture attMks. While several of 
these recommendations were implemented as part of the Intelligence Reform Bill of 
2004, several key provisions had been neglected until today. 

“F inall y, Congress has taken action on the 9/11 Commission recommendations, and in 
doing so has taken a substantial step forward in protecting our nation from any future ter¬ 
rorist attacks,” said Lipinski. “I am hopeful that the Senate will follow the lead of the 
House on this issue and work with the Resident to make H.R. 1 law.” . 

H.R. 1 includes a number of long-overdue steps that will substantially improve home¬ 
land security, including:. 

• Providing for better communication among first responders during emergencies;. 

• Phasing in a requirement of inspecting all passenger aircraft cargo and checked 
baggage (most of this cargo is still not inspected);. 

• Phasing in a requirement of scanning all U.S.-bound shipping containers;. 

• Strengthening provisions to better protect against terrorists acquiring WMD; and . 

• Reducing the appeal of extremism through the promotion of economic opportuni¬ 

ties, education reform, human rights, and democratic processes in the countries of the 
Middle East. , „ . 

While domestic security will be greatly enhanced by making H.R. 1 law, the dire sit¬ 
uation in Iraq cmitinues to threaten to increase the risk of future attacks. It is clear that 
the US. Iraq policy must change. Congressman Lipinski today released his plan for a new 
strategy dial rests on three key recommendations;. 

(1) Bring the world community together to seek sohiuons in Iraq, including calling an 
mt>Tn«tinnal conference ftiat will work on putting together a peacekeeping force and set¬ 
ting up an international reconstruction program. 

(2) achievement of important goals in national reconciliation, security, ^ 
governance by arranging a peace conference for Iraq’s ethme and religious factions, sim¬ 
ilar to the conforence that led to the Dr^ton Accords. 

(3) Require the Administration to give Congress detailed reports on the situation in 
Iraq so that informed decisions can be made regarding funding Iraqis reconstruction and 
deciding when American forces can be redeployed. 

“While the situation in Iraq is ‘grave,’ it could get much worse,” said Lipinski. “lA^ile 
it is tempting to bring our troops home immediately, the strategic importance of Iraq’s lo¬ 
cation, its potential as an oil-rich safe-haven for terrorists, and the real possibility of a re¬ 
gion-wide war, require that we do all we can to stabilize the country. However. I do be¬ 
lieve that my plan, which calls for greater international involvement as well as improved 
' congressional oversight, offers the best chance for bringing stability to Iraq and begin- 
■ ning the initial redeployment of our troops this year.”

Increase 

Washington, DC - Today, Congressman Dan 
Lipinski joined a bipartisan majority in the 
House of Representatives to help pass H.R. 2, 
legislation that will raise the nation’s minimum 
wage to $7.25 over the next two years. This bill, 
which was co-sponsored by Representative 
Lipinski, will provide the flrst minimum wage 
increase since 1996 and is one of the issues that 
the new Democratic majority has made a priori¬ 
ty in their middle-class agenda. 

rThe minimum wage, which has remained 
unchanged for nearly 10 years, is at its lowest 
real value in more than half a century,” said 
Lipinski. “As a result, millions of Americans 
are working full time yet Still living in pdverty. 
Work needs to be rewarded. That is why I co¬ 
sponsored and helped to pass H.R. 2. This bill 
will benefit nearly 13 million working 
Americans and their families.” 

This increase in the federal minimum wage 
will be implemented in three phases over a two- 
year period. Sixty days after the legislation is 
enacted, the minimum wage would increase to 
$5.85. One year later, the minimum wage will 
increase to $6.55 per hour. A year after that, the 
minimum wage will increase to $7.25 per hour. 

“Raising the minimum wage is the first step to 
a stronger economy for all Americans, not just 
for the privileged few,” said Lipinski. “Our 
action today will make a real difference in the 
lives of America’s working families.”

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What’s wrong with 
negotiations?

Since the New Year be^an, the political conversation has been all-talk-all-the-time 
about prescription drug pnces. The idea that the government should negotiate prescrip¬ 
tion dnig prices is a ki^ piece of the reform agenda for the new Congress. Lc^slation 
has alre^y been introduced. 

At first glance, this seems like a no-brainer. What could possibly be wrong with gov¬ 
ernment negotiating prices? After all, aren't negotiations part of ftee markets and healthy 
competition?. 

Unfortunately, no - not when one patty is the federal government. 

Unlike a private company, the government doesn't negotiate prices; it dictates them. 
When was the last time your physician ever negotiated his or her payment rates with 
Medicare or Medicaid? It doesn't happen. Government sets a price and thaf s it. 

But, many will aigue, the government negotiates drug prices at the Department of Vet¬ 
erans Affairs ~ and look wi^ a great deal the VA gets. But if we look carefully, the VA 
doesn't get such a good deal after all - especially ^en it comes to giving veterans ac¬ 
cess to me most cutting-edge medicine. 

Columbia University Prof. Frank Lichtenberg, in a paper published by the Manhattan 
Institute, found that only 38% of the drugs approved ^ the Food and Dnig Administra¬ 
tion in the 1990&and l^/oofthe drugs approved since 2000 are on the VA national for¬ 
mulary. 

The only way that negotiation works is for buyers to be able to walk away from the 
table if they don't get their price. Thafs what the VA does, and the result is significantly 
reduced access to new dru^. 

The other problem with letting the federal government negotiate drug prices is that it 
will open the door to price controls throughout the health sector. This will be particular¬ 
ly harmful to the drug industry, which thus far has largely escaped the heavy hand of 
government in regulating prices. 

Price controls inevitably lead to scarcity of supply, reductions in quality, dampening of 
iimovation ~ and usually all of the above. A good case could be made that the prevalence, 
of price regulation over physicians' fees and hospital charges, with the accompanying 
mountains of paperwork to justify their charges, is eroding the quality of American med¬ 
icine. And it certainly is restricting access to physicians for Medicaid beneficiaries arid 
for many seniors on Medicate. 

After experiencing choice in the new Medicate Part D program, seniors will be loath 
to tolerate such restrictions. The Kaiser Family Foundation conducted a survey that 
showed 85% of Americans support allowing the government to negotiate prescription 
drug prices for the Medicare program. But a Dutko Research survey shows that support 
dro^ to 30% when people leiun that it would mean they could choose only from a list 
of government-approved drugs. 

Moreover, expM^ at both me Congressional Budget Office and the Office of the Ac¬ 
tuary at HHS have said that government involvement in price negotiation will not lead 
to lower costs for taxpayers. But it would very likely lead to signifkankrestrictioiis in ac-j 
cess to drugs for semors. 

The government would have a hard time beating the increditde results diat die private 
plans negotiating drug prices for Medicate already have produced. 

Competition among the plans and choices for seniors have produced significant sav¬ 
ings for seniors — with average monthly premium for the basic Medicate drug benefit 
(k^ more than 40% from the S37 a monm that was origit^ly projected. This year, dte 
average premium for the basic benefft is $22 a month, widi premiums actually fidling 
from last year's $23 average. . 

On top of all that. Part D is saving money for taxpayers, too. Its cost in the first year 
alone was an estimated $13 billion below projections. 

When was the last time a government entidement program ever came in under budg¬ 
et?. 

Part D is a unique benefit. It's a government program that has been successfully inte¬ 
grated with the private sector. And it's working better than anyone ever anticipate. The 
program should be allowed to continue flourishing without government interference in 
price negotiations.

DOUBT 
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2 programs aim at mortgage fraud 

,^praisal, licensing changes proposed

WASHINGTON -- Perpetrators of 
mortgage fraud and abusive lending 
practices could be severely 
hampered under two efforts gaining 
traction in the home finance 
business. 

One involves appraisals, a^ch are 
said to be at the core of virtually 
every scheme to defraud lenders. 

The other is aimed at mortgage 
brokers, aiio stand accused of being 
the main culprits in scams that fleece 
unsuspecting borrowers out of their 
life savings—and sometimes their 
homes. 

Mortgage fraud is a $1 billion-a- 
year business, according to FBI 
statistics, and growing. In 
practically every case, valuations are 
highly inflate^ either by rogue 
appraisers or those who say they are 
being pressured into falsifying their 
appraisals by someone else in the 
lending chain. 

Indeed, roughly 80 percent of the 
crimes are said to be committed by 
individuals who know how to 
circumvent the process or by 
collaboration between. industry 
insiders. 

But a plan by a publicly traded 
Canadian company to pre-appraise 
cities, one building at a time, 
promises to erect a firewall between 
appraisers and anyone trying to 
influeiice their work. 

"By appraising the property prior 
to the transaction, complete 
objectivity is attained since the 
appraiser is not trying to 'hit' any 
particular valuation estimate," 
explains Douglas Vincent, a 
collateral risk expert with 20 years in 
the field who just signed on as 
managing director and national 
chief appraiser for the Calgary- 
based Zaio Corp. 

Zaio intends to collect street-level, 
front-exterior photographs of 100 
million properties throughout 
America and input them into the 
company's proprietary software. 
Then it will combine ^the pictures 
with public-record data about each 
house regarding square footage, 
number of bedrooms and baths, lot 
size and so forth. Finally, a state- 
licensed or certified appraiser will 
analyze the data and perform an 
exterior inspection of each property. 

The result will be an indus^- 
compliant, before-the-fact appraisal 
that will be available instantly. 

The appraiser assigns property a 
"GeoScore" that ranks each on a 


zero to 10 scale on six attributes: 
condition, location, site size, 
amenities, size of the garage and 
view. The top score would be 60; the 
bottom, zero. 

The appraiser uses the Geo-Score 
software to create an average of 40 
"maiket groups” into which all 
similar properties are classified 
based on the type of house, location 
and square footage. 

Single-family houses with 3,000 
square feet or more located on golf 
courses might be in one group, for 
exajnple. Duplexes with 1,500 
square feet in a so-so school district 
may be another. 

Data for each property are kept up- 
to-date by die appraiser, who inputs 
all new listing and sales information 
from local multiple-listing services, 
public records and other sources at 
least once a month. Photos will be 
updated as needed. ' 

According to Zaio, the process 
allows an appraiser to research 
values for every property before an 
appraisal order, llien, when an order 
coQies in from a lender, the iqipraiser 
can instandy produce an accurate, 
objective report that meets 
regulatory requirements. And 
because there is no contact with real 
estate agents, mortgage brokers, title 
companies or anyone else in the 
lending chain, Vincent expects it to 
"virtually eliminate" collusion to 
inflate values. 

"It's like a credit report for 
houses," he says. "You pull up a 
property, and it already has an 
appraisal." 

The company has divided the U.S. 
into zones of 10,000 properties each 
and is "selling" them to local 
appraisers. Eventually, it intends to 
have 7,500 zones in the 250 largest 
metropolitan areas. 

The system is "live" in Spokane, 
Wash.; the company's test market, 
where five lenders are accepting 
Zaio appraisals. It just opened in 
Mesa, Ariz. Zaio expects to put 200 
photographers on the street in other 
cities soon and has sold zones to 
licensed appraisers in Los Angeles, 
San Francisco, San Diego, Oakland, 
Denver, Colorado Springs, Orlando, 
Dallas, Connecticut, Rhode Island 
and Washington. It soon will begin 
marketing to appraisers in Atlanta, 
Jacksonville, Tampa, Miami and 
Palm Springs. 

The proprietary technology and 
process are intended for use mainly 


by home-equity lenders who don't 
require interior appraisals, but it can 
be upgraded for lenders making 
purchase-money mortgages under a 
$250,000 regulatory threshold. 

"It's a 'g^' product that solves 
lenders' needs on second-mortgage 
transactions," Vincent says. "But it 
can also be used by primary lenders 
who require the appraiser to go 
inside the properties they are 
underwriting." 

According to the Zaio executive, 
the system is being "embraced" by 
appraisers who have lost much of 
their home-equity-loan business to 
AVM (automated valuation model) 
companies that offer less expensive, 
quicker automated valuations. 

The only naysayers, he says, are 
those in areas where properties don't 
conform to the norm, fear 
compliance issues or think the 
company is just trying to take 
business away from them. "But we 
were founded by an appraiser, we are 
run by an appraiser and the majority 
of owners are appraisers who want to 
show their colleagues they can not 
only compete with AVMs but be 
better than AVMs." 

There are also some folks who 
don't particularly care for an effort 
by state regulators to clamp down on 
predatory lending by creating a 
national licensing system and 
database of residential mortgage 
brokers. 

One big opponent of the licensing 
idea is the 27,000-member National 
Association of Mortgage Brokers, 
which speaks for the originators of 
60 percent of home loans. NAMB 
believes mortgage brokers will be 
singled out unfairly by the system, 
due to begin operations in 12 
months. 

All originators, not just brokers, 
should be covered by the system, the 
group believes. "It just doesn't make 
sense to include some and not others 
because all consumers should 
benefit regardless of the distribution 
channel chosen," says NAMB 
President Harry Dinham, a Plano, 
Texas, broker. 

NAMB also maintains the amount 
of information that brokers will be 
required to submit will be 
bu^ensome and intrusive and make 
the database "ripe" for leaks of 
personal information. 

Nevertheless, Timothy Doyle, vice 
president of the Conference of State 
Bank Regulators, says a national 


licensing system "will make it easier 
for responsible mortgage companies 
to operate and harder for unethical 
companies to compete." ' 

The conference, with the 
American Association of 
Residential Mortgage Regulators, is 
building the system so State 
regulators can work together more 
effectively in supervising licensees 
as they move from one jurisdiction 
to another. 

The conference is a professional 
organization representing banking 
regulators in all 50 states. In 37 
states, banking departments are also 
responsible for regulating the 
mortgage business as well as banks. 
The mortgage association represents 
mortgage regulators in all states, 
only one of which—Alaska—does not 
require brokers to be licensed. 

The two organizations say a 
national licensing system is 
necessary for several reasons. 

First, up to seven of 10 mortgages 
come from state-licensed com¬ 
panies. 

Second, regulators are all but 
overwhelmed by a huge amount of 
licensing activity. 

And third, most states are way 
behind in automating their systems. 

The electronic system envisioned 
by the CSBR and AARMR coalition 
revolves around two products: a 
uniform application and renewal 
form, and a secured database to store 
the information collected on the 
applications. 

The information will be enough 
for regulators to make sound 
decisions about applicants wishing 
to do business in their states. 

Applicants will be able to create 
and store an application in the 
system, and use it to apply for a 
license anywhere. 

And all states where-they apply for 
a license or are licensed will see the 
same information. 

"Licensees will have a single 
record that will stay with that 
licensee in perpetuity," Doyle says. 
"When a license is revoked in one 
state, other states where that entity is 
licensed will be alerted." 

Consumer complaints won't be 
part of the system, but final 
adjudicated orders will be appended 
to that licensee's record for access 
not only by regulators but also the 
public. 

The system is expected to go live 
in January 2008.

Washington, DC - Today, Congressman 
Dan Lipinski (IL-3) joined a bipartisan 
majority in the House of Representatives 
in passing H.R. 1 which will make our na¬ 
tion safer by providing for the implemen¬ 
tation of the remaining 9/11 Commission 
recommendations. 

The 9/11 Commission, which was creat¬ 
ed in late 2002 to prepare a full and com¬ 
plete account of the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding the September 11, 2001 terrorist 
attacks, also provided recommendations 
designed to guard against future attacks. 
While several of these recommendations 
were implemented as part of the Intelli¬ 
gence Reform Bill of 2004, several key 
provisions had been neglected until today. 

“Finally, Congress has taken action on 
the 9/11 Commission recommendations, 
and in doing so has taken a substantial step 
forward in protecting our nation from any 
future terrorist attacks,” said Lipinski. “I 
am hopeful that the Senate will follow the 
lead of the House on this issue' and work 
with the President to make H.R. I law.” . 

H.R. 1 includes a number of long-over¬ 
due steps that will substantially improve 
homeland security, including: .

Screenings involve the 
use of ultrasound technolo¬ 
gy, and scan for potential 
h^th problems related to:

lead to a stroke; aortic 
aneurysms, which can lead 
to a ruptured aorta, and 
hardening of the arteries in 
the legs, a strong predictor 
of heart disease. Addition¬ 
ally, offered for men and 
women, is a bone density 
screening to assess their 
risk for osteoporosis. 

IVpically, physicians do 
not order these tests with¬ 
out clear evidence of symp¬ 
toms and currently 
Medicare and insurance 
plans do not cover these 
screenings that could cost 
patients from $300 to 
$1000 in out-of-pocket 
costs. 

Most people who suffer 
from a stroke or aortic ab¬ 
dominal aneurysm never 
show any signs or symp¬ 
toms that a major medical 
catastrophe is about to oc¬ 
cur. Life Line screenings, 
held on a regular basis in 
the south side communi¬ 
ties, find 8 to 10 percent of 
participahts at risk out of 
100. In August 2006 alone, 
a screening held at St. De¬ 
nis Parish with 61 partici¬ 
pants resulting in findings 
of one severe for Carotid 
Arterial Disease, three ab¬ 
normal for Peripheral Arte¬ 
rial Disease, one abnormal 


and one critical for Abdom¬ 
inal Aortic Aneurysm, Dis¬ 
ease.

Representative Lipinski votes to make college 
more affordable 


Washington, D.C. - Today, Con¬ 
gressman Dan Lipinski joined a bi¬ 
partisan majority in the House of 
Representatives to help pass H.R. 5, 
legislation that will make college 
more affordable and accessible by 
cutting the interest rate on subsidized 
undergraduate student loans in half. 
The bill, which was cosponsored by 
Representative Lipinski, will reduce 
the interest rate on student loans from 
6.8% to 3.4% over the next five years. 

“As a former professor 1 know how 
critical a college education is, and I 
also know how expensive it has be¬ 


come,” said Lipinski. “This bill will 
provide significant help in making 
college more affordable for millions 
of students.” 

In'the state of Illinois there are^ 
128,765 foiu’-year college students 
with subsidized student loans, all of 
whom would benefit from this bill. 
Once fully phased in, this would save 
the average four-year college student 
in Illinois $4,510 over the life of their 
loans. 

The bill is fully paid for by making 
modest reductions in certain lender 
and guaranty agency subsidies in or¬ 


der to make the student loan program 
more efficient and effective for stu¬ 
dents and for American taxpayers. 

“Making college more affordable is 
particularly important at a time when 
the costs of attending college contin¬ 
ue to skyrocket,” said Lipinski. “In 
the new Congress, we must do every¬ 
thing possible to address rising costs 
so that no qualified student is pre¬ 
vented from going to college becaure 
of the price. Our action today will 
make a real difference in the lives of 
college students in Illinois and 
throughout the nation.”

The village board approved ordinance revi¬ 
sions at the Feb. 19, Evergreen Park Board of 
Trustees meeting, for nine ordinances, which in¬ 
crease fines for violations. The ordinances in¬ 
clude alcohol, tobacco, fireworks, animals, cer¬ 
tain public violations and property rights. An 
ordinance, which adds an article to a chapter of 
the municipal code regarding planning and de¬ 
velopment, was also approved. The creation of 
this ordinance is to reimburse business owners 
for facade improvements along the 95th St Tax 
Increment Finance (TIF) District. An ordinance 
adding an article to the to the zoning code for 
special uses and planned developments was also 
approved. 

Other highlights: The board approved a reso¬ 
lution to revise a Community Development 
Bock Grant (CDBG) program application from 
the 2006 program year, which is referred to as 
the 2007 Senior Center Phase 1 upgrade for the 
former Christian Reform Church at 9547 S. 
Homan Avenue, which was built in 1917. The 
church closed in the fall of last year and was 
purchased by the village in December. 

The resolution requests that the entire amount 
of $ 1,5 15,000, for the village's CDBG Program 
year 2007, be awarded rather than in thirds, 
which was approved at the Feb. 5, board meet¬ 
ing. Building Commissioner/ Fire Chief Ed 
Cholessy along with an architect prepared a pro¬ 
posal, which was submitted to the county prior 
to the dead line of February 13, to make the 
church handicap accessible in accordance with 
the Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA). The 
project is slated to include a ramp and an eleva¬ 
tor as well as upgrading the rest rooms to meet 
ADA requirements. Since the building is ninety 
years old, nothing in the building is in compli¬ 
ance with state and federal code.

The current senate bill in the 95th General Assembly is 
SB0500.

The number of dropouts was determined using enroll¬ 
ment data for ninth grade 2002-2003 school year (Nation¬ 
al Center for Educational Statistics, Common Care Data: 
2002) and the high school graduation rate in 2006 (Edito¬ 
rial Projects in Education, 2006), which was then multi¬ 
plied by $260,000 estimated lifetime earnings difference 
between a high school dropout and a high school graduate 
(Rouse, 2005).

“Baser on the rhetoric 
we saw in the first few days 
of the 95 th General Assem¬ 
bly, I am reasonably certain 
that the issue of K-12 fund¬ 
ing will receive major at¬ 


tention this year’ said Sen¬ 
ator Maloney, “and the at¬ 
tention is well-deserved. 
But in my role as chairman 
of higher education Com¬ 
mittee, it is my intent to see 
that the issues concerning 
higher education aren’t 
overlooked.” “Every mem¬ 
ber of the general Assem¬ 
bly supports education, but 
they ail have a different 
point of view on where 
those resources should be 
allocated.” Key statistics 
brought up at the meeting 
included: 

I. It has been five years 
since there was any signifi¬ 
cant increase in funding for 


higher education in Illi¬ 
nois, even though K-12 
funding has risen signifi¬ 
cantly during the same 
time period. 

2. There is a shortage of 
nurses in Illinois, and this 
is directly linked to a short¬ 
age of nurse educators in 
Illinois. 

3. There is a shortage of 
teachers in Illinois, which 
affects the preparation of 
incoming students in the 
university system. 

4. One of the effects of 
having fewer college-pre¬ 
pared incoming college 
students is that in Illinois, 
for every 100 ninth

Your Smile Says It All 
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Dear editor, 

I have read in the newspaper, the Village's Oak 
Lawn Outlook, etc. since being elected, the Unity 
Party of Mayor Dave Heilmann has succeeded in 
saving millions of dollars wasted by the former 
administration by getting a new insurance carrier, 
finding brokerage commissions from $150,000. 
to $20,000., restructured health care plans saving 
$640,000.over the next two years, reducing costs 
incurred in expense accounts and travel expenses 
that were budgeted at $140,000., finding that 
Waste Management had not paid back the Village 
the amount due from the recyclables, wasting 
time and government money by challenging can¬ 
didates filing to get on the ballet, etc. (however, 
not a word was said in 2005 by the Unity Party 
about the mayoral and clerk challenge but per¬ 
haps it ws because their party candidates wre not 
challenged) 

The Republican Unity Party mayor and 
trustees have been quoted as to saving millions. 
They also say that they have a balanced budget in 
2007. The budget was unanimously approved by 
the Democratic Coalition and Republican Unity 
Party for 2007 in December of 2006 even though 
there is a budget deficit of $3.7 million dollars as 
reported in the Reporter Newspaper Dec. 14, 
2006. Also reported is that the shortfall of $3.7 
million is being taken out of existing village 
funds but the fund is not identified. Could that 
be the fund that taxes vehicle gas at 3 cent a gal¬ 
lon and then rolled back to 2 cents for the Village 
while the gas station owners get the other I cent 
for bookkeeping? We are still paying 3 cents ex¬ 
tra on every gallon of gas that we buy for our ve¬ 
hicles as the tax was not eliminated, just rolled 
back. 1 think that 3 cent tax was to pay for street 
work - does that mean that fund is being used for 
other purposes than the original idea of street re¬ 
pair? Further, I do believe we get additional 
funds from the national and/or state government 
for street/road work. I'm not suggesting that 
iiinds'are being co-mingled. however it would 
help to have some clarity on this issue. 

However, with that said, theUnity party has an¬ 
nounced that they have saved millions of dollars 
which, in my humble view, should cover any 
deficit for2007. But that is not the case as they 
have budgeted for an additional $3.7 million to 
spend. Our expenditures have gone from $88.1 
million in 2006 to $97.6 million in 2007 which 
is an increase in spending of $9.5 million in one 
year. What are we spending all of that money on? 
Are we experiencing a better quality of life in the 
Village because of this spending? Further, the 
revenue for 2006 was $86.3 million and the rev¬ 
enue for 2007 is projected at $93.9 million. That 
is an incrase of $7.6 million in revenue over last 
year. They have not raised taxes but have col¬ 
lected an additional $7.6 million from some¬ 
where. Where did this money come from? 

I'm sure that the mayor and trustees have a plan 
and know what they are doing. We, the residents 
would like to understand the plan and communi¬ 
cation will be improved when the Board of 
Trustee meetings are televised on the government 
channel. 

Going back. Mayor Heilmann is quoted con¬ 
cerning the millions in waste Sept. 2005 in the 
Chicago Tribune, "My God, we're talking about a 
lot of money, and I hope we will save money each 
year as we go forward," Heilmann said. "We're 
trying to establish good sound numbers so we can 
go forward with the budget." In the same article 
the following is stated: "In their report, they and 
Clerk Jan Quinlan - also newly elected - wrote 
that in the past, village officials solved financial 
woes by passing tax and utility rate increases 
rather than attempting to cut expenses." 

Is history repeating? Is it time to elect inde¬ 
pendent trustees who are not part of a party? 
Does party loyalty sometimes take precedence 
over the residents' interests in making policy? 
Would independents take a fresh look at things? 
Could government be better than it is? Just won¬ 
dering!

Cardinal George, O.M.I., 

Archbishop of Chicago, will speak 
as part of Saint Xavier University’s 
160th anniversary Catholic 

Colloquium lecture series at 7 p.m. 
Thursday, March 8, in the Butler 
Reception Room, Warde Academic 
Center, 3700 W. 103rd St.. Chicago. 
The lecture is free and open to the 
public. 

Cardinal George’s lecture is titled 
"Paradigms of Interpretation: 
Catholic Universities and Catholic 
Moral Life,” His lecture is the fourth 
in a five-part series examining what 
it means to “be in good standing” 
with the Catholic Church and the 
challenges facing Catholic 

universities since the Second 
Vatican Council, said Michael 
O’Keeffe, associate professor of 
religious studies at Saint Xavier, 
who helped organize the series. 

“In this series, we have invited 
renowned Catholic scholars to 
provide theological perspectives that 
could inform our thinking about 
social, political and religious issues 
that did not even exist at the time of 
the Second Vatican Council in the 
1960s,” said Sister Susan Sanders, 
R.S.M., vice president for 
University Mission and Heritage at 
Saint Xavier, who also helped 
organize the event. “When Cardinal 
George came to Saint Xavier in 
October 2002, he gave a path¬ 
breaking theological perspective on 
pre-emptive war. I am eager to hear 
his ideas about the role Catholic 
universities can play in the moral 
life of Catholics.” 

Cardinal George was appointed 
eighth Archbishop of Chicago in 
April 1997 and was named Cardinal 


1998. He is vice president of the 
U.S. Conference of Cathqfic Bishops 
and a member of the U.S. 
Conference of Catholic Bishops 
Committee on Liturgy and the ad 
hoc Committee on Shrines. He is the 
chancellor of the Catholic Church 
Extension Society and chancellor of 
the board of advisors of the 
University of St. Mary of the 
Lake/Mundelein Seminary. He is a 
member of the board of trustees of 
the Catholic University of America, 
a trustee of the Papal Foundation, a 
member of the board of directors of 
the National Bio-ethics Center in 
Boston, and a member of the board 
of the Basilica of the National 
Shrine of the Immaculate 
Conception. 

Cardinal George was the only 
Chicago-born cardinal ever to vote 
in a papal election, participating in 
the 2005 conclave that selected Pope 
Benedict XVI. He served as vicar 
general of the Oblates of Mary 
Immaculate in Rome from 1974 to 
1986. Since 1990, he has been 
Episcopal Moderator and a member 
of the board of the National Catholic 
Office for Persons with Disabilities. 

The lecture series, which is funded 
in part by Saint Xavier’s Office for 
University Mission and Heritage and 
a generous contribution from the 
Lilly Fellows Program, is one of 
many events to celebrate Saint 
Xavier University’s 160th 
anniversary. The series also 
celebrates the 175th anniversary of 
the founding of the Sisters of Mercy 
by Mother Catherine McAuley in 
Dublin, Ireland, in 1831.

Court decision affirms states’ right to divest 
from Sudan, Collins promises minor changes 
to landmark law 


SPRINGFIELD, IL—State Senator Jacqueline Y. 
Collins (D—Chicago), who sponsored the nation's 
first law requiring public divestment from Sudan, ap¬ 
plauded the recent court decision that affirmed Illi¬ 
nois’ right to divest from Sudan. 

“The Court confirmed the State’s right to disasso¬ 
ciate from the reign of genocide and terrorism that 
has been killing and maiming thousands of our sisters 
and brothers in Sudan,” said Collins, “And for that, 
we’re very pleased.” 

“The Court has confirmed that State divestment 
from Sudan is not pre-empted by the federal govern¬ 
ment’s authority to conduct foreign affairs. The Court 
has confirmed that corporations are not ’irreparably 
harmed’ by divestment, and have no grounds to en¬ 
join State divestment. The Court has confirmed that 
nothing prevents other States from following our 
lead.” 

“Hundreds of pension funds across the state have 
been divesting from Sudan in good faith. Taking into 
account the guidance that we’ve received from the 
Court, we will move quickly to promote the State 
goal of disassociating from genocide and terrorism.” 

As was demonstrated in court, there are 15,000 


publicly-traded corporations in the world. Of that 
number, only about 140 are in Sudan. Thus, the vast 
majority of publicly-traded corporations (and mutual 
funds) are Sudan free. These facts notwithstanding, 
the judge did theorize that some of Illinois’ local mu¬ 
nicipal pension funds would be "irreparably harmed," 
because they would have to divest from certain equi¬ 
ties and certain mutual funds. However, as acknowl¬ 
edged by the court itself, this finding-of-fact has no 
bearing on the validity of State divestment. Rather, 
the Court’s decision depends entirely on the conclu¬ 
sion that the State of Illinois is not required to “pay 
benefits if a municipal pension fund is underfunded 
or becomes insolvent.” Based on these conclusions, 
the court questioned the validity of the Act, but only 
as it relates to local pension funds. 

“We don’t expect that this decision will have any 
adverse impact on the national Sudan divestment 
movement, which was launched in the public sector 
by the State of Illinois,” said Senator Collins. 

“A thorough review of the judge’s decision tells me 
that we can address the judge's concerns with some 
minor technical changes to the Act, and we will be in¬ 
troducing legislation to that effect very soon.”

Worth amends water 
and sewer billing

The village board approved an ordinance at the 
Feb. 20, Worth Board of Trustees meeting which 
amends the water and wastewater services rates and 
charges. The amendment will not increase the 
amount of charges, however the bill will be mailed on 
a monthly basis rather than the current bi-monthly. 
This is being implemented in an effort to improve 
cash flow and also to make it easer for the residents 
to budget, especially seniors. 

An ordinance amending the heating provisions of 
the village code's regarding minimum-housing stan¬ 
dards was also approved. The revised ordinance shall 
now require every dwelling or rooming unit in which 
,heat is furnished from a central heating plant to pro¬ 
vide a minimum temperature of 70 degrees from 8:00 
a.m. until 10:30p.m. and a minimum temperature of 
65 degrees from 10:30 p.m. until 8:30a.m. These spe¬ 
cific heating regulation changes only apply to 
dwellings units or rooming units located in a build¬ 
ing, where the heat is controlled by the landlord or 
the building owner, and not by the resident. This or¬ 
dinance is effective immediately. 

The board also approved an ordinance which 
amending a chapter pertaining to the storage of fire¬ 
wood. The amending regulations shall now require 
firewood to be stored outdoors, within the boundaries 
of any side or rear yard of a structure. Firewood shall 
not allowed to be stored in front yard of any building. 
The firewood must be cut or split and stored in a neat 
stack, which needs to be secure so as the firewood 
does not pose a health and safety risks during heavy 
rains or strong winds. It must be stacked on a well- 
supported, non-rotting base or rack no less than eight 
inches above ground, unless a particular business is 
licensed to sell firewood to the general public. All 
firewood stored on a location must be used solely 
used by its occupants and not stored for purpose of 
resale. This ordinance is effective May 1.

In other business; The board approved a park dis¬ 
trict request for the village to contribute $8,000 in or¬ 
der to ^fray the cost of their 4th of July fireworks 
displays as well as an ordmance amending certain pro- 
viato a of a chapter of the municipal code regarding 
fence variations. A Chwiber of Commerce request to 
conduct a Shop Oak Lawn sidewalk sale at die south 
parking lot ofthe municipal building on June 16, from 
9a.m. to 3p.m. as well as a request to host a pet parade 
June 16th commencing at 9 a.m. was also approved. 

A request to waive the bidding process and award 
a contract to Midwest Air Pro, Inc for $14,058 - which 
is the required 20- percent contribution in order to re¬ 
ceive a federal grant for the installation of the 
Nedertnan Source Capture Exhaust System for the 
three fire houses was approved as well as a Public 
Works request to hire entiy level maintenance employ¬ 
ees (grade 14) for the water division. A request to hire 
one police patrol officer from the current eligibility 
list due to a retirement was also approved. The next 
meeting is April 9.

Evergreen Park 
approves Smoking 
Ban

The village board approved a smoking ban at the March 
5, Evergreen Park Board of Trustees meeting. The ordi¬ 
nance adds a section pertaining to smoking restrictions to 
the village municipal code, thereby prohibiting in the fol¬ 
lowing sections: Bowling alleys before 6:00 p.m. except in 
designated smoking areas; in designated non-smoking ar¬ 
eas at the American Legion Post; on any public sidewalk, 
parkway, street, alley or parking lot except while in a pas¬ 
senger vehicle; in any outdoor area of any property, other 
than that of a single family residence.except where the 
owner may designate an outdoor smoking area which shall 
be at least 50 feet from the entrance to any building on the 
property, and shall .also be at least 50 feet from any public 
right-of-way; on any property in any area which the owner 
has designated as a nonsmoking area; on any residential 
property without permission of the owner or occupant. 
Smoking and non-smoking sections must be separated by 
20-feet. Proper signage is also required; a $35 citation will 
be issued for violators. Further infomution may be obtained 
by calling the village hall at 422-1551. 

The ordinance negates the Cook County smoking ban 
ordinance, which county commissioners unanimously ap¬ 
proved on March 15, 2006. effective March 15. 2007. If 
Municipalities which had not had their own smoking ordi¬ 
nance in place by March 15. They would have been gov¬ 
erned by the county ordinance. The current senate state¬ 
wide non-smoking bill is SB 0500. The chief sponsor of 
this bill was changed to Sen. Terry Link on March 2.2007. 
The co-sponsor was also changed to Majority Whip Sen. 
John J. Cullerton-Sen. Iris Y. Martinez was also .rdded as a 
co-sponsor. 

The bill has not passed at the time of this writing. If 
one feels the need for a statewide smoking ban they then 
should write their legislators, other wise the entire concept 
may just go up in smoke.

Representative Lipinski 
Marks Great Lakes Day 
and Clean Environment 
Week 

Legislation to Protect and Restore Great Lakes 
Passed in House 

WASmNGTON, DC - The wedc of March 9th Congress¬ 
man Dan Lqtinski celebrated Great Lakes Day and Clean 

Environment Week by helping move three key water qual¬ 
ity bills dirou^ the House of Representatives and by hold¬ 
ing a hearing to consider other policy proposals for pro¬ 
tecting and restoring the Great L^es. 

Congressman Lipinski helped pass the three bills in the 

House Transportation and Infiastructure Committee in Feb¬ 
ruary, and this week be helped pass them on the House 
floor. Congressman Lipinski is the only Chicago area repre¬ 
sentative to serve on the Transportation and Infrastruc¬ 
ture Committee. 

“Protecting and restoring the Great Lakes is critical for 
everyone, whether you want to swim, fish, boat, lie on the 
beach, or - most importantly - just have clean water to drink,” 
said Lipinski. “This has always been a priority of mine and 
I am hqrpy that we were able to take a step forward by 
getting Aese important clean water bills passed. Increased 
federal funding for water infrastructure is essential to the 
economic and environmental health of the Great Lakes, the 
Chicago region, and the nation.” 

On Wednesday, by a vote of 367 to 58, the House of 
Representatives approved The Water Quality Investment 
Act of2007 (H.R. 569) to authorize appropriations for the 
Environmental Protection Agency’s (EPA) sewer overflow 
control grant program, despite opposition from the White 
House. This bill would aid cities and states in building and 
improving sewer infrastructure to prevent the dumping of 
sewage into lakes and rivers. 

“It is incredible that some of our municipalities utilize 
sewer systems constructed as far back as when Abraham 
Lincoln was president. The system is deteriorating, and as 
a result, state and local authorities are often unable to stop 
sewage from flowing into neighboring rivers, beaches, base¬ 
ments, and lakes,” said Lipinski. “Residents will always 
remember the summer of2002 when Great Lakes ‘ beaches 
were closed because of public health dangers, much of it 
due to the dumping of raw sewage into the lakes. Congress 
must clean up its act when it comes to clean water, and this 
legislation is a good start.” 

On Thursday, the House approved the Healthy Commu¬ 
nities Water Supply Act of2007 (H.R. 700). This bill would 
authorize $125 million under the Clean Water Act for EPA 
grants to fund projects that increase usable water supply 
by encouraging irmovation in water reclamation, reuse, and 
conservation. Today, the House passed the third water 
quality bill, the Water Quality Financing Act of2007 (H.R. 
720). This bill would reauthorize the Clean Water State Re¬ 
volving Fund to provide $20 billion over five years in loans 
for water-pollution-abatement projects that assist commu¬ 
nities in meeting their water quality infrastructure goals. 

Earlier this week. Congressman Lipinski hosted an ad 
hoc congressional hearing at the Shedd Aquarium high¬ 
lighting the deteriorating condition of the Great Lakes. The 
representatives heard testimony from federal, local, and en¬ 
vironmental experts regarding threats to the lakes’ ecosys¬ 
tems and ongoing restoration efforts.

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Chicago Ridge approves 
smoking ban

The village board ai^troved a smoking ordinance at the 
March 6, Chicago Ridge Board of Trustees meeting, which 
allows smoking in all enclosed public place including places 
of employment as declared to be legal in the village. This 
ordinance essentially negates the Cook County smokiiig ban 
ordinance, which county commissioners unanimously 
approved on March IS, 2006, effective March IS, 2007. 

If municipalities had not passed their own smdcing ban 
prior to March IS, they then would have been governed by 
the county ordinance. Under the county ban, smoking in all 
pubHc buildings, including bars, restaurants, workplaces, 
and sports venues is prohibited as well as within lS*feet of 
an entrance way to an enclosed area. Nursing homes 
however are exell^>t. 

The current senate sponsored bill in the 9Sth General 
Assennbly is SBOSOO would create a statewide smoking ban. 
The chief qwnsor to this bill was changed to Sen. Teny 
Link oaMssch 2,2007. The cosponaefs was also ch an g e d 
to Majority Whip Sen. John J. Colleiton- Sen. Iris. Y. 
Martinez was also added as a cosponsor. The bill has not 
passed at the time of this writing. If one feels the need for a 
statewide smoking ban, write your legislators, otherwise the 
entire concept may just go up in sm^e.

<yillage officials ap¬ 
proved an ordinance at the 
March 19, Evergreen Park 
Board of Trustees meeting. 
Regarding ah amendment 
and a section of the munici¬ 
pal code pertaining to alco¬ 
holic liquor, consumption, 
possession, false identifica¬ 
tion, employment of under 
aged persons, and a chapter 
regarding miscellaneous 
provisions and offenses. Ad¬ 
ministration adjudication of 
non-vehicular code viola¬ 
tions, and'a section regard¬ 
ing the schedule of fines for 
specific offenses. The ordi¬ 
nance increases the fine to 
S2S0 for failure to pay a fme 
for a violation on or befme 
the first hearing date. And 
increases to S3S0 if it has 
not been paid by the date 
scheduled to file a memo¬ 
randum of judgment. 

Sections of the ordinance 
are as follows: No one un- 
“ijer the 4ge,pf 21 shall cpn- : 
sume, purchase or accept 
delivery of alcoholic liquor, 
or have liquor in his posses¬ 
sion, with the following ex¬ 
emptions persons under 21 
for a religious service or cer¬ 
emony, a person with the 
direct supervision and ap¬ 
proval of the a parent or 
guardian, in the privacy of 
the parent or guardians 
home. No one shall sell, give 
or deliver alcoholic liquor to 
any person under the age of 
21. It is also unlawful for 
any one under the age of 21 
to use false identification or 
the identification of another 
person - to obtain admit¬ 
tance to a liquor establish¬ 
ment - or is used to purchase 
- or attempt to purchase al¬ 
coholic liquor from any li¬ 
quor establishment. 

It is unlawful for any per¬ 
son to employ any one un¬ 
der 21 in any licensed pre¬ 
mises, where alcoholic li¬ 
quor is .sold, were that per¬ 
son IS involved in the sale 
or delivery of alcoholic li¬ 
quor. 

Persons under 21 how¬ 
ever. may be employed in 
any licensed premises were 
the employment doesn't re¬ 
quire their involvement. A 
fine of not less than SI25 
nor more than $500 will ap¬ 
ply in regards to a violation 
of any section of the ordi¬ 
nance.

Oak Forest approves

The projected cost of a town house unit is e.xpected to 
stiirt at $250,000 and increase depending on a unit being a 
two or three bedroom. And will also increase further if buy¬ 
ers chose from a range of various options. The townhousc 
units are slated to be between 16.000 and 18,000 square 
feet and will include an attached a two car attached garage. 
Mayor JoAnn Kelly rejected a request for another public 
hearing from one resident whose house backs up against the 
townhousc project.

Lipinski Introduces 
Common Sense 
Legislation to Save 
Energy and Taxpayer 
Dollars 

BRIGHT Energy Savings Act Would Install Energy 
Efficient Light Bulbs In All Federal Buildings 

[ WASHINGTON , DC ] Today, Congressman Dan 
Lipinski introduced H.R. 1705, The Bulb Replacement in 
Government with High-eftlciency Technology (BRIGHT) 
Energy Savings Act. Introduced in the U.S. House of 
Representatives, the legislation would direct the U.S. 
General Services Administration (GSA) to replace 
commonly used low efficiency light bulbs with high 
efficiency bulbs whenever a new bulb is installed in a GS A- 
owned office building. 

Lipinski introduced the bipartisan legislation with Rep. 
Bob Inglis (R-SC) and was joined by over 35 other members 
of the House as original cosponsors of the legislation. 

Lipinski is a member of the House Committee on 
Transportation & Infrastructure, which has jurisdiction of 
the GSA. 

“Americans are rightly concerned about the impact of 
foreign energy dependence on our national security and the 
effect of global climate change on the future of our planet,” 
said Lipinski. 

“The BRIGHT Energy Savings will help us address both 


of these issues by cutting 
down significantly on energy 
use by the federal 
govenunent, and atthe awe 
time it will save millions of 
taxpayer dollars. It’s a win 
for the environment, a win 
for national security, and a 
win for American 
taxpayers.” 

The GSA is the federal 
agency which owns and 
administers office space for 
civilian federal agencies. 

The federal government 
owns approximately 1,800 
facilities with about 174 
million square feet of space. 
At least 3 million lights 
throughout the Federal 
government could be 
upgraded to high efficiency 
bulbs. 

One type of high 
efficiency bulb that could be 
used is the Energy Star- 
certified Compact 

Fluorescent Light bulb, also 
known as a CFL. CFLs use 
approximately 75 percent 
less energy than 
incandescent bufbs to 
provide the same amount of 
light and they last 
approximately 8-10 times 
longer. Replacing an 
ordinary bulb with a 
comparable CFL saves up to 
S74 in energy costs over the 
bulb’s lifetime. 

Even higher efficiency 
light bulbs are close to 
commercial application 
including improved halogen 
technologies as well as new 
light-emitting diode (LED) 
technologies. 

“With CFLs already in the 
marketplace and other high 
efficiency bulb technologies 
right around the comer, the 
future really is now,” 
explained Lipinski. “Much 
of this new technology 
represents American 
ingenuity and innovation. 

The BRIGHT Energy 
Savings Act will mean 
reduced energy

Questions and 
Answers 
regarding 
malpractice 
law suits

Editorial: My own per¬ 
sonal experiences has made 
me wonder if I was becom¬ 
ing like many individuals 
who consider sueing as an 
answer to their hurts, anger 
and greed. 

Many years ago, my fa¬ 
ther at age 87 1/2 fisetured 
his pelvis and several ribs. 
While waiting in the emer¬ 
gency room at Christ Hospi¬ 
tal for 5 hours, we eventu¬ 
ally found out that they 
would not operate on him, 
but that they would admit 
him to the hospital over¬ 
night. The next day they 
schedule him, with my 
mother and brother’s con¬ 
sent, to Manor Care across 
the street from Christ Hos¬ 
pital. 

Of course, I was unhappy 
about this placement, I 
thought he was to have re¬ 
hab at Christ Hospital. Well 
the worst had happened, 
within three days, he had 
no pulse and declared a 
code blue. The paramedics 
revived him with the paddles 
drove him to Christ Hospi¬ 
tal emergency again. We 
waited for a bed, but this time 
he was admitted to intensive 
care and we were told he had 
two week to live. In his case 
where did the problem lie. 
Was it the fact that in the 
Nursing Home thej were 
understaff and he didn’t get 
proper attention, or could it 
of been the facility didn't 
follow the DNR order they 
had in their possession? Or 
was it that my father was ^1- 
ing out of the wheel chair 
causing more injury to him¬ 
self? Yes there are some real 
questions here. Do we sue, 
or at age 87 1/2, forget it? 

Second member in the 
family! My husband was in 
Little Company of Mary 
Hospital with Pneumonia 
and was about to be dis¬ 
charged when he had taken 
a fall. After checking him 
thoroughly for any injuries, 
diey discovered there could 
be more medical problems 
that could have caused the 
fall. After several days, they 
found through a spinal tap, 
he had a disease called 
Guillain Barre and an acute 
case of it. 

After reading about this 
disease on the internet, 1 was 
confident that he would be 
alright in time. 


After thirty days at Little 
Company Intensive Care 
Unit, he still was unable to 
move. He was quadplegic 
and had a ventilator, respira¬ 
tor, trach, feeding tube, etc. 
He didn’t want to talk and 
could only move his head 
from side to side. Little Com¬ 
pany of Mary was so won¬ 
derful and the doctors were 
marvelous, but I thought he 
should get more care than he 
was getting so I had him 
moved to RML in Hinsdale 
were he would get the long 
term care he needed. 

Rich, was ready to be 
transferred to Rehab Insti¬ 
tute of Chicago, after two 
and a half months at RML. 

For the next two week at 
RIC, I could tell my husband 
'was no where near getting 
the rehab we thought he 
would get, but I had hopes 
that the disease would dis¬ 
appear as quickly as it had 
staled on the internet. This 
disease can last three to six 
weeks in many cases but up 
to six month in acute cases. 

I was told that Rich 
wasn’t going to make it 
within the first week of this 
disea.se by his primary phy¬ 
sician. I still had hopes. At 
RIC they thought he may 
have pneumonia, therefore 
sent him across the street to 
Northwestern. That is the 
hospital I wanted him to be 
in at first. That is the hospi¬ 
tal 1 had all the trouble with. 

The only doctor that 1 can 
say ever did anything for Ri¬ 
chard was a Kidney Special¬ 
ist who wanted more help for 
him than he could possible 
give. He even fought for 
some rights for Richard and 
didn’t win. 

Without going into any 
more detail, I personally had 
five problems that were not 
addressed to help aid Rich¬ 
ard for recovery. 

1. They gave him heparin 
and Rich had varicose vein 
problems. For 3 1/2 months 
Rich had leg pumps at other 
hospitals for circulatory help 
but Northwestern refused 
this help. 

2. They look him off of 
Coreg, a heart medication 
stating that he did not show 
any heart disease. I think by 
now most of us heard the 
commercial about Coreg 
medication and do not stop 
this medication by yourself. 
It could cause a heart attack. 

3. Of course since they 
thought he didn't have heart 
trouble, they would not put 
him on the telemetry floor 
and they also took away him 
heart monitor. 

4. He had stomach pain 
and complained for two days 
but after many test, they 


couldn’t find any problems 
and they dismissed that he 
had heart trouble. 

He was diagnosed with 
heart disease 10 years prior 
and had one stroke and two 
heart attacks prior to all of 
this. 

5. When he had the 
massive heart attack on this 
floor, without his monitor, 
and a code blue, they used 
the paddle to bring him 
back. They did not have the 
DNR that followed him inxn 
every hospital. But they did 
have all his records from 
RIC but not the DNR. This 
man stayed at this hospital 
for three weeks but never 
was asked for a DNR or was 
1 ever asked if we had one 
or not. After he was left as 
a vegetable, I was asked 
what I wanted to do! It was 
Dr. Jenkins who said he was 
sorry about what took 
place. For it was Dr. Jenkins 
I had the big argument with 
the day before Rich’s mas¬ 
sive heart attack. 

Now for a Dr.’s remark: 

Some physicians are 
avoiding the obligatory 
apology to patients for fear 
it could come back to bite 
them later. However, nine 
states are considering “I’m 
sorry" laws, which would 
prevent physicians’ apolo¬ 
gies from being used as ad¬ 
mission of guilt in malprac¬ 
tice suits. On the other 
hand, hospitals oftentimes 
encourage their doctors to 
apologize to prevent law¬ 
suits, according to Scott 
Nichols, health care attor¬ 
ney and Partner at law firm 
Strasburger & Price. So, 
what’s the safer bet? 
Nichols can share the ad¬ 
vice he gives to hospitals 
and physicians, and give 
legal perspective on the 
possible effects of these 
pending state laws. Nichols 
defends and counsels 
health care providers in¬ 
cluding representation in 
medical malpractice defense 
litigation. He also counsels 
health care providers re¬ 
garding improvements in 
processes and other issues 
concerning patient care.

WHAT AN 
ACCOUNTANT 
MIGHT NOT TELL 
YOUABOUT SOCIAL 
SECURITY

There are some important 
things about Social Security 
that an accountant might not 
be telling you. And it’s 
important to know them, 
because it could mean the 
difference between a quick, 
easy move into retirement and 
a more troublesome transition. 

Here are some things you 
may not know. 

■Net, not gross. For people 
who are self employed, we 
count your net income, not 
your gross income, when 
figuring your credits of 
coverage and the amount of 
your future Social Security 
benefits. In 2007, you earn one 
credit for each $1,000 of-net 
income you earn, up to four 
annual credits. Net earnings 
for Social Security are your 
gross earnings from your trade 
or business, minus your 
allowable business 

deductions and depreciation. 
We also use your net income 
when figuring your benefit 
amount so a higher net 
income results in a higher 
benefit. 

■Credit where credit is due. 
If you and your spouse own 
and operate a business 
together and expect to share 
in the profits and losses, you 
may both be entitled to 
receive Social Security 
credits, even if there is no 
fonnal partnership agreement. 
For each of you to receive 
credit for your share of the 
business income, you must 
file separate self-employment 
returns (Schedule SEs), even 
if you file a Joint income tax 
return. If you don’t file 
separate Schedule SEs, all the 
earnings from the business

will be reported under only one person’s Social Security 
number. In that case, only one of you will receive Social 
Security credits and the valuable protection they provide. 

■Household workers are covered. If you are a household 
worker, your wages are covered under Social Security as 
long as you earn $ 1,500 or more in a calendar year (including 
cash for transportation expenses) unless you were under 
age 18 during any part of the year and household work is 
not your main job. Household workers include babysitters, 
maids, cooks, laundry workers, butlers, gardeners, 
chauffeurs, people who do housecleaning or repair work or 
anyone employed in or around someone else’s home. 

■Don’t forget to report. If you pay a household worker 
$1,500 or more in cash wages during 2007, you need to 
deduct Social Security and Medicare taxes and report the 
wages once a year when you file your tax return. This 
includes reporting any cash you pay to cover the cost of 
the employee’s transportation, meals or housing. If you do 
not report the wages on time, you may have to pay a penalty 
in addition to the overdue taxes.

Carole Gorecki, who will 
graduate from Loyola Uni¬ 
versity medical school in 
June and soon begin her 
residency, echoed many of 
the same thoughts as her 
fellow alumni. 

“Julie Folliard has been 
one of the most influential 
people in my life, both on 
and off the field.

“Coach^olliard has 
taught me how important It 
is to enjoy life and get the 
most you can out of it. I re¬ 
member when speaking with 
Julie while in college, she in¬ 
quired as to whether I had 
chosen a profession yet and 
I told her. I was concerned 
about all the time, money, 
and work required in pursu¬ 
ing a career as a physician. 

"She told me to remember 
that ‘if you do something 
you love for a living, you will 
never work a day in your life; 
and that anything worth 
having is w^h working for.’ 
I remember these words ev¬ 
ery time I have to make a de¬ 
cision concerning my career 
choice or when this career 
choice becomes overly 
stressful or frustrating, and 
it comforts me and gives me 
perspective,” Gorecki said. 

Adding the time when she 
played, Folliard now has 
worn the black and gold Bull¬ 
dog uniform for nearly a quar¬ 
ter-century — long enough 
to become a leader who 
molds high school girls into 
young women who graduate 
w nil ihe confidence and atti¬ 
tude to find success.

Dear EarthTalk : I’ve seen 
those images of polar bears 
stranded on small islands of 
Ice and beard that some are 
now dying by drowning. 
How are other wildlife popu¬ 
lations affected by global 
warming?

Most researchers agree that 
even small changes in tem¬ 
perature are enough to send 
hundreds if not thousands 
of already struggling species 
into extinction unless we can 
stem the tide of global warm¬ 
ing. And time may be of the 
essence: A 2003 study pub¬ 
lished in the journal Nature 
concluded that 80 percent of 
some 1.500 wildlife species 
sampled are already show¬ 
ing signs of stress from cli¬ 
mate change. 

The key impact of global 
warming on wildlife is habi¬ 
tat displacement, whereby 
ecosystems that animals 
have spent millions of years 
adapting to shift quickly. Ice 
giving way to water in polar 
bear habitat is just one ex¬ 
ample of this. Another, ac¬ 
cording to The Washington 
Post, is the possibility that 
warmer spring temperatures 
could dry up critical breed¬ 
ing habitat for waterfowl in 
the prairie pothole region, a 
stretch of land between 
northern Iowa and central 
Alberta. 

Affected wildlife popula¬ 
tions can sometimes move 
into new spaces and con¬ 
tinue to thrive. But concur¬ 
rent human population 
growth means that many 
land areas that might be suit¬ 
able for such “refugee wild¬ 
life” are already taken and 
cluttered with residential 
and industrial development. 
A recent report by the Pew 
Center for Global Climate 
Change suggests creating 
“transitional habitats” or 
“corridors” that help migrat¬ 
ing species by linking natu¬ 
ral areas that are otherwise 
separated by human seltle- 


Beyond habital displace¬ 
ment, many scientists agree 
that global warming is caus¬ 
ing a shift in ihe timing of 
various natural cyclical 
events in the lives of ani¬ 
mals. Many birds have al¬ 
tered Ihe timing of long-held 
migratory and producuve 


routines to better sync up 
with a warming climate. And 
some hibernating animals are 
ending their slumbers earlier 
each year, perhaps due lo 
warmer spring temperatures. 
To make matters worse, re¬ 
cent research contradicts the 
long-held hypothesis that 
different species coexisting in 
a particular ecosystem re¬ 
spond to global warming as 
a single entity. Instead, dif¬ 
ferent species sharing like 
habitat are responding in dis¬ 
similar ways, tearing apart 
ecological communities mil¬ 
lennia in the. making. 

And as wildlife species go 
their separate ways, huniaris 
can also feel the impact. A 
World Wildlife Fund study 
found that a northern exodus 
from the United States to 
Canada by some types of 
warblers led to a spread of 
mountain pine beetles that 
destroy economically pro¬ 
ductive balsam fir trees. Simi¬ 
larly, a northward migration 
of caterpillars in the Nether¬ 
lands has eroded some for¬ 
ests there. 

According to Defenders of 
Wildlife, some of the wildlife 
species hardest hit so far by 
global warming include cari¬ 
bou (reindeer), arctic foxes, 
toads, polar bears, penguins, 
gray wolves, tree swallows, 
painted turtles and salmon. 
The group fears that unless 
we take decisive steps to re¬ 
verse global warming, more 
and more species will join the 
list of wildlife populations 
pushed to the brink of extinc¬ 
tion by a changing climate.

In February 2008 Wal- 
Mart will implement a

girming to make headway. 
“By reducing the packag¬ 
ing on one of our patio 
sets,” says the company 
website, “we were able to 
use 400 fewer shipping 
containers to deliver them.

Village officials at the April 3, Orland Park Board of Trust¬ 
ees meeting approved an expenditure not to exceed $6,300. 
For advertisements promoting Orland Parks smoke free ban. 
Village staff consulted with local restaurants representa¬ 
tives, and the chamber of commerce. The input in which the 
village received inspired the development of this campaign. 

A restaurant guide will be printed which will list address 
and phone numbers.

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Chicago Ridge 
establishes TIF 
district

The village board at the 
April 3, Chicago Ridge 
Board of Trustees meeting, 
concurred with the planning 
and zoning commission. 
Pending a financial 
redevelopment agreement 
with Kane McKenna the firm 
which conducted a Tax 
Increment Finance (TIF) 
eligibility study, and the 
builder Lennar corporation, 
to rezone Tibor Machine 
Products on Birmingham 
Street, bounded by Oxford 
Avenue.. Just east of 
Ridgeland Avenue. 

The proposed Ridgeland 
Avenue Redevelopment 
Project consists of 19.2 
acres. And is slated to be a 
58- unit town home 
development. Which will 
cover approximately 6- acres 
of property, .and abut the 
railroad tracks to the north. 
The TIF also includes 
property located east of 
Oxford, were six small 
industrial type businesses 
are located. 

Rick Burton, vice 
president for entitlement for 
Lennar builders. Presented 
preliminary renderings to the 
board. Burton said the town 
home development will 


include 10 buildings 
consisting of five to six units 
each. Lennar headquartered 
in Miami Florida, is one of the 
nations largest builders 
constructing commanitles in 
18 different states. 

There will be two- 
bedroom 1,744 square foot 
raised ranch end units. The 
inner units will be three 
stories high, and include two 
and three bedroom units. The 
architecture of the town 
homes is slated to resemble 
another Lennar town home 
development, at 103rd Street 
and 79th Avenue in 
Bridgeview. Burton estimates 
the cost of the units to be 
between $250,00 to $260,000 
per unit. However due to the 
close proximity to the Metra 
train station, the Westfield 
Mall. The units may be 
priced higher. Burton said. 

A TIF district uses 
revenues to finance 
improvements within the 
district, and is also exempt 
from local taxing bodies, such 
as schools and libraries. The 
taxies arc frozen at the pre 
redevelopment rate, and will 
remain at that rate until the 
TIF is paid off. The maximum 
life of a TIF is 23 years.

America’s rivers? — Maria B., via e-mail 

When the Cuyahoga River caught fire in downtown 
Cleveland in June of 1969, a nation already becoming more 
aware of environmental problems took note. Across the 
country, people were fed up with bans on swinuning and 
fishing due to growing pollution levels. And rampant log¬ 
ging was clogging many a remote river system with soil 
and debris, making them uninhabitable by the fish that had 
evolved there for eons. 

In 1972, in response to such concerns. Congress passed 
the landmark Clean Water Act, which regulates the dis¬ 
charge of pollution into America’s waterways. This impor¬ 
tant law has worked well to curtail pollution and keep de¬ 
velopment in check, but it does little to restore already dam¬ 
aged river ecosystems. 

Luckily, a large array of local governments, nonprofit 
organizations and ad hoc citizen groups has risen to the 
challenge, making the United States the world’s nexus for 
river restoration work. The National River Restoration Sci¬ 
ence Synthesis Project, a 2005 survey conducted by lead¬ 
ing river scientists, identified 37,000 different river restora¬ 
tion projects either completed or underway across the U.S. 

According to the survey, American taxpayers and foun¬ 
dations have invested nearly S15 billion in U.S. river resto¬ 
ration projects-or about SI billion yearly-since 1990..Projects 
include: reforesting riverbanks to curb erosion; recreating 
natural river channels to reduce downstream flooding; re¬ 
moving dams to allow fish to migrate more freely; and re¬ 
storing wetlands to better do their jobs at naturally filtering 
pollution. 

Some specific higji profile examples include Native Ameri¬ 
cans and farmers working together to bring wild salmon 
back to Oregon’s Umatilla River, and the creation of natural 
habitat and buffer zones along Texas' San Antonio River. 
And General Electric finally complied with state and federal 
, mandates to begin removal of the PCBs they had dumped 
in New York’s Hudson River for years. 

“It’s no mystery why river restoration is booming,” says 
Andrew Fahlund of the nonprofit American Rivers, a lead¬ 
ing rivers advocacy group. “Rivers in good condition more 
readily meet the needs of the surrounding community than 
polluted and degraded rivers.” 

A new House budget resolution calls for increased 
spending on programs to reduce the amount of raw sewage 
going into American streams and to better manage the 
nation’s 168 designated “wild and scenic” rivers. The reso¬ 
lution also calls for allocating funds for removing obsolete 
dams that could rupture and threaten nearby conununities 
with potentially catastrophic flash floods. 

Despite the positive trends, not all rivers are doing well. 
American Rivers’ annual list of “America’s Most Endan¬ 
gered Rivers” highlights river ecosystems across the U.S. 
that are still in disrepair or under threat. Those on the 2007 
list include New Mexico’s Santa Fe, New York’s Upper Dela¬ 
ware, Washington's White Salmon. Texas’s Neches. 
Wisconsin’s Kinnickinnic, North Carolina’s Neuse, Alaska's 
Chuitna, Iowa’s namesake Iowa River. Arkansas and 
Oklalioma's Lee Creek, and California’s San Mateo Creek.

Dear EarthTalk: Did Ex.xon/Mobil really pay scientists 
and economists to write articles trying to debunk global 
warming?

A F'ebruaiy 2007 report in the British newspaper. The 
Guardian, fell like a ton of bricks on efforts by ExxonMobil, 
the world’s largest and most profitable oil company, to re¬ 
pair its damaged environmental reputation. According to 
the report, the Exxon-financed American Enterprise Insti¬ 


tute (AEl). a conservative Washington, D.C. “think tank,” 
offered scientists and economists SI0,000 each, plus ex¬ 
penses, to write articles undercutting the dire findings of 
the United Nations’ Intergovernmental Panel on Climate 
Change (IPCCJ about the extent and impacts of human- 
caused global warming. 

The ties between ExxonMobil, AEl and the highest lev¬ 
els of government go way back. AEl has received more 
than $ 1.6 million from ExxonMobil over the years, and more 
than 20 of its staffers have worked as consultants for the 
Bush administration. Former Exxon head Lee Raymond is 
still an AEl board member. 

A month before the Guardian report, the Boston-based 
Union of Concerned Scientists (UCS) released its own re¬ 
port documenting ExxonMobil’s S16 million in donations 
since 1998 to 43 organizations woiking to discredit the sci¬ 
ence of human-induced climate change. UCS joins a grow¬ 
ing chorus of voices asking the company to turn the comer 
on global warming and start embracing a transition away 
from fossil fuels. 

“ExxonMobil has manufactured uncertainty about the 
human causes of global warming just as tobacco compa¬ 
nies denied their product caused lung cancer,” says Aldcn 
Meyer, UCS’s Director of Strategy & Policy. “A modest but 
effective investment has allowed the oil giant to fuel doubt 
about global warming to delay government action just as 
Big Tobacco did for over 40 years." 

In September 2006, Britain’s leading scientific academy, 
the Royal Society, asked the company to stop supporting 
groups that “misrepresented the science of climate change." 
In response, ExxonMobil said that it funded groups that 
research “significant policy issues and promote informed 
discussion on issues of direct relevance to the company” 
but that such groups do not speak for the company. 

No doubt feeling some heat, ExxonMobil issued a state¬ 
ment recently in response to an IPCC update: “There is 
increasing evidence that the Earth’s climate has warmed on 
average about 0.6 C in the last century. Many global eco¬ 
systems. especially the polar areas, are showing signs of 
warming. C02 emissions have increased during this same 
time period-and ernissions from fossil fuels and land use 
changes are one source of these emissions.” The state¬ 
ment also acknowledged that “the risks to society and eco¬ 
systems could prove to be significant...it is prudent now 
to develop and implement strategies that address the 
risks...” 

Whether the company is really ready to aggressively 
develop alternative energy sources-like its competitors Shell 
and BP-is yet to be seen. But environmental leaders share a 
guarded optimism that the tide is turning in their favor and 
that ExxonMobil will back up its words with action-eventu- 
ally.

Legislation Supports 
Science and Math Teachers 
and Innovation Research 

WASHINGTON, DC - 
Today, Congressman Dan 
Lipinsld, Vice Chairman ofthe 
House ScienceandTechno- 
logy Committee, helped pass 
H.R. 362, the "10.000 
Teachers. 10Million Minds" 
Science and Math 
Scholarship Act, and H.R. 
363, the Sowing the Seeds 
Through Science and 
Engineering Research Act, 
two pieces of an Innovation 
Agenda that will spur 
economic growth and jobs. 

These measures will 
increase thenumber of highly 
qualified math and science 
teachers in grades K through 
12 (H.R. 362) and support 
young researchers to foster 
the most innovative scientific 
research (H.R. 363). 

“Numerous studies show 
that American students lag 
behind most developed 
countries in math and science 
performance, and our 
country continues to fall 
behind in the ratio of 
undergraduate science and 
engineering degrees,” 
explained Lipinski. 
“Investing in the education 
of our youth in math, science, 
and engineering is essential. 
These bills will help prepare 
our children for the careers 
of the future and will help 
America remain economically 
vibrant.” 

H.R. 362, cosponsored by 
Vice Chairman Lipinski, 
enacts the foremost 
recommendation of the 
National Academies’ report 
Rising Above the Gathering 
Storm: improve K-12 math 
and science education. H.R. 
362 would expand the Noyce 
Teacher Scholarship 
Program at the National 
Science Foundation (NSF), 


creating thousands of new 
teachers in the math and 
science fields. The bill 
would also create sununer 
institutes and graduate 
programs that provide 
sustained, content- 
oriented professional 
development to teachers 
through Mat Science 
Partnerships at NSF. 

“As a former college 
professor and one of only 
a handful of members of 
Congress with an 
engineering degree, I have 
a unique perspective on 
these issues,” said 
Lipinski. “I have often 
talked to my wife, Judv. 
who has - lib. 

about the teachers who 
inspired us. 

I will always remember 
how my high school 
calculusteacher. Father 
Thul, inspired me in math, 
and how my high school 
physics teacher. Father 
Fergus, inspired me to 
pursue a degree in 
engineering. It is vital that 
we provide ample support 
to our science and math 
teachers to continue 
inspiring more students.” 

“There is nothing more 
important to our future 
than to have the best math 
and science teachers 
available to inspire 'and 
guide our next generation 
of leaders in science and 
industry,” stated Dennis 
Kelly, Superintendent of 
Lyons Township High 
School. “H.R. 362 targets 
the problem and offers 
viable solutions to solving 
our current shortage of 
teachers in key areas. 

Many school districts 
are finding it increasingly 
difficult to find excellent 
math and science teachers. 
This legislation will help 
expand the numbers of 
highly qualified teachers in 
math and science in our 
school districts. It is the 
right thing to do at the right 
time-now."

DearEaithTalk: 1 know of 
issues associated with the 
Earth’s ozone layer, but what 
is “ground level ozone” and 
why is that a problem?—D. 
Goetz, Palm Beach, FL 

Ozone (Oj) is a colorless 
gas formed when three at¬ 
oms of oxygen bond to¬ 
gether. About 90 percent of 
the Earth’s ozone forms 
naturally in the strato¬ 
sphere. dozens of miles 
above ground. It forms the 
protective layer that shields 
us from overexposure to the 
sun’s radiation, and is there¬ 
fore considered “good” 
ozone. 

The rest of the ozone 
found on Earth occurs at 
ground level, and forms 
when nitrous oxides and 
various “volatile organic 
compounds’ (VOCs)—origi¬ 
nating with car exhaust, in¬ 
dustrial emissions, chemi¬ 
cals and gasoline vapors, as 
well as some natural 
sources—bond together in 
the. presence of sunlight. 

Ground level ozone, or 
"bad” ozone, is a key com¬ 
ponent of smog, which 
wreaks havoc on human 
health and the environment, 
especially in urban areas. 
The U.S. Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency (EPA) re¬ 
ports that exposure to even 
relatively low concentra¬ 
tions of ground-level ozone 
for extended periods (sev¬ 
eral hours) can significantly 
reduce lung function and 
cause respiratory inflamma¬ 
tion in normal, healthy 
people. Symptoms can in¬ 
clude chest pain, coughing, 
nausea and congestion. For 
people with asthma and 
other respiratory illnesses, 
exercising in ozone-nch air 
can be deadly. Repeated ex¬ 
posure to high levels of 
ozone for several months or 
more can produce perma¬ 
nent structural damage in 
the lungs. 


Beyond its effects on our health, the EPA estimates that 
pollution from ground-level ozone is responsible for nearly 
$2 billion in agricultural crop yield losses in the U.S. alone 
each year. The pervasive gas has also been shown to dam¬ 
age forests in California and the eastern U.S. and to con¬ 
tribute to global warming. 

Under the mandate of the Clean Air Act, the EPA is 
charged with monitoring and limiting the amount of ground- 
level ozone in urban areas, and issuing warnings when smog 
levels are above its standard of 0.12 parts per million. But 
new studies indicate that ground-level ozone causes ad¬ 
verse health effects at even lower concentrations. And, 
according to the EPA, even rural areas suffer increased 
ozone levels, because wind carries ozone and the pollut¬ 
ants that form it hundreds of miles away from their origin^ 
sources. As a result, the EPA is reviewing whether revi¬ 
sions to ozone standards and policies are warranted. 

High concentrations of ground-level ozone are not as 
common in Canada, but three urban regions—British 
Columbia’s Lower Fraser Valley, the Windsor-Qu6bec City 
Corridor and the Southern Atlantic Region that includes 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia—do suffer several “bad 
air days” each year. The Canadian government, through its 
own Clean Air Act, has even stricter standards for expo¬ 
sure to ground-level ozone than in the U.S., though en¬ 
forcement is not as big a priority given the smaller scope of 
the problem there. 

To help minimize ground-level ozone, avoid car trips and 
the use of power lawn equipment during especially hot or 
windless days. Paints and solvents, most which off-gas 
VOCs that create ozone and form smog, are also best to 
steer clear of with hot summer temperatures coming on 
strong. Those concerned about their respiratory health 
should follow local weather sources, most which post smog 
alerts.

Holocaust 
survivor visits 
Queen of 
Peace 

Peace Sophomores Hear 
Holocaust Survivor’s Pow¬ 
erful Story Holocaust survi¬ 
vor Sevec (Sidney) Finkel 
has been visiting the sopho¬ 
mores of Queen of Peace 
High School for the last eight 
years as part of Holocaust 
Remembrance Day. 

In addition to touring a 
homemade museum in the 
school’s Community Center 
and viewing Schindler’s 
List, students are treated to 
90 minutes with Finkel, one 
of the few remaining Holo¬ 
caust survivors. Finkel calls 
himself a “history teacher of 
sorts,” but unlike most his¬ 
tory teachers, he has lived 
the nightmare he speaks of, 
a nightmare he faced be¬ 
cause he was a Jew in Po¬ 
land during the 1940’s. Bom 
in 1932, Finkel was the 
youngest of five children 
and lived in Pietrkow, Po¬ 
land. He recalled hearing the 
voice of Hitler on the radio 


as a young child: “We knew 
if Hitler was to invade us, 
our future would be gloomy. 
But we never thought it 
would happen or could hap¬ 
pen. 

The rumors we heard 
about what was being done 
to Jews were so shattering, 
so unbelievable, we laughed 
because we thought it was 
impossible.” Af age six, 
Finkel realized the mmors 
were true when his family 
was forced into a ghetto. 
“We had no rights whatso¬ 
ever. We were slaves,” he 
notes. “There were no jobs, 
very little soap and water, 
and little food. There was no 
school; those who tried to 
teach were shot. Kids who 
tried to smuggle food were 
shot.” 

He remembers the bomb¬ 
ing of his hometown well. “I 
stood there looking up at the 
sky. The planes were flying 
so low, I could make out the 
faces of the men in the cock¬ 
pits.” Finkel, his father and 
his brother were eventually 
taken to Buchenwald Con¬ 
centration Camp. 

The day before the 
Americans liberated the 
camp, the citizens were 
forced to march to Weimar, 
Germany where they were 
loaded onto open train cars. 
Three weeks of starvation 
and disease killed two- 
thirds of the 1,500 people on 
the train.Finkel credits his 
spirit as his saving grace. 
“My will to survive was so 
strong.” He would not give 
the Nazis the satisfaction of 
dying.

vakia, the people were freed. 
Finkel nearly died from ty¬ 
phus but recovered and at¬ 
tended boarding school in 
England, moving to America 
in 1951. 

Gf his family, only one sis¬ 
ter and one brother survived. 
Finkel currently lives in Tuc¬ 
son with his wife and chil¬ 
dren. It was not until the 
T990’s that Finkel spoke about 
his experience, after visiting 
the Holocaust Museum in 
Washington D.C. 

His son encouraged him 
to visit his class at school to 
talk about what happened. 
Since then, Finkel has visited 
dozens of schools in Illinois, 
Arizona, California and Ar¬ 


kansas. He also published 
a book. Sevec and the Ho¬ 
locaust: The Boy who Re¬ 
fused to Die. 

Though he is grateful to 
be alive, Finkel admits he 
can never really celebrate 
his freedom because of the 
loss of so many. "These 
atrocities were committed 
by ordinary people. 

What made them do 
these things? This is what 
happens when one group 
looks down on another 
group. As human beings, 
we have to take our respon¬ 
sibilities seriously.”

The Illinois Philharmonic Symphony Orchestra, led by 
Music Director, Carmon De Leonne, performed its season 
finale at the Performing Arts Center at Governors State 
University (GSU) located in University Park. 

The program opens with Maurice Cabrier’s Joyeuse 
Marche. It continues with Anthony Molinaro, pianist, 
joining the orchestra for Maurice Ravel’s Piano Concetto 
in G Major and George Gershwin’s Ckmcerto in F Major. 

After the intermission and before the Gershwin Concetto, 
the presentation of the Ruth and Ken Davee Excellence in 
Art Award was presented to Shirley R Madigan, wife of 
State Senator Michael Madigan, and mother of three 
daughters and one son including Attorney General Lisa 
Madigan. 

Shirley has served on the Illinois Arts Council since 
1976 and has been Chairman for 20 years. She has 
accompanied two Illinois Governors, James Thompson and 
George Ryan on official international missions as their Arts 
Ambassador. Governor Rod Blagovich recently appointed 
her to serve as Illinois delegate to the U.S. Cultural and 
Tourism Summit in Washington DC.

Orland Park’s water 
conservation program begins 
May 15th 

Orland Park’s Water Conservation Program is in effect 
May 15* through September 15* of each year. Over the last 
several years, as the community has grown, it has become 
more difficult to maintain adequate water levels during the 
summer months. 

Lawn sprinkling and outdoor water usage is permitted 
only between the hours of 7 and 11 - both a.m. and p.m. - 
year round. Between May 15 and September 15 peak water 
conservation measures are in effect. All outdoor water 
usage is restricted to an odd/even address basis and only 
during the hours of 7 a.m. to 11 a.m. and 7 p.m. to 11 p.m. on 
the permitted day. Conservation water rates are also in effect 
during this time for water usage exceeding 16,000 gallons. 

Regulated outdoor water dsage includes but is not 
limited to, all lawn and garden sprinkling or underground 
irrigation systems for residential and commercial properties, 
all noncommercial car washing, residential pool mainteruince 
and other similar uses, but shall not include water used for 
construction or building renovation purposes, commercial 
car-wash operations or filling of swimiriing pools. 

Newly sodded lawns may be watered more frequently 


upon application for and a 
receipt of a special permit 
from the Public Works 
Department. Those 
violating the Village’s water 
usage provisions are 
subject to fines iqi to S750 
for each offense. Each day 
of violation and each 
violating location shall be 
considered a separate 
offense. 

Questions regarding 
lawn sprinkling or outdoor 
water usage nuy be directed 
to the Public Works 
Departme nt at 403-6350.

EARTH TALK 

From the Editors of E/The 
Environmental Magazine 

Dear EarthTalk: What is causing the dramatic decline in 
honeybee populations in the U.S. and elsewhere in recrat 
years, and what is being done about it? — James Harris, 
Akron, Ohio 

Kids everywhere may revel in the fact that bees are no 
longer stinging them as frequently on playgrounds and in 
backyards, but the decline in honey bee populations in the 
U.S. and elsewhere signals a major environmental imbalance 
that could have far-reaching implications for our agricultural 
food supply. 

Brought here from Europe in the 1600$, honeybees have 
become widespread across North America and ate bred 
commercially for their abilities to pollinate crops—90 
different farm-grown foods including many fhiits and nuts 
depend on them—and produce honey. But in recent years 
populations across the continent have plummeted by as 
much as 70 percent, and biologists are still scratching their 
heads as to why and what to do about the problem which 
they have termed “colony collapse disorder^ (CCD). 

Many believe that our increasing use of chemical 
pesticides and herbicides, which bees ingest during their 
daily pollination rounds, are largely to blame. Commercial 
beehives are also subjected to drect chemical fumigation 
at regular intervals to ward off destructive mites. Another 
leading suspect is genetically modified crops, which may 
generate pollen with compromised nutritional value. 

It may be that the buildup of both synthetic chemicals 
and genetically modified crop pollen has reached a “tipping 
point,” stressing bee populations to the point of collapse. 
Lending credence to this theory is that organic bee colonies, 
where chemicals and genetically modified crops are avoided, 
are not experiencing the same land of catastrophic collapses, 
according to the nonprofit Organic Consumers Association. 

Bee populations may also be vulnerable to other factors, 
such as the recent increase in atmospheric electromagnetic 
radiation as a result of growing numbers of cell phones and 
wireless communication towers. The increased radiation 
given off by such devices may interfere with bees’ ability 
to navigate. A small study at Germany’s Landau University 
found that bees would not return to their hives when mobile 
phones were placed nearby. Further research is currently 
underway in the U.S. to determine the extent of such 
radiation-related phenomena on bees and other insect 
populations. 

Biologists also wonder if global warming may be 
exaggerating the growth rates of pathogens such as the 
mites, viruses and fungi that are known to take their toll on 
bee colonies. The unusual hot-and-cold winter weather 
fluctuations in recent years, also blamed on global warming, 
may also be wreaking havoc on bee populations 
accustomed to more consistent seasonal weather patterns. 

A recent gathering of leading bee biologists yielded no 
consensus, but most agree that a combination of factors is 
likely to blame. “We’re going to see a lot of money poured 
into this problem,” says University of Maryland 
entomologist Galen Dively, one of the nation’s leading bee 
researchers. He reports that the federal government plans 
an allocation of $80 million to fund research in connection 
with CCD. “What we’re looking for,” Dively says, “is some 
commonality which can lead us to a cause.”

Since the dawn of 
civilization farmers have 
saved the seeds spawned 
by their crops and replanted 
them to grow more crops.

But a technology 
developed in 1998 by the 
U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) and the 
Delta & Pine Land Cotrqrany, 
the U.S.’s largest producer 
of cotton seeds, 
genetically-engineers seeds 
to produce sterile offspring 
after the given crops yield 
their annual harvest. 
Though not yet 
commercially available, this 
would force farmers to 
purchase new seeds every 
year, ensuring greater sales 
for seed companies. 

Canada’s National Farmers 
Union said, “.. .genetic seed 
sterilization is dangerous 
and blatantly anti-farmer— 
suicide seeds threaten to 
intensify corporate control 
over Canadian agriculture 
and offer no benefits for 
farmers.” 

In 2000, the United Nations 
(UN), under its Convention 
on Biodiversity, got info the 
terminator fray by declaring 
a global moratorium oh the 
technology due to 
environmental as well as 
socioeconomic concerns 
about its use. In March 2006 
the UN upheld the 
moratorium, in the face of 
challenges by several 
countries—including 
Australia, Canada and 
New Zealand—pushing 
for commercialization

’ Check smoke and carbon 
monoxide alarms to be sure 
they are working property. 

' Have an escape plan 
with a meeting place. 

• Once you exit your 
home, DO NOT return. Too 
many people lose their lives 
going back into a burning 
home. 

■ Stoves are not made for 
heating homes. 

' Supplemental heating 
devices should be used and 
maintained in accordance 


with manufacturer recom¬ 
mendations. Keep combus¬ 
tibles clear. Do not leave 
supplemental heating de¬ 
vices unattended. 

■ If you are burning wood 
in your fireplace, make sure 
your chimneys are properly 
maintained. That goes for 
your fiinuice, as well.

The Illinois Family Insti¬ 
tute applauds State Rep. 
Kevin Joyce for sponsoring 
and advocating legislation 
to-require neighborhood li¬ 
braries to filter pornography 
on Internet computers. Par¬ 
ents and law enforcement of¬ 
ficials strongly support this 
common sense legislation. 

Opponents of this bill 
suggest that this issue 
should be decided locally, 
because local officials know 
what’s best for their commu¬ 
nities. Yet 1 doubt th.at any 
local official believes that 
providing Internet pornog¬ 
raphy for adults or children 
in public libraries is some¬ 
how beneficial for the com¬ 
munity'. 

No resident wants a fam¬ 
ily member rubbing shoul¬ 
ders in their local library with 
another person who has re¬ 
cently viewed sexually 
stimulating images on the 
Internet. 

Some librarians claim that 
having to purchase filtering 
software creates a financial 
burden for the library dis¬ 
trict. What they aren’t tell¬ 
ing us is that once a library 
filters its Internet, they be-

Plans for a new library at St. 
Xavier in the making 

The Executive Committee of the Saint Xavier University 
Board of Trustees has unanimously approved President 
Judith A. Dwyer’s recommendation of the architectural firm 
Frye GiUm MoUnaro Architects to design a new library for 
the University’s Chicago campus. 

Frye Gillm MoHnaro Architects was selected from four 
leading architectuni firms that competed this spring in the 
second phase of an architectural design contest to select a 
firm to complete the design of a 21” century library. The 
Richard H. Driehaus 2004 Charitable Lead Trust donated 
stipends to pay for the designs, as it did with a previous 
competition in collaboration with University of Nobe Dame’s 
School of Architecture. 

“The new library is the gateway project toward Saint Xavier 
University’s vision of becoming recognized as a leading 
comprehensive Catholic university,’’ President Dwyer said. 
“We look forward to working with Frye Gillan MoHnaro on 
the next phase of this most important project.” 

The firm was chosen for a number of factors, including ex¬ 
tensive prior experience designing libraries for both public 
and private higher learning institutions and the ability to 
creatively incorporate Saint Xavier’s unique programmatic 
requirements. The design team will begin working this sum¬ 
mer on schematic designs that will be used for ftindraising 
and presented to the Trustees for approval in October.

Second Amendment Foundation 
is asking US Department of 
Justice to investigate priest 

The Second Amendment Foundation is asking the U.S. 
Department of Justice to investigate a Chicago priest for 
threatening to “snuff" suburban Riverdale firearms retailer 
John Riggio during an anti-gun protest rally Saturday, May 
26, near Chuck’s Gun Shop. 

SAF founder Alan Gottlieb is sending a letter to Assis¬ 
tant U.S. Attorney General Wan Kim, head of the Justice 
Department’s Civil Rights Division, asking that the agency 
also investigate the Rev. Michael Pfleger for essentially 
encouraging a crowd of about 200 protesters to drive Riggio 
out of business. The gun shop has been in business for 
more than 30 years, and Riggio is the second-generation 
owner. 

In a stunning audio recording of Pfleger’s remarks, the 
pastor of St. Sabina’s Church can clearly be heard stating, 
“John Riggio.. .we’re going to find you and snuff you out.” 
Moments later, Pfleger added, “We’re going to snuff out 
John Riggio, we’re going to snuff out legislators that are 
voting...against our gun laws and we’re coming for you 
because we are not going to sit idly.” 

“It is common knowledge that the term ’snuff" is street 
slang, in Chicago and elsewhere, for killing someone,” 
Gottlieb said after hearing the recording. “If John Riggio, or 
I, or any other gun owner were to make that kind of public 
statement in reference to Rev. Pfleger, you can bet the au¬ 
thorities in Chicago, and the local and national press, would 
want us behind bars. 

“We’re asking for a Justice Department investigation,” 
he explained, “because Rev. Pfleger incited his audience to 
take whatever action is necessary to put Mr. Riggio out of 
business. Chuck’s Gun Shop is a legal business, operating 
under both state and federal laws, and Mr. Riggio has a 
legal right to operate such a business. 

“We simply can’t rely on the notoriously anti-gun Cook 
County prosecutor’s office for an unbiased inquiry,” Gottlieb

House Passes 
Lipinski 
Amendment to 
Save Energy, 
Protect the 
Environment, 
and Save 
Taxpayer 
Money 

Requires Use of 
Energy Efficient 
Lighting by 
Department of 
Defense 

The House of 
Representatives 
unanimously approved an 
amendment offered by 
Congressman Dan Lipinski 
that would require the 
Department of Defense to 
begin using high efficiency 
light bulbs. The amendment 
was offered to H.R. 1585, the 
National Defense 

Authorization Act for Fiscal 
Year 2008, which sets the 
spending levels for next 
year's Defense budget. 

“At a time when we are 
working to move a new 


energy plan forward, this 
amendment is a rare win, 
win, win opportunity,” 
stated Lipinski. 

High efficiency light 
bulbs, such as compact 
fluorescent light bulbs 
(CFLs), use approximately 
75 percent less energy than 
standard incandescent 
bulbs and last 
approximately 8 to 10 times 
longer. Replacing an 
ordinary bulb with a CFL 
could save up to $74 in 
energy costs over the bulb’s 
lifetime. Even higlfer 
efficiency light bulbs are 
close to commercial 
application including a new 
generation of halogen bulbs 
and new light-emitting 
diode (LED). 

“When you consider 
that the DOD has over 
240,000buildings in the U.S. 
alone, it is clear that this 
amendment is a practical 
way to make significant 
progress in lowering energy 
consumption, reducing 
greenhouse gas emissions, 
and promoting energy 
independence, while at the 
same time saving millions of 
American taxpayer dollars,” 
said Lipinski during floor 
debate. 

Congressman Lipinski's 
amendment - cosponsored 


by Rep. Inglis (SC), Rep. 
Markey (MA). and Rep. Kirk 
(IL)-directs the Department 
of Defense to install high 
efficiency light bulbs during 
the^ normal course of 
maintenance, or whenever a 
building is significantly 
altered or constructed. To 
make sure the requirement 
does not interfere with 
national security, the 
Secretary of Defense is 
given flexibility in 
determining instances in 
which the use of energy 
efficient lighting is not 
feasible.

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Environmental Leaders 
rally in support of 
public transportation 

The region's lop environmenliil leaders gathered this 
morning at the Environmental Law & Policy Center to speak 
out on the importance of public transportation and called 
upon Governor Blagojcvich and the Illinois General As¬ 
sembly to forge a long-term solution to the pending transit 
crisis. The group stressed that an investment in public 
transportation now would help to mitigate the impacts of 
global wanning over the coming decade: and that a failure 
to invest would lead to dire environmental consequences 
in Northeastern Illinois. 

A major metropolitan region such as Northeastern Illi¬ 
nois deserves a vibrant, efficient and convenient transit 
system, said Shannon Fisk, Staff Attorney with the Mid¬ 
west Office of the Natural Resources Defense Council. In¬ 
stead, service cutbacks are threatening to bring more con¬ 
gested roads, longer work commutes, and dirtier air for 
everybody in the region. The General Assembly and the 
Governor should approve Representative Hamos' plan to 
provide additional investment in CTA, Metra, and Pace, 
and to implement common sense reforms at the Regional 
Transit Authority. 

The group, which included the Delta Institute, Environ¬ 
mental Law & Policy Center, Center for Neighborhood Tech¬ 
nology (CNT), Congress for New Urbanism, Illinois PIRG, 
League of Conservation Voters, Natural Resources Defense 
Council, Openlands Project, American Lung Association 
of Metropolitan Chicago, and other environmental organi¬ 
zations signed a petition declaring their support for in¬ 
creased funding for public transportation. The petition was 
delivered to Governor Blagojevich as well as party leaders 
in the General Assembly, which has until July 1*' to take 
action on the $226 million deficit faced by the CTA, Metra, 
and Pace. 

The Governor has publicly stated that Illinois should 
cut the production of greenhouse gasses to 1990 levels by 
2020, Scott Bernstein. President of the Center for Neigh¬ 
borhood Technology, reminded the group. Since motor ve¬ 
hicles alone account for more than one third of greenhouse 
gasses, there is simply no way to achieve that kind goal 
without strong regional transit. Transit will be the back¬ 
bone of any successful climate change strategy in Illinois. 

While public transportation's benefits to the environ¬ 
ment were stressed, it was also argued that such benefits 
go hand in hand with transit’s role in improving our eco¬ 
nomic and public health. A strong public transportation 
system is critical to reducing global warming pollution, ex¬ 
plained Joe Shacter, senior policy advocate at the Environ¬ 
mental Law & Policy Center. Plus, when transit use goes 
up people drive less, leading to improved air quality, fewer 
respiratory illnesses, and increased household savings. 

No one wants the transit agencies to cut services or 
raise fares, said Anna Frostic, Environmental Health Ad¬ 
vocate with the American Lung Association of Metropoli¬ 
tan Chicago. The Governor and General Assembly must 
find a long-term solution to transit funding, otherwise the 
entire stale will feel the impact in our pockelbooks, con¬ 
gested roads and the air we breathe for decades to come. 


Evergreen Park begins West 
Nile treatment program

The May 21 Evergreen Park Board of Trustees meeting 
commenced with Judge Janet Brosnahan administmling 
the oath of office to incumbent Trustees, Mark Marzullo 
and James Me Quillan. 

The village has begun the larva side pellet program to 
control mosquito larva. Lan icide pellets have been placed 
in catch basins throughout the village in an effort to con¬ 
trol the West Nile Virus, which first emerged m 1999 in New 
York. The West Nile V'lrus was first identified in September 
21)1) I. wlicn laboratory tests confinued its presence in two 
dead crows found in the Chicago area. The West Nile Virus 
can be transmitted to humans by the bile of an infected 
mosquito. 

In 2002. birds, mosquitoes, and horses were reported 
positive for the virus in 100 of 102 counties in the slate. 
The first human cases and t. . . Iiiuns 

were reported in August 2002. Tliere were SOO huinari eases 
reported, and 64 deaths. Thirty-eight of these were in Chi¬ 
cago and Suburban Cook County. With the efforts of local 
municipalities, as well as the county, the 2003 season was 
far milder with only 12 confimied cases. The county main¬ 
tains four Mosquito Abatement Districts (MAD), which 
maintain mosquito surveillance. Mosquitoes develop in 
standing water, places that hold water more than a week. In 
addition mosquitoes are homebodies and lend to stay near 
their breeding grounds. The Mosquito Abatement District 
also suggests that residents take the following simple steps 
to eliminate potential sources for these mosquitoes. 

Discard all trash that can hold water such as cans, jars, 
bottles, etc. Clean rain gutters and downspouts or on flat 
roofs; change water in birdbaths, wading pools, etc, at 
least once a week. Keep ditches and streams on or around 
property free from grass clippings, garbage, and other de¬ 
bris to insure proper flow. Stack pails, barrels, tubs, wheel¬ 
barrows, and similar containers upside down; clean out 
and fill tree holes: stock ornamental ponds with goldfish 
or other surface-feeding fish to control mosquito produc¬ 
tion.

Moraine Valley Community College received $ 15.6 mil¬ 
lion in total grant funding for the 2006-07 academic year— 
a 3 percent increase over the previous year. Federal, state 
and private grants combined for more than S5 million, and 
financial aid brought in about $10.5 million. 

The largest increase came from stale grants, totaling $2.4 
million, a 6.3 percent jump. The college also received a 1.8 
percent increase in federal funding worth $2.6 million. 

Federal and stale financial aid also increased by 3 per¬ 
cent with $10.5 million going directly to students. Those 
figures arc based on the 2005-06 academic year because 
the 2007 academic year is not ycl complete. 

The largest grant came from the Illinois Community Col-

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When routine 
surgery turns 
into a nightmare 

Each month medical er¬ 
rors kill five times as many 
people in the U.S. as died in 
the September 11"’ attacks. 
Of the many categories medi¬ 
cal errors fall into, equip¬ 
ment failure is in the top five. 
Within this group, a routine 
surgery called a 
laparoscopy, performed 
over 4.5 million times per 
year, poses a rare but seri¬ 
ous risk. 

Laparoscopies are widely 
utilized in outpatient surger¬ 
ies for et erything from the 
removal of ovarian cysts, to 
gallbl.adder removal, to her¬ 
nia repair. These surgeries 
require small, mtmmally in¬ 
vasive incisions to be made 
in the abdominal region, 
through which wand-like 
electrosurgical equipment is 
placed in order to perform 
the operation. The surgeon 
then \ lew s an enlarged im¬ 
age of the procedure on a 
video monitor, while using 
energy in e.scess of 1500 
Fahrenheit to cut and coagu¬ 
late tissue inside the 
patient's abdomen. 

Laparoscopies, however, 
have the unfortunate ability 
to backfire. In rare instances, 
insulation failure in the 
electrosurgical equipment 
allows stray energy to es¬ 
cape inside the patient and 
bum untargeted tissues out- 
'side of the surgeon's view. 
These unseen internal bums 
can result in pentonitis, sep¬ 
sis. and even death. The 
most feared of these compli¬ 
cations is fecal peritonitis, 
w ith a mortality rate of 25“ .> 

■fnidv Hamilton, a former 
operating room nurse, was 



a healthy and active mother 
of two when she went in to 
have a routine gynecologi¬ 
cal procedure in 1991. Suf¬ 
fering a severely burned 
bowel as a result of a stray 
energy burn during her 
laparoscopy. Trudy was 
hospitalized five times for 
bowel ob.structions stem¬ 
ming from the complications 
of her surgery. She lost four 
months of work, during 
which she endured excruci¬ 
ating pain that made it “hard 
to walk without it absolutely 
hurting." 

In 2006, Aireen Andrew, 
a 39-year-old woman from Sri 
Lanka . also suffered a 
burned bowel as a result of 
an undetected energy bum 
during a laparoscopy. She 
was sent home after her sur¬ 
gery with painkillers despite 
telling nurses she w'as in so 
much pain she wanted to 
die. .Aireen died of surgical 
complications only 34 hours 
later. Later blamed for her 
death, her doctors said it 
would have been impossible 
to know of the stray burns 
as they performed the opera¬ 
tion. 

Dr. Gerald Kirshenbaum, 
one of the premier 
laparoscopic surgeons in 
the United States . has per¬ 
formed over 10,000 
laparoscopies. When asked 
how surgeons can avoid 
accidental bums from equip¬ 
ment malfunction during 
surgery. Dr. Kirshenbaum 
said he prefers a safety 
mechanism called .Active 
Electrode Monitoring 
(AEM). a system that shuts 
the instrument down the in¬ 
stant any stray energy is 
detected, preventing a pos¬ 
sible tissue bum injury to the 
patient. "I will refuse to use 
electrical current unless 1 
have AEM." 


Still suffering the effects 
of her surgical misfortune, 
now sixteen years later. 
Tmdy Hamilton looks back 
on her experience with p^in 
and regret. “1 hope and pray 
that [my experience] keeps 
another patient from going 
through what I’ve been 
through.. .something a lot of 
patients don't survive.” 

Approximately 300 hospi¬ 
tals nationwide currently 
use AEM technology to 
help prevent unseen stray 
energy burns during 
laparoscopic surgery. Pa¬

Moraine Valley to host 
observatory open viewing 

Moraine Valley Community College will continue to Irost 
its series of telescope open viewing nights in 2007. Remain¬ 
ing dates and times for this season’s open viewings in¬ 
clude the following Fridays: 

* June 22 at 9:15 p.m.* July 20 at 9 p.m. 

* August 17 at 8:30 p.m.* September 14 at 7 p.m.

Viewings will be canceled 
if conditions are rainy or 
cloudy. 

Targets for the June 22 
viewing will include the plan¬ 
ets Venus and Saturn low in 
the west. The moon will be 
at about first quarter to the 
south and Jupiter to the 
southeast. If the transpar¬ 
ency is good, viewers also 
will be able to observe the 
asteroid Vesta, some globu¬ 
lar clusters and planetary 
nebula. All open viewings 
are held at the telescope 
dome on the G. Jack Bradley 
Observation Deck, located in 
the western sector of the 
college’s Nature Study 
Area, hear 107th Street and 
Kean Avenue. 

Observers are asked to 
park near the college’s ten¬ 
nis courts and then walk on 
the path through the nature 
study area to the observa¬ 
tion deck.

Tom McCague, retired 
associate professor and de¬ 
partment chair of Moraine 
Valley ’s Biology depart¬ 
ment, hosts the viewings.

Tony De Santis bought the

Drury Lane has 
dominated the Chicago 
theater scene for a half 
century and currently has 
24,000 subscribers. His 
venues are known to be the 
primary spot for 
Midwesterners to see 
Hollywood and Broadway 
stars and top local talent in 
person. 

DeSantis’s goal was and 
always has been to produce 
affordable and accessible 
showbiz glamour to all 
around Chicago. Most 
Chicagoans have attended 


theater or a banquet at 
Drury Lane in their life and 

we all have fond memories 
of events including proms, 
weddings, banquets and 
shows. 

DeSantis was a devout 
Catholic and a family man 
that shied from the public 
arena never having put his 
mane on his theaters and 
restaurants. His generous 
donations to numerous 
Catholic charities each year 
underscored this devotion. 
In 2006 he made a one 
million- dollar donation to 
Catholic Charities. DeSantis 
has received religious 
awards namely, Knight 
Order of Saint John of 
Jerusalem (appointed by 
the Queen of England), 
Knight Commander with 
Placa Order of Saint 
Gregory, Decorated Knight 
of the Grand Cross of the 
order of Holy Sepulchre, 
Knight of Malta, iOiight of 
Saint Lazarus, and 
Humanitarian Award 1966 
from Little Flower Society 
Commaitder. 

DeSantis generous 
donations to the poor, 
handicapped and hungry 
have earned him numerous 
awards including 


Distinguished Service 
Award of Chicago Police 
Captain’s Association, Man 
of the Decade from 
Evergreen Park Chamber of 
Commerce and he was 
honored by the House of 
Representatives, State of 
Illinois. 

For over 50 years he 
hosted over 1000 Catholic 
nuns from the Illinois, 
Indiana, Wisconsin, Iowa 
and Michigan areas before 
the Christmas holiday for 
dinner and the show. His 
employees treasured 
DeSantis and up until a 
month ago he went to work 
daily from 9am to5pm. The 
final curtain has been 
lowered.

ORLAND PARK. IL - 
Soaring temperatures and a 
lack of rainfall in Orland Park 
caused the village’s normal 
water usage for June 12 and 
13 to more than double. 

“We're asking evcr>’one 
to water only when neces¬ 
sary to keep plants and 
grass moist and according 
to the village’s Odd/Even 
Address System,” said 
Orland Park Public Works 
Director Peter Casey. 

Orland Park’s Water Con¬ 
servation Program is in ef¬ 
fect year round, with the 
Odd/Even Address System 
being enforced May 15 to 
September 15 annually. 

Lawn sprinkling and out¬ 
door water usage are permit¬ 
ted between the hours of 
7:00 P.M. and 11:00 P.M. 
ONLY until further notice. 

Homes and businesses 
with addresses ending in 0, 
2,4,6 or 8 may sprinkle be¬ 
tween seven and eleven 
P.M. ONLY until further no¬ 
tice on even numbered days. 

Buildings with ad¬ 
dresses ending with 1, 3, 5, 
7 or 9 may sprinkle on odd 
numbered days between 
seven and eleven P.M. 
ONLY until further notice. 

“Our reserves are dwin¬ 
dling to the point that con¬ 
tinued usage at that rate will 
require the village to impose 
more stringent conservation 
measures,” Casey said. 

Regulated outdoor water 
usage includes but is not 
limited to, all lawn and gar¬ 
den sprinkling or under¬ 
ground irrigation systems 
for rAtidential and commer¬ 
cial properties, all noncom¬ 
mercial car washing, residen¬ 
tial pool maintenance and 
other similar uses, but shall 
not include water used for 


construction or building 
renovation purposes, com¬ 
mercial car-wash operations 
or filling of swimming pools. 
Newly sodded lawns may 
be watered more frequently 
upon application for and a 
receipt of a special permit 
from the Public Works De¬ 
partment. 

Those violating the 
village’s water usage provi¬ 
sions are subject to fines up 
to $750 for each offense. 
Each day of violation and 
each violating location shall 
be considered a separate 
offense.

Congressman Lipinski Honors Victims of 
Comm unis m 

Congressman Dan Lipinski joined President Bush, members of the Polish and Czech 
Parliaments, the Ambassador fiom the Vatican, foreign dignitaries, and ethnic and religious 

leaders in <ledi<»ting a new memorial in Washington, D.C. to honor the vitaims of communism. 

The memorial seeks to honor the more than 100 million individuals killed by communist 
conquests, revolutions, civil wars, purges, wars by proxy, and other violent means. “This 
memorial to the victims of communism is long overdue.” 

The memorial was authorized unaninaously by Congress in 1993 and signed into law by 
then-President Clinton. It features a 10-fbot bronze replica of the “Goddess of Democracy,” 
modeled after a statue erected by students during die Tiananmen S<]uare protests of 1989. The 
memorial enjoys a prominent position in downtown Washington, only a lew blocks away fiom 
the U.S. Capitol. “I will never forget my experiences in Berlin at the fidl of the Wall in 1989,” 

recalled Lipinski. “It is especially fitting that we dedicate this memorial on the 20* anniversary 
of President Reagan’s famous demand,‘Mr. Goibachev, tear down this wall! ’ As the Wall came 
down 1 witnessed the first taste of fieedom for so many who suflBaed under communism. This 
experience will always remind me ofthe need to stand up fi»r fieedom.”

found that synthetic 
chemicals have likely played 
a large role in the rising 
incidence of breast cancer 
throughout the world over 
the last half-century. The 
study identified 216 man¬ 
made chemicals—including 
those found in everyday 
products like pesticides, 
cosmetics, dyes, drugs and 
gasoline (and diesel 
exhaust)—that have been 
shown to cause breast 
cancer in animals. 
Researchers believe these 
substances, many of which 
“mimic” naturally occurring 
hormones once inside the 
body, are also to blame for 
the increasing prevalence of 
human breast cancer. 


According to 

epidemiologist Devra Lee 
Davis of the University of 
Pittsburgh’s Graduate 
School of Public Health and 
one of the lead researchers 
on the new study, the more 
hormones cycling through a 
woman's body during her 
lifetime, the more likely she 
is to des elop breast caneei. 
Synthetic chemicals that 
mimichonnones magnify the 
risk, as the body doesn't 
know the difference bet\\ ecu 
its own real hormones and 
other introduced chemicals. 
Only one in 10 women who 
develop breast cancer 
inherits a defective gene 
from their parents. Davis 
adds, meaning that iii 90 
percent of breast cancer 
cases studied, extenial non- 
genetic agents (eg. 
synthetic chemicals) 
contributed to the 
development of the cancer. 

Another telling clue is' 
the fact that the breast 
cancer risk of adopted 
children parallels the risk of 
the family they grew up in. 
not that of their biological 
family, as proven by 
analyzing medical records 
fiom Scandinavian countries 
that keep detailed registries 
following people from birth 
to death. “What we 
understand is that if cancer 
runs in your family it could 
be because your family had 
similar eating patterns, 
similar lifestyle patterns as 
well as lived in the same 
area,” says Davis. “It’s really 
important that we take 
another look at...the kinds 
of chemicals that we are 
using everyday,” she adds. 
“We think that there are 
alternatives that can be 
used.” 

The U.S. government has 
been reluctant to institute 
new restrictions on the 
production of highly 
profitable synthetic 
chemicals, but European 
regulators are taking the 
issue very seriously. The 
European Commission’s 
new Registration.

Hickory Hills officials have been discussing various 
improvements for the 95th Street Corridor from Interstate 
294 to La Grange Road. Mayor Mike Howley, shortly after 
taking office in 2003. along with several other officials, 
determined that a beautification project along the main cor¬ 
ridor was needed. In 2004, the 95th Street Corridor En¬ 
hancement Project was established and in 2005, the city 
council created a Tax Increment Finance (TIF) district. 

A TIF uses tax revenues to finance improvements within 
the district and is also free from local taxing bodies and 
offers incentives to developers. The property taxes are 
frozen at the current rate prior to redevelopment. The maxi¬ 
mum life of at TIF is 23 years. The district is bounded by 
95th to 97th streets and 76th to 78th avenues and com¬ 
prises some 30 acres. All businesses along the corridor are 
feasible for redevelopment, in order to attract more desir¬ 
able businesses. Officials are optimistic that the improve¬ 
ments would increase property values, boost revenues, as 
well as creating a more pleasing look to the street.. 

Hickory Hills Auto Sales and Fett’s Motor City have 
been demolished, and purchased by real estate developer 
Gus Danos. He plans to development the property into a 
retail strip mall similar to that in Evergreen Park at the north¬ 
east comer of 95th Street and Kedzie Avenue. City offi¬ 
cials are impressed with the improvements that were made 
in both Evergreen Park and Oak Lawn such as sidewalks, 
buildings, and streetlights. The city however plans on cre¬ 
ating a slightly different concept, due to the buildings be¬ 
ing set back further from the road, therefore allowing for 
additional tree planting as well as natural landscaping. The 
trees are not intended to obscure the businesses but rather 
to form a canopy over 95th street. Officials are hopeful that 
this will create a traffic calming effect. 

The entrance way from Interstate 294 is slated to have a 
new gateway sign, illuminated street signs, and new street 
lighting. The city however must wait for a confirmation 
from IDOT regarding the resurfacing or widening of 95th 
Street and the construction of a right turn lane onto 95th 
Street at 76th Avenue. Thus far the city has-acquired a SI 
million grant from the Illinois Transportation Enhancement 
program as well as two state grants worth a total of $ 1(M).0(K). 
Officials say the project is estimated to cost less than S3 
million to complete.

Representative Lipinski to President Bush; 
Immediately Change Course of War and 
Reconvene Bipartisan Iraq Study Group 

Congressman Dan Lipinski (D-IL) joined Rep. Frank Wolf 
(R-VA), Rep. Mark Udall (D-CO), Rep. Michael McCaul (R- 
TX), and Rep. Christopher Shays (R-CO) in sending a let¬ 
ter to President Bush calling for him to immediately recon¬ 
vene the Iraq Study Group (ISG). 

The HouseVoted 355-69 last week for an amendment to 
provide $1 nfillion to the U.S. Institute of Peace for the 
purposes of rdqatablishing the ISG. The ISG would focus 
on evaluating conditions in Iraq one year later, comparing 
iu findings to those of a year ago, and reviewing and up¬ 
dating its recommendations. The Members asked for presi¬ 
dential action because the Foreign Operations appropria¬ 
tions bill - in which the amendment is included - is un¬ 
likely to be signed into law by the President quickly enough 
for a newly constituted ISG to report in the fall. 

"The ISG provides a way to break through the partisan 
gridlock on Iraq and it should be reconvened to provide a 
new, indepetulent assessment of the current situation," 
said Lipinski. “But America must not continue the current 
course until the new report. The ISO has already provided 
thoughtfril recommendations on how we can ptove toward 
successftilly concluding the war and bringing our troops 
home, and we should start implementing those immedi¬ 
ately." 

Earlier this month. Congressmen Lipinski, Udall, Wolf 
and McCaul led a group of bipartisan memben of the House 
of Representatives in introducing H.R. 2574, a bill to imple¬ 
ment the recommendations of the Iraq Study Group. This 
bill, which was also introduced in the Senate, avoids the 
partisan gridlock of previous Iraq legislation and already 
has 57 bipartisan cosponsors in the House of Representa¬ 
tives. Among other things, it provides for a diplomatic 
offensive on Iraq, shifts U.S. forces to a support and train¬ 
ing role, and allows for U.S. troops not necessary to fight¬ 
ing terrorism and protecting U.S. personnel in Iraq to rede-

Dangerous fireworks can ruin 4* of July fUn. For more 
than a century, etyoying a big fireworks display has been a 
traditional way for Americans to celebrate our independence 
during the 4'* of July holiday. In fact fireworks hu become 
as much as a part of the 4* of July as Santt Clause is to 
Christmas. 

Unfortunately, there is a big downside to this tradition. 
Every year thousands of Americatu end up in hospital 
emergency rooms due to the fireworks related injuries. The 
US Consumer Product Safety Commission estimates that 
more than 10,500 people were treated for fireworiu related 
ityuries in 2005 alone. Ordinary citisens in their backyards 
can attribute most of there ii|juriei to the use of illegal 
firewoika. 

There are tome misunderatsndings about which kind of 
fireworks an legal. In Ulinoii, there is a simple rule of thumb; 
if a device explodes of fires itself or any projectile into the 
air, it it illegal and cannot be sold or used in this state. 
Sparklers, fountains, and smoke displays an generelly 
permitted in Illinois but they too can be dangerous, 
particularly, if used without an adult supervision. States 
like Wisconsin and Indiana have a much mon nlaxed laws 
regarding fireworks, which means every summsrmiUiont of 
doUan in iUe^ fireworks make their way across dM boarden 
into tbs Chicago area. 

All fireworks whether they an legal or not, should be 
considered unssft because then is littls or no product safsty 
enforcement of them. No government agency inspects 
fireworks for product liability the way almost every other 
consumer good it evaluated. The lack of regulation means 
fireworks are notorious ftrr exploding when they are not 
supposed to, or shooting into the wrong direction. Thus 
even a carefttlly monitored backyard display at s d** of July 
party can be a very dangerous ^ng. 

The only way to guarantee a safe viewing experience it 
to attend a profmional sponsored fireworks event. Virtually 
every municipality in Cook County will sponsor fireworks 
during this year's 4* of July holiday. Do not risk the safety

Deer Eerthiaik : What Is 
the status of Sea Tbrtle pro¬ 
tection efforts? Don't many 
of them die In fishnets and. 
as a result, are threatened 
with extinction? — Mat¬ 
thew Liehennan. Wellesley, 
MA 

Ciiven their tenuous exist¬ 
ence, sea turtles are consid¬ 
ered by many environmen¬ 
talists as ambassadors for 
the world’s troubled 
oceans. They have graced 
the seas for more than 200 
million years and survived 
whatever catastrophe befell 
the dinosaurs. But they are 
now facing a sharp decline 
in numbers around the world 


due mainly to human threats 
such as the alteration of 
beach nesting habitat, the 
harvesting of eggs for food, 
entanglement in fishing nets 
and pollution of ocean wa¬ 
ters. 

Found in all the warm 
ocean waters of the Earth, sea 
turtles generally remain at sea. 
returning to the surface for 
air and only coming ashore 
to lay eggs and nest. The five 
species of sea turtles found 
in and around North America 
are the leatherback, green 
nirtle, hawksbill, Kemp’s rid- 
ley and loggerhead. 

Sea turtles are protected 
in and around U.S. waters 
■ under the Endangered Spe¬ 
cies Act (ESA), which lists 
the hawksbill, leatherback, 
Kemp’s ridley and green 
turtle as “endatigered,'’ while 
the loggerhead is listed as 
“threatened.” (A species is 
considered endangered when 
it is on the brink of extinction: 
if it is experiencing serious 
threats that may eventually 
lead to its extinction, but the 
situation is not yet critical, it 
Is classified u threatened.) 
Hanning, harassing, killing, 
importing, selling or trans¬ 
porting any sea turtle, 
hatchling or eggs is consid¬ 
ered a violation of ibderal law 
pMishablc by a stifTfltw ai^ 
rjJltime. . 

Ouuida the U.8., many 
other countries have similar 
laws designed to protect the 
world's remaining and be¬ 
loved sea turtles. And the 
Convention on International 
Trade In Endangered Species 
(CITES), an international 
agreement signed by 169 
countries and designed to 
prevent the trade in endan¬ 
gered wild animals and their 
parts, also protects sea 
turtles. But such measures 
often look much better on 
paper; enforcement efforts 


are often inadequate and as 
a result sea turtle popula¬ 
tions continue to plummet. 

According to the 
Florida-based Caribbean 
Conservation Corporation 
(also known as the Sea 
Turtle Survival League), 
present goals for protecting 
sea turtles include: cracking 
down on the illegal interna¬ 
tional trade in turtles and 
turtle products; forcing fish¬ 
ing boats to use “turtle ex¬ 
cluder devices” in their nets 
to decrease turtle deaths; 
establishing more coastal 
refUges to keep develop¬ 
ment ftom encroaching on 
turtle nesting beaches; de- 
cteasing artificial near 
nesting beaches (light 
scares turtles away); en¬ 
forcing laws to minimize the 
dumping of pollutants and 
solid waste into the ocean 
and near-shore waters; and 
stepping up turtle monitor¬ 
ing activities so conserva¬ 
tion efforts can stay fo¬ 
cused where they are most 
needed. 

Individuals can do their 
part by steering clear of sea 
turtles when they are lay- 
ing eggs on beaches, mak¬ 
ing sure to never remove or 
handle a turtle egg in any 
way, and keeping house 
ligta (and tvanJlt shU^ts 
aM cim4np^iilM)B^ 
night on or near nesting 
beaches. Concerned per¬ 
sons can also help by join¬ 
ing and supporting organi¬ 
zations working to protect 
sea turtles, such as the Car¬ 
ibbean Conservation Cor¬ 
poration, the Sea Turtle 
Restoration ProjKt and the 
National Save the Saa Tuttle 
Foundation.

County know that between 
winter and summer we have 
time for construction and 
home repair. This is espe¬ 
cially true for residents of 
the City of Chicago and 
suburban areas. We are pres¬ 
ently in the middle of the 
construction and home re¬ 
pair season. Home repair sea¬ 
son brings out the. charis¬ 
matic charlatans, home rqtair 
flyers and telephone solici¬ 
tors. Their primary prey is 
the trusting unwary senior 
citizen. 

Many seniors live alone 
and are dependant upon 
outstde patties. tq.«^ist> 
the»t ta#) many a^^tfe of 
their lives such as grocery 
shopping, transportation 
and home repair. The out¬ 
side patty will usually de¬ 
velop a trusting relationship 
with the senior, which gives 
him or her unfettered access. 
Like the cat who plays with 
the unsuspecting mouse 
until his appetite overtakes 
him, there lies his victim. The 
home repair person does not 
have time to court the senior. 
He moves in fast with sooth¬ 
ing conversation and iden¬ 


tifies a home repair problem 
and pounces on the unsus¬ 
pecting senior. Extracting a 
down payment or getting 
the senior to execute a con¬ 
tract for service that, usually 
does not fully disclose the 
terms, conditions and pro¬ 
vision of the contract. How 
can we mitigate the occur¬ 
rences of senior victimiza¬ 
tion? 

If you require home repair 
or have decided to make cer¬ 
tain improvements to your 
home, contact a reputable 
contractor. The contractor 
should be one that a friend 
or relative has used in the 
past, or contact the Better 
Business Bureau for a list of 
qualified contractor. These 
persons are not likely to 
abuse their access and are 
accountable to others, i.e. 
the friend or relative and the 
BBB. However, should you 
find yourself subject to high 
pressure sales tactics the 
following is a list of requests 


that should remedy the situ¬ 
ation: 

Request 24 to 72 hours to 
review the contract prior to 
your executing the contract 
Request a copy of their 
liability and or performance 
bond 

Request a list of clients 
that they have previously 
done work for 

In addition to the above 
tell them that you will require 
the following documents: 
Affidavit of Materials 
Affidavit of Labor - 
Release Deed upon 
completion of the work 
Contractors who are not 
properly organized, or sim¬ 
ply seek to abuse seniors 
and theconsuming pubfic in 
general, will not be prepared 
to supply the above docu¬ 
mentation and will refuse the 
work based upon you re¬ 
quest. 

Seniors, enjoy the sum¬ 
mer and don’t become a vic¬ 
tim of home repair fraud.

~ ‘ ■ Artistic Director Michael Patrick Thornton and The Gift 
Theatre Company are presenting Martin McDouagh’s dark 
comedy “The Beauty Queen of Leenane.” It has all the 
drama of real life with the mother-daughter conflict, dignity 
of the elderly and everyday working under stress caring 
for an aging parent while missing out on one’s own life. 

We are brought inside the cottage of caretaker Maureen 
Folan (played by Lynda Newton a Gift Theatre ensemble 
member) and her infirmed mother Mag, played by Mary 
Ann Thebus a veteran Chicago actor. The setting is in the 
County Galway village of Lennane. 

Mag and Maureen are portrayed in their bonding to 
each other forever, but Mag is a nagger!

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Orland Park approves variances 

by Matt Mayer 

_The village board concurred with the recommendations 

of the Planning and Economic Committee and approved 
variances at the June 18, Orland Park Board of Trustees 
meeting for Copper Square, a mix use development at 147th 
Street, and Ravinia Avenue across from the municipal build¬ 
ing. The three story development is slated to include grade 
level businesses with residential above. One of the vari¬ 
ances allows the developer to use wood frame construc¬ 
tion throughout the development. 

The village fire ordinance limits residential construction 
to include noncombustible materials. Officials say that the 
developments meet the national building codes and that 
each unit will contain a separate fire sprinkler in order to 
meet the village code. The business units will be limited to 
483 square feet and must be constructed to village codes. 
The residential floor plans must contain a minimum of 1,400 
square feet and'the entire building must meet the Ameri¬ 
cans with Disabilities Act requirements. 

A variance for Crescent Hill, a residential development 
at 108th Avenue and 145th Street was also approved. Cres- 
ccntHill is slated to be a seven-lot subdivision. The devel¬ 
opment was tabled while the devebper made adjustments 
to meet fire department requirements, which called for a full 
cul-de-sac to allow access for emergency vehicles. The 
economic development committee along with the village 
board and the developer created an accessible hammer¬ 
head turnabout in the subdivision. 

Residents in the adjacent Ciy.stal Meadows Court sub¬ 
division were also troubled ty the increased traffic, which 
would be generated along Crystal Meadow Court, the main 
thoroughfare for both subdivisions. The developer’s attor¬ 
ney stated that the lots would not be sold but would be 
kept for the landowner’s children.

Palumbo was afresh- 
man at VJ Andrew in Tinley 
Park when he turned away 
fhm the national walk in 2005 
while he was struggling with 
his own battle and had ex¬ 
perienced the suicide of a 
friend. Palumbo has been the 
driving force for Out of The 
Woods, speaking at local 
chambers, Kiwanis, Jaycees 
and other groups to solicit 
donations and encourage 
walker participation. 

“While I’m happy that 
we've raised so much money 
(over $28,000 to date), and 
it’s great that so many 
people can benefit from the 
therapy, the real reason we 
do this is to get people talk¬ 
ing. We want schools and 
families to talk with their kids 
and teens about depression 
and answer questions about 
suicide. We want people to 
realize that mental illness is 
just that - an illness that can 
be diagnosed, treated and 
usually cured. If they feel 
miserable right now, they 
need to seek the therapy and 
possibly the medication that 
will treat them and make them 
healthy and whole again.” 
says Palumbo. 

For families who may be 
uncomfortable or just unin¬ 
formed, the event’s website.

provides link^ to discover 
more about depression and 
suicide, where help is avail¬ 
able for family and friends, 
and what to do when you’re 
experiencing the illness 
yourself.

What causes the quiet 
Scottsdale neighborhood to 
be the center of Chicago 
police and Chicago Fire de¬ 
partment attention tonight? 

Well what I do know a 
young De LaSalle high boy 
fiom the Scottsdale area was 
attacked and beaten to near 
death by a group of African 
American boys that do not 
live in the area. When the 
beating was discovered by 
friends and parents from 
Scottsdale Park they ran to 
attend to the quiet high 
school boy. Multiple phone 
calls were made after the in¬ 
cident with no response 
from the Chicago Police. 
While friends and parents 
were attending to the injured 
unconscious boy, a black 
car creeps down the street 
without lights and without 
warning. The car drove full 
speed. Plowing downed the 
Good Samaritans while they 
were attempting to assist the 
young boy. Without warn¬ 
ing 3 more young boys went 
down, and 3 adults. Why 
did this happen? Why were 
3 cars full of African Ameri¬ 
can boys cruising Durkin 
Park and chasing the boys 
from the neighborhood. 
Why did a young man not 
old enough to drive a car 
plow a car into a group on 


innocent Good Samaritans. 

Scottsdale Park Neigh¬ 
borhood is one of the few 
communities where families 
still attend the same church 
St. Bede the Venerable 
Church 95 % of all the chil¬ 
dren attend St. Bede Day 
school. St. Laurence High 
School, St. Rita and Queen 
of Peace high School. The 
average family works for the 
City of Chicago in some 
public service position, the 
kids play baseball, basket¬ 
ball, football and volleyball. 
The parents are an active 
participant in all of the kid’s 
lives and activities. So why 
did this happen? 

The speculation ran high 
tonight, what made a group 
of Afiican American boys 
come into this normally 
quiet neighborhood and 
cause this major catastro¬ 
phe? It is very sad when our 
children cannot play in their 
park because of fear from 
outside visitors. Will this 
cause a mass exit from the 
neighborhood? As I looked 
at the devastation and the 
tears fiom my fnends, people 
I consider family I felt em¬ 
barrassment and shame. 
Why? Because I am an Afii- 
can American, a mother, a 
nurse, a teacher and a catho¬ 
lic trying to raise my son in 
an environment where 
people just get along. My 
tears ran long tonight be¬ 
cause I could not under¬ 
stand why this had to hap¬ 
pen. My thanks went to god 
because my son for the first 
time was not with his fiiends. 
My prayers have gone to all 
of by Scottsdale fnends and 
family.

Rearrange your furniture. 
Avoid placing lamps or TV 
sets near your air-condition¬ 
ing thermostat. These appli¬ 
ances create heat that the 
thermostat can sense, caus¬ 
ing the air conditioner to run 
longer than necessary.

• Select packs with heavily padded shoulder straps and lumbar support. 

• Bend your knees when lifting a heavy pack. 

• Carry only what’s needed.

the old 5 TlF's have been paid off. Research shows that 
areas grow better without TIF's and in my opinion, that 
does seem to be true looking at Oak Lawn, The .95th St. 
condos are being advertised going east from Ashland on 
95th Street and therefore are being marketed vigorously, 
but are they selling? The residents voted against the TIF 
and yet the trustee put them in showing that the residents 
did know best. From what 1 hear, the Target and Home De¬ 
pot are not bringing in the projected amount of revenue. 
Therefore, spending needs to be adjusted accordingly. Are 
those stores bringing in other problems? It appears to me 
that the way financial projections are made is overly opti¬ 
mistic and realistic for our economy. 

Further, in my view, the spending is out of control. The 
spending for the 2007 budget projected a total of $97.6 
Million versus the 20006 budget for spending was $88.1 
Million. That is an increase of $9.5 Million in one year and 
does not even take into account the $ 1.75 million shortfall 
which if not corrected makes the increase of spending in 
one year to be $11.25 million. What is the money being 
spent on? I do not think that this is wise management of 
our money. What do you think? Have our services improved 
or our life-style improved? Or are we being taxed more on 
water, garbage, etc.? 

That $1.75 million shortfall coupled with die $3.7 million 
deficit approved for the 2007 budget equals $5.45 Million 
deficit for the current year. We all know it takes money to 
run the village but this spend, spend, spend, and deficit 
spending seems preposterous to me. However, to cover 
the latest shortfall of $1.75 Million, a special finance meet¬ 
ing was called to discuss the problem. The special meeting 
was held on May 15, 2007 in the conference room across 
from the Village Clerks office. The agenda stated that the 
Acting Village Manager Folliard and attorneys David Free¬ 
man, Robert Heyne, Barry Moss, Steven Bloomberg, 
Kathleen Elliott, would be present but there was no attor¬ 
ney or village manager was present. Perhaps Manager 
Folliard could not make die meeting but I thought that there 
was always one board attorney (out of the many listed) 
present at Board nieetings as the agenda indicates and to 
make sure that alt rules, laws, regulations, etc. are followed. 

However, in that special finance meeting, it was stated 
that funds can be moved from one place in the budget to 
another place in the budget. 1 would like to see the paper¬ 
work tracking these transfers or is the budget rewritten to 
show that or is it done without paperwork? Is it done by 
email which is paperless and therefore not available by 
FOIA? FOIA rules state that no document need be made 
for FOIA requests. How do we as residents keep tr.ack of

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funds being moved? Continuing. .May Heilmann stated that 
he was very glad that this .SI .75 Million shortfall was found 
in May rather than in September so that they could address 
the problem early. The consensus was to email the depart¬ 
ment heads asking them w'hat they can do without, but as 
one trustee slated, that is difficult for them as the cuts in 
their budgets are for our services. If the department heads 
cannot find enough dollar cuts, then the money will be cut 
from the budgets by the BOT. I guess that means sewer 
and all other public work services. I don't think that meant 
the summer entertainment on the Village Green or the pa¬ 
rade, summer temporary help or that type of spending. 

1 cannot agree with the statement that the “expenses 
seem to be in line” for this administration is spending mil¬ 
lions of dollars more than we have in revenue and then 
cutting services for us residents. In addition to that, tem¬ 
porary summer help has been hired. These jobs usually go 
to high school - college students but did you, your child or 
grandchild, etc. get such a cushy summer job? In my opin¬ 
ion, if all students cannot get this perk, then none should 
get them. What do you think? 

Do you think that the answer to these problems will be 
to make new taxes or increase every tax that this adminis¬ 
tration can think of including property taxes using fear of 
more crime to say we need more police, etc. 

If you agree with this spending, then the only thing to 
do is re-elect each of these village leaders to continue this 
pattern. Just my opinon. Beverly Ring

You never know where a conversation will lead. Such was 
the case when my friend. Cookie, and I were having dinner at 
a local restaurant. A group of ladies walked in, all carrying 
tote bags. We've seen them there before. They always sit at 
the long table in the middle of the dining area. They unload 
the contents of their totes - yam. knitting needles and cro¬ 
chet hooks. Watching them prompted me to share with Cookie 
that I am a crocheting junkie. 

1 may only know a few patterns but it hasn't stopped me 
from crocheting blankets for everyone I have ever known. 
When all my friends and loved ones were covered with 
‘Kathghans’. a nick name a good friend has dubbed my cre¬ 
ations, 1 needed a new project. After my dad was placed in a 
nursing home I felt bad for all the wheelchair bound patients 
sitting in the hallways that were dreary.drab and dull. 

I began crocheting lap blankets for the residents that would 
serve two purposes. 1 made them in splashy, bold colors to 
brighten the hallways and to be a source of warmth and com¬ 
fort for my dad's fragile, geriatric counteiparts. 

I have a back pack sitting in the front closet friat contains a 

skein of yam and a crochet hook. You never know when you may 

need to unexpectedly spend time in a hospital waiting room, or 

when a spur of the moment road trip may spring up. In any case, 
I’m prepared to pass the time one stitch at a time. 

I 1 was sharing this confession ofobsessionwitfi Cookie when 

she mentioned a friend of hets that lives right around the comer 
tfianme. 

Her name is JoAnn Gallagher, founder of Caring 
Ladies.Organization. JoAnn and her team of coit^tassionate 
women knit and crochet tiny blankets and hats for preemies and 
sick, full term babies. JoAnn started the grotg) after receiving a 
message from a woman who told her hospitals were in great need 
of homemade hats and blankets to keep preemies warm in their 
nurseries. With that thought constantly on her mind JoAnn started 
the Caring Ladies group. The first meeting took place July 26, 
2006. As word about this worthy cause began to spread the 
membership began to grow,sprouting wings of the angel kind. 

Today. JoAnn and her Caring Ladies hold their meetings at St 
Barnabas convent on the 2nd and 4th Tuesday of every month. 
You do not have to attend meetings to be a Caring Lady. Many 
contributors, like my sel f, make their blankets and hats at home, at 
their leisure, and then either deliver them to JoAnn or arrange to 
Ihave them picked up.

When little 
ones don't survive and heaven calls then home - these items are 
sometimes the only keepsakes grieving parents have of their 

Ichild. 

I recently had the plea.sure of meeting JoAnn when 1 donated 
batch of blankets. My fingers have been working overtime 
lately - happily creating mini' Kathghans’ for wee souls who will 
strive to survive. 1 am grateful to have met JoAnn. I am proud to 
I be a part of the Caring Ladies organization. Whether you’re a 
teen or a senior citizen, this group is made up of all ages. All you

Chris says 
that we have been told 
about and shown pictures 
of the polar icecaps melting. 

We have been told that 
the Polar Bears are in dan¬ 
ger and tJiat low lying areas 
are going to flood. We have 
been told that there is an 
urgency that requires ex¬ 
treme actions. 

This has all been offered 
as validation of the C02/ 
Greenhouse Gas/Global 
Warming Theory. A quick 
look at science. First, 95% 
of greenhouse gas is water 
vapor. C02 makes up less 
than .05% of our atmo¬ 
sphere and man’s contribu¬ 
tion is less than 10% or 
.005% of the atmosphere.

(Summer temperatures trend¬ 
ing higher without annual 
temperatures trending higher 
doesn't make sense to me ei¬ 
ther, unless the temperature 
connection is with the sun). 
Take a deep breath. The Earth 
is well within her standard de¬ 
viation. During the Medieval 
Warm Period, 900 years ago. 
Greenland was green; vine¬ 
yards grew north of London 
and all of Europe Flourished. 
During the Mini Ice Age, 
1300-1600 A.D., things were 
nasty. Glaciers wiped out en¬ 
tire villages. 

Starvation was rampant. 
And, there is no scientific 
trending in temperature of ra¬ 
diant energy in Phoenix or 
Miami over the last 8 years. I 
looked. Atlas-MTS is “A Glo¬ 
bal leader in Weathering Test¬ 
ing & Equipment”. Their web 
site has daily temperature and 
radiant energy readings 
since 2000 for Phoenix and 
Miami.

We need to make 
sure that we don t create 
bigger environmental prob¬ 
lems while attempting to 
solve this one.

Slotten is the Environmen¬ 
tal Maniac and in 1972 while 
a senior at U.C. Irvine, when 
Greenhouse Gas/Global 
Cooling was the theory. 
Chris built a car to meet 1986 
air pollution requirements. 

In 1994 he created the 
best multi-family recycling 
program in California and 
earned the label “Recycling 
Maniac” from a Waste 
Management spokes¬ 
woman. Chris was the main¬ 
tenance man for 241 con¬ 
dos. It made good business 


sense that if he diverted 
50% of the garbage through 
recycling, the complex 
would save 50% on their 
garbage bill. That was a 
$25,000 a year savings. Re¬ 
cycling enough cardboard 
and newspaper to save 
50,000 trees was a side ef¬ 
fect. 

Last month Chris reduced 
his air conditioning demand 
by 30%. yielding a retum-on- 
investment of20-30%, by ap¬ 
plying radiant barrier prod¬ 
ucts to his house. (That’s a 
big number in Phoenix). If he 
helps a few million other 
homeowners save 20-40%, 
the country saves One ()ua- 
drillion BTUs of energy. 
(That’s the equivalent of 
17,000,000barrelsofoil). Yes, 
Chris does have solar-pow¬ 
ered misters on his truck and 
a radiant barrier panel over 
the cab.

August: Osage County 
by Tracy Letts is a proud 
moment in Steppenwolf 
Theatre. Letts is an 
ensemble member and 
created this wonderful work 
for the outstanding cast of 
Steppenwolf players. The 
play has 13 characters and 
is rigorous in thought, 
vigorous in language and 
brings to life the complex 
turmoil of Midwestern 
humor, wit and sorrow with 
intimate cormections. 

The play is staggeringly 
ambitious and one cannot 
help but think of O’Neil’s 
“Long Day’s Journey into 
Night.” This is a major not- 
to-be-missed new American 
work by Letts on family life 
on the Plains of Oklahoma. 
It is a nurturing dysfunction 
of family life. 

Actress Deanna 
Dunagan plays the caustic 
family matriarch in the 
Weston clan and it is the 
performance of a lifetime. 
She is a wife, mother, and a 
drug addicj, crazy and 
insulting.

The patriarch Beverly,

There is Infidelity, 
pedophilia, prejudice, lust, 
illness, and pot smoking.

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Father of Orland Park 
honored

The village board at a recent Orland Park Board of Trust¬ 
ees meeting. Approved plans for a sculpture of John 
Humphrey the “father of Orland Park”. The sculpture is 
slated to be erected at the new 143rd Street Metra train 
station. Humphrey was a lawyer with an office in down¬ 
town Chicago. When the Wabash, St Louis and pacific 
railroad laid tracks thought the village, Humphrey pur¬ 
chased 12 acres of land to construct four homes. His house 
was the second one built and is still standing on its origi-' 
nal site in old Orland at 9830 W. I44th Place. Humphrey 
was elected to the Illinois general assembly in 1870 and 
served until 1910. 

He also was the first village president, and served from 
1892 to 19014.CurTently there is only one other structure 
within the village, listed on the National Register of His¬ 
toric Places. The Twin Towers at 9967 W. 144th Place. The 
Orland Park Historical Society is located in the Humphrey 
house. And the house is open to the public, fiee of charge 
on the second Sunday of the month. From 2 p.nUo 4p.m. 
Additional information may be obtained by visiting the 
Orland Historical society website at www.orlandhistory.org.

The CSO Continues to 
Experience Increased Ticket 
Sales and Maintains More 
Than 85 Percent Paid 
Capacity for Second 
Straight Season 


Through creative 
programming to attract new 
audiences, successful 
marketing strategics to 
increase ticket sales, and 
collaborations with 
musicians to advance key 
promotional opportunities, 
the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra Association, 
which presented more than 
209 musical events, repotted 
an increase in ticket sales 
and a balanced budget for 
the 2006-2007 season. This 
marks the first time since 
2003 that the Association 
has successfully balanced 
its budget. 

In 2006-2007, the 
Orchestra maintained more 
than 85 percent paid 
capacity sold for the second 
consecutive year and 
continued to experience an 
increase in ticket sales. 
Approximately 30 percent of 
the 2006-2007 CSO Main 
Series conceits were sold 
out or exceeded 95 percent 
paid capacity; more than half 
reached more than 87 
percent paid capacity. CSO 
Main Series single ticket 
sales reached a new record, 
finishing 4 percent ahead of 
last year. These figures are 
a reflection of the 
superlative music making of 
the Chicago Symphony

Symphony Center also 
experienced significant 
growth in ticket sales and 
subscriptions for several 
additional series during the 
2006-2007 season.

Subscriptions sales for 
Afterwork Masterworks 
and Beyond the Score rose 
45 percent and 84 percent, 
respectively.

Among its innovative 
programming initiatives, the 
CSO’s contemporary music 
series MusicNOW provides 
audiences with a rare 
opportunity to experience 
concert programs 

completely dedicated to new 
music, written by some of 
today’s most prominent 
living composers. Osvaldo 


Golijov and Maik-Andiony 
Turnage celebrated their 
inaugural season as the 
CSO’s Mead composers-in- 
residence with programs 
that garnered overwhelming 
critical and audience 
acclaim. The June 
perfotmance of Mr. Golijov’s 
Ayre featuring soprano 
Dawn Upshaw was the first 
sold-out concert in the 
series’ history. The 
remarkable sales for this 
dynamic program helped to 
nearly double the nunfoer of 
tickets sold during the 
previous season. 

Beyond the Score invites 
listeners to take an in-depth 
look at a single orchestral 
masterwork, using visual 
imagery and narration to 
examine a musical selection 
its context in history, how it 
fits into the composer’s 
output of wofks, the details 
of a composer’s life that 
influenced its creation 
sharing the illuminating 
stories found “inside” the 
music.

CCRKBA Tells gun 
owners to circle 
AUG. 28 for counter 
protest effort 

While Rev. Jesse Jackson 
is feverishly organizing a 25- 
city anti-gun protest on 


Tuesday, Aug. 28, the 
Citizens Committee for the 
Right to Keep and Bear 
Arms (CCRKBA) wants gun 
owners to visit gun shops 
and shooting ranges, and 
contact their state and 
federal lawmakers on that 
date to demand that they 
support our Second 
Amendment rights. 

Jackson’s day of 
national protest is timed on 
the anniversary of Dr. 
Martin Luther King’s 1963 
March on Washington , 
DC. 

“The great hypocrisy 
here,” said CCRKBA 
Chairman Alan M. Gottlieb, 
“is that Dr. King’s historic 
march was to promote and 
defend civil rights. What 
Jesse Jackson is planning is 
designed to crush America 
’s most important civil right. 
A right that Dr. King 
exercised by owning a 
handgun.” 

Jackson wants to limit 
the number of firearms a 
person may purchase in a 
calendar year, place new 
restrictions on who is 
allowed to legally own a 
handgun, and mandate 
longer waiting periods. 

“While Jackson and his _ 
gun-grabbing cronies want 
to make it more difficult, if 
not impossible, for average 
Americans to keep and bear 
arms,” Gottlieb said, “gun 
owners can exercise their 
Constitutional rights, and 
tell their lawmakers to 
defend the Second 
Amendment. They can visit 
a gun shop, buy a gun or 
anununition, or visit a range 
and exercise their rights. 

“Being from Chicago ,” 
Gottlieb said, “it is 
astonishing that Jackson 
has failed to see the 
correlation between that 
city's Draconian handgun 
ban and Chicago's violent 
crime rate, yet he wants to 
lead a nationwide protest 
against a constitutionally- 
protected civil right. Rev 
Jackson evidently li.is 
forgotten the question 
raised in Luke. Chapter 6: 
‘Can the blind lead the 


Representative Lipinski helps 
pass bill to make college more 
affordable—- 


Representative Dan Lipinski (D-IL) helped pass H.R. 
2669, the College Cost Reduction Act of 2007, in the U.S. 
House of Representatives. This legislation would make the 
single largest federal investment in college financial aid since 
the GI Bill of 1944, providing students with about $ 18 billion 
over the next five years. In doing so, the bill will help students 
from America’s middle class pay for college, while imposing 
no new costs on taxpayers. 

“As a former professor I know how critical a college 
education is, and I also understand how expensive it has 
become,” said Lipinski. “College costs have grown nearly 
40 percent in the last five years alone. This bill will provide 
significant help in making college more affordable for 
millions of students and families.” 

The College Cost Reduction Act raises the Pell Grant 
scholarship value by $500 by 2011, benefiting about 230,0(X) 
students in Illinois. When combined with other Pell 
scholarship increases passed or proposed by Congress this 
year, maximum Pell Grants could reach $5,200 by 2011, a 30 
percent increase from 2006. The bill also will cut interest 
rates in half on need-based student loans over the next five 
years, from 6.8 percent to 3.4 percent, saving every Illinois 
student $4,510 over the life of their loans. 

In addition, the bill will provide tuition assistance for 
excellent undergraduate students who agree to teach in the 
nation’s public schools, and it will provide loan forgiveness 
for college students that go into public service professions. 
The legislation will be funded by cutting excess subsidies 
paid by the federal government to lenders in the student 
loan industry, preventing any new costs from being imposed 
on taxpayers. 

“Making college more affordable is particularly important 
at a time when the costs of attending college continue to 
skyrocket,” said Lipinski. “I will continue to work to address 
the rising costs of education so that no qualified student is 
prevented from going to college because of the price and 
the crushing burden of college loans. Our action today will 
make a real difference in the lives of millions of students 
and their families.” 

The legislation now moves to the United States Senate 
for further consideration.

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Lipinski Helps Pass Comprehen¬ 
sive Energy Bill 

WASHINGTON Representative Dan Lipinski joined a 
majority in the House of Representatives in passing land¬ 
mark energy independence legislation that will help make 
our nation more secure, create new American jobs, reduce 
energy costs for consumers, and fight global wamung. 

“This bill is a victory for all Americans,” said Lipinski. 
“1 am proud to have played a part in crafting and passing 
this legislation that will help protect our environment and 
increase our national security.” 

The comprehensive energy bill will strengthen national 
security by reducing dependence on foreign oil and will 
also help average Americans by repealing $23 billion in tax 
subsidies for big oil companies. The bill supports cutting 
edge research and the creation of new jobs and technolo¬ 
gies by investing $2.3 billion in clean, renewable fuels such 
as hydrogen, ethanol, bioenergy, solar, geothermal, and 
hydro energy. These initiatives were previously approved 
in legislation passed through the House Committee on Sci¬ 
ence and Technology. 

As a member of the Transportation and Inlrastructurc 
Committee and Vice Chairman of the Science and Technol¬ 
ogy Committee, Rep. Lipinski contributed two significant 
provisions to the bill related to alternative energy develop¬ 
ment and energy conservation. The first initiative directs 
the U S. General Services Administration (GSA) to replace 
commonly used low efficiency light bulbs with high effi¬ 
ciency bulbs whenever a new bulb is installed in a GSA- 
owned office building. The GSA is the federal agency which 
owns and administers office space for civilian federal agen¬ 
cies, and by insulling high efficiency light bulbs in their 
1800 facilities, this initiative will cut down significantly on 
energy use by the federal government and at the same time 
save tens of millions of taxpayer dollars. 

The second provision, known as the H-Prize AcL estab¬ 
lishes over $50 million in competitively awarded cash prizes 
to spur innovation in hydrogen energy tecimologies and 
advance the use of hydrogen as a fiief for transportation. 
Every two years, four $ 1 million prizes would be given for 
advances in the production, storage, distribution, and uti¬ 
lization of hydrogen, and one $4 million prize would be 
awarded for advances in prototype hydrogen vehicles. And 
at the end of ten years, one grand prize of $10 million would 
be given for a transformational advance in hydrogen en¬ 
ergy technology. 

“As an engineer by training I know it is critical that we 
invest in new and emerging technologies that are here to¬ 
day and that show great promise for the future.” stated 
Lipinski. “The bill that we passed today puts us on a path 
toward energy independence that will help ensure America 
's continued security and success.”

One caveat: AFPR does not get involved in the recy¬ 
cling of the foam “peanuts" so often used as packaging 
filler. Most “pack-and-ship" shops (like UPS stores) will 
accept used but otherwise clean foam peanuts to reuse in 
their own shipments. Otherwise, the Plastic Loose Fill Coun¬ 
cil, another trade group, runs a free web-based database 
where users can find a local drop-off center by simply punch¬ 
ing in their zip code. 

Also, food service managers should bear in mind that 
recycling of soiled food-grade EPS is more difRcult and 
expensive due to issues of bacterial contamination. Most 
EPS packaging recycling centers will not accept such 
tainted foam. Many food service companies have followed 
the lead of McDonald's and phased-out their use of EPS 
containers for disposable dishware and to-go orders. 

Companies that don't find it convenient to recycle or 
otherwise dispose of large amounts of EPS < food-grade or 
otherwise) might want to consider purchasing one or more 
StyroMelt machines from UK-based Purex. The technol¬ 
ogy uses a thermal compaction process to reduce the vol¬ 
ume of EPS by up to 95 percent. The resulting solid EPS 
“briquettes” are dense enough to make for good recycling 
fodder, and also take up much less room than the foam they 
started out as if they end up in the landfill.

Legislation was intro¬ 
duced by US Senators 
Sherrod Brown (D-OH), Jo¬ 
seph Biden (D-DE), Hillary 
Clinton (D-NY), Mark Pryor 
(D-AR), and Bemie Sanders 
(D-VT) to fund the creation 
and use of statewide data 
systems to track student 
progress over time. 

The Senators are to be 
commended for introducing 
legislation that addresses a 
fundamental challenge to im- 
proving American educa¬ 
tion-providing accurate, up- 
to-date information about 
each student’s academic per¬ 
formance that is used to im¬ 
prove his or her individual 
learning experience. 

“Modern data systems 
enable manufacturers to 
know exactly where thou¬ 
sands of parts are every 
minute, but in most states, 
educators can’t easily ac¬ 
cess or evaluate the data that 
is essential to informing de¬ 
cisions that will help to im¬ 
prove students’ academic 
achievement. From using 
test scores for quick feed¬ 
back to help teachers focus 
on each student’s needs to 
knowing exactly how many 
students are graduating 
each year. Developing good 
data systems is critical to 
improving education and 
making schools accountable. 
Simply having information 
and statistics does not mean 
that students’ academic 
needs are being adequately 
addressed” indicated Bob 
Wise, President of the Alli¬ 
ance for Excellent Education 
and former Governor of West 
Virginia. 

“Whether for the teacher 
in a classroom or the legisla¬ 
tor in a committee meeting 
room, good data systems will 
mean better decision-making 
that improves individual stu¬ 
dent performance, increases 
academic achievement, and 
raises graduation rates. One 
of the most effective uses of 
21“ century data systems is 
identifying each student’s 
educatipqal needs and tailor¬ 
ing solutions that lead to 
academic success." 

The bfil introduced by 
Senator Brownind his col¬ 
leagues would provide fund¬ 
ing to states, on a competi¬ 
tive basis, to develop the 
data systems to provide valu¬ 


able information in a use¬ 
ful format to parents and 
educators in the 21“ cen¬ 
tury. The bill also provides 
critical funding to every 
state to train teachers on 
the use of student data to 
improve classroom instruc¬ 
tion and student learning. 

By helping states im¬ 
prove the way data is col¬ 
lected and used, the fed¬ 
eral government makes a 
relatively small investment 
for a large return that sup¬ 
ports the reform of our 
nation's high schools. For 
more information on the 
bill that was introduced 
August 3, please visit the 
web at http:// 
www.all4ed.org/legisla- 
bve/DataBill.html.

Questions

Dear EarthTalk: How is it 
that flushing cat litter down 
the toilet has negatively af¬ 
fected sea otters? >^^t is 
the responsible way to dis¬ 
pose of cats’ waste? — 
Margo Boss, San Dimas, CA 

According to Dr. Melissa 
Miller of the California De¬ 
partment of Fish and Game, 
cat feces can contain Toxo¬ 
plasma gondii,-a parasite 
that gets into feline systems 
from the eating of infected 
rodents, birds or other small 
animals. When cats later ex¬ 
pel these parasites in their 
droppings—sometimes 
hundreds of millions at a 
time—each can survive in 
soil for over a year and also 
contaminate drinking water. 

Most municipal sewage 
treatment systems are not 
designed to filter out Toxo¬ 
plasma, and so the parasites 
'also get into storm drains 
and sewage outflows that 
carry diem out to near-shore 
ocean waters. Here, re¬ 
searchers have found, sea 
^ otters prey on mussels, 
crabs a^ other filter feed¬ 
ers that can concentrate 
Toxoplasma. Hundreds of 
sea otters have been found 
dead on California beaches 
in recent years with no ob¬ 
vious external injuries, and 
Miller and other scientists 
think that Toxoplasma may 
be the cause. 

There are other possible 
culprits, too, including toxic 
algae blooms caused by 
urea, an ingredient in fertil¬ 
izer, and the plethora of 
other man-made pollutants 
that end up in ocean waters. 
But California’s legislature 
last year nonetheless 
passed a bill to protect sea 
otters, in part by requiring 
that all cat litter sold in the 
state carry a warning label 
advising cat owners to not 
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flush cat liner or dispose of 
it in storm drains. 

Toxoplasma can also 
cause health problems for 
people, especially those 
with compromised immune 
systems (such as AIDS pa¬ 
tients). While not typically 
fatal in hunlans. Toxoplas¬ 
mosis, as the disease is 
called, can also cause birth 
defects, blindness and/or 
brain damage in children 
bom to infected mothers. 

The best way to avoid 
die infection is to use plas¬ 
tic gloves when changing 
the litter box and to wash 
hands thoroughly after¬ 
wards. It is also advisable to 
stay away from raw or 
undercooked meat and un¬ 
cooked or unwashed veg¬ 
etables that may have been 
contaminated by manure (al¬ 
though felines are the para¬ 
sites’ primary host, other 
warmblooded animals and 
birds can also be carriers). 
Toxoplasmosis doesn’t nor¬ 
mally spread from person to 
person (with the exception 
of pregnant women, who 
can pass it on to their fe¬ 
tuses), but in rare instances 
it has contaminated blood 
transfusions and organs 
donated for transplantation. 

So what’s a responsible 
cat owner to do about dump¬ 
ing the contents of their 
cat’s litter box? Acconling 
to Dr. Patricia Conrad, a vet¬ 
erinarian and parasitologist 
at the University of Califor¬ 
nia at Davis who has stud¬ 
ied Toxoplasma contamina¬ 
tion in sea otters, cat own- 
' ers can start by keeping their 
cats inside, where they are 
not able to hunt the small 
animals that can pass Toxo¬ 
plasma along to them in the 
fust place. (Bird lovers have 
been requesting this for 
years.) 

Those cat owners unwill¬ 
ing to keep their cats inside 
should do their part by at 
least not flushing cat litter 
or cat feces down the toilet 
Cat fecal material should be 
placed in double plastic 
bags and included in the 
household trash. As such it 
will end up in the landfill 
where precautions are taken 
to prevent environmental 
contamination.

Dear EarthTalk: How can 
we get schools to offer 
healthier and more eco- 
friendly cafeteria food to our 
kids? I don’t have time to 
bag a healthy lunch every 
day. — Leslie Morris, Rich¬ 
mond, VA 

Now that many schools 
have stopped selling sodas 
and other unhealthy vend¬ 
ing machine items to their 
students, improving die nu¬ 
tritional quality of cafeteria 
food is on the agenda of 
many parents and school 
administrators. And luckily 
for the environment, 
healthier food usually 
means greener food. 

Some forward-thinking 
schools are leading the 
charge by sourcing their caf¬ 
eteria food from local farms 
and producers. This saves 
money and also cuts back 
on the pollution and global 
wanning impacts associated 
with transporting food long 
distances. And since many 
local producers are turning 
to organic growing methods, 
local food usually means, 
fewer pesticides in kids’j 
school lunches. 

Alarmed by childhood 
obesity statistics and the 
prevalence of unhealthy 
foods offered to students in 
schools, the Center for Food 
and Justice (CFJ) in 2000 
spearheaded the national 
Farm to School lunch pro¬ 
gram. The program connects 
schools with local farms to 
provide healthy cafeteria 
food while also supporting 
local farmers. Participating 
schools not only obtain 
food locally, they incorpo¬ 
rate nutrition-based curricu¬ 
lum and provide students 
with learning opportunities 
through visits to the local 
(arms. 

Farm to School programs 
now operate In 19 states and 
in several hundred school 
districts. CFJ recently re¬ 
ceived significant support 
from the W.K. Kellogg Foun¬ 
dation to expand the pro¬ 
gram to more states and dis¬ 
tricts. The group’s website 
(link below) is loaded with 
resources to help schools 
get started. 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) also 
runs a Small Farms/School 
Meals program that boasts 
participation in 400 school 
districts in 32 states. Inter¬

Ten questions to ask 
your spouse

CHICAGO - When 
couples decide they want to 
get married, often one topic 
of discussion is finances.

eventually ends in divorce 
or death. That reality is 
something we can’t control, 
but we can control our finan¬ 
cial lives. 

You and your spouse 
should be able to answer 
these 10 questions about 
your finances. If there are 
questions you can’t answer, 
take the time to sit down as 
a couple and figure out 
where you stand. You’ll be 
thankftil you did! 

How much do you have 
coming in and going out? 
Although the answer may 
not make you feel very com¬ 
fortable, that is exactly why 
it’s important to know. The 
story for many couples is 
that more money is going 
out than coming in, but the 
first step to overcoming 
overspending is to recog¬ 
nize it. 


Do you have a set budget? 

After you realize exactly 
how much is coming in and 
going out, create a budget. 
Start by listing all the fixed 
expenses you have, like 
your mortgage, car pay¬ 
ments, credit card bills, utili¬ 
ties, etc. After you deduct 
all the fixed expenses from 

your income, take a hard look 

at what’s left. You should 
not be spending more than 

this on unfixed expenses, like 
entertainment, shopping, 
vacations, etc. 

Where do you rank on 
the credit scale? Your credit 
history is one of the most 
important aspects of your 
finances. It affects your abil¬ 
ity to get loans, the interest 
rates you incur, etc. There 
are three primary credit-re¬ 
porting agencies: Equifax, 
Experian and TransUnion. 
You should regularly re¬ 
quest a copy of your credit 
report to see where you 


stand and make sure you 
haven’t become a victim of 
identity fraud. 

What aaaels do yon own? 
Make a list of all the assets 
you own or partially own. If 

your car is only half paid off, 

you do not fully own it. 
Don’t forget about 
long-lost investments you 
might have made before you 
were married. If your spouse 
is not aware of them and 
something were to happen 
to you, they might not be 
able to claim them without 
the proper documents. Keep 
all documents together in a 
file. 

How much debt do you 
have? At least once a year 
you should assess how 
much you owe to creditors.

What future expenses do 
yon face?

Whose name is on what?

Street and 94th Avenue. 

Two-time Driver’s Chal¬ 
lenge champion Orland Fire 
Engineer Dan Turner is or¬ 
ganizing this year’s contest. 
Turner, a thirteen year vet¬ 
eran of the <3rland Fire Dis¬ 
trict. took top honors at the 
2004 and 2005 contests 
hosted by Emergency Ser¬ 
vice insurance Program in 
Rantoul. 

“We’ve invited all fire 
service and EMS agencies to 
compete in this year’s rodeo 
hosted by the Orland Fire 
District,” Turner said, add¬ 
ing that all MABAS (Mutual 
Aid Box Alarm System) fire 
departments in Illinois have 
been invited to participate. 

“Along with being an ex- 
citing competition, this 
event stresses the impor¬ 
tance of driver safety when 
traveling to an emergency,” 
said Orland Fire Deputy 
Chief Bryant Krizik. 

Drivers will follow a 
course designed to simulate 
conditions encountered in 
the pourse of a fire service 
or ambulance job. To com¬ 
pete, drivers must be active 
members of a fire or EMS 
agency, hold a valid driver’s 
license and be qualified 
emergency apparatus driv¬ 
ers within their organiza¬ 
tions. 

In 2004, the National 
Fallen Firefighter Founda¬ 
tion in cooperation with the 
U.S. Fire Administration 
took the unprecedented step 
of establishing sixteen ob¬ 
jectives for reducing the 
firefighter fatality rate by 
25% within five years and by 
50% within ten years. Since 
vehicle accidents account 
for approximately 25% of the 
annual firefighter fatalities, 
it is imperative to address 
driving issues. 

“Firefighters are more 
likely to die traveling to or 
from a fire than fighting 
one," Krizik said. "Motor 
vehicles pose a greater haz¬ 
ard than flames, according 
to the National Fire Protec¬ 
tion Association," he .added.

In Wind 
Energy 


(NAPSA)-Whichever 
way the wind blows, wind 
will play a leading role in 
supplying the nation’s fu¬ 
ture energy needs. 

Wind energy is already 
one of the fastest-growing 
energy sources, and new 
wind farms are the second- 
largest source of new power 
generation in the U.S., after 
natural gas power plants.

Overall, wind 
energy is the fastest-grow¬ 
ing energy generation tech¬ 
nology-expanding by 30 to 
40 percent per year.

Bridgeview poised to make a big 
splash

Seth Martin founder of Ann Harbor Michigan bailed 
developer Martin Capital Developer presented an artist ren¬ 
dering at the Bridgeview Board of Trustees meeting for a 
$65 million water park and hotel complex to be constructed 
on nine acres of property at the northwest corner of 71 si 
Street and Harlem Avenue, The developer purchased this 
property from the village for $5.5 million. The 50,000 square 
foot water park is slated to be constructed between two 
hotels, which will encompass several water slides, a “lazy 
river”, as well as an outdoor pool. 

The exact hotels have not as yet been determined. How¬ 
ever Martin has been meeting with representatives from 
Hampton Inn and Suites and Hilton Garden Inn. The hotels 
are slated to each have 125 guest rooms, meeting rooms 
and a shared separate 250 space parking lot. 
The complex is also slated to include an arcade, retail space 
and restaurants. Village officials arc hopeful that the 
Bridgeview complex, including Toyota Park will become a 
year round entertainment destination. Ground breaking for 
the project is slated to commence in October with a target 
completion date of April 2009. All businesses within the 
new complex will be assessed a 1 percent "Toyota Park 
Hotel Privilege Tax”, which will be used to market the com¬ 
plex.

U.S. Sen. Dick Durbin discusses his support ot mcieasmg 
Pell grants with Saint Xavier University smdent Joanna 
Beinmi. 

Sen. Dick Durbin talks Pell grants 
at Saint Xavier University 

U.S. Sen. Dick Durbin (D-111.) discussed his support for 
increasing grant aid to college students at a roundtable 
discussion Wednesday at Saint Xavier University’s Orland 
Park campus. Recent federal legislation, the Higher Educa¬ 
tion Access Act, passed the U.S. Senate by a vote of 78-17 
on July 19. 

Joined by Saint Xavier University President Judith A. 
Dwyer, Ph D., and three Saint Xavier students, Durbin dis¬ 
cussed how students and parents in Illinois would benefit 
from more than $850 million in new grant aid in the next six 
years. 

“The cost to attend a public four-year college has risen 
by 42 percent during the past five years, causing severe 
hurdles for many American students,” Durbin said. “I have 
been a strong supporter of increasing the maximum Pell grant 
to help both students and parents—not Just those from 
poverty-stricken areas, but those who come from middle- 
income households, farm families and the families of recent 
immigrants.” 

SXU senior psychology major Adeeb Odeh said being 
eligible for federal financial aid “has been crucial” in help¬ 
ing offset the cost of his education. 

“The importance of increasing the amount of federal fund¬ 
ing is essential to this country’s educational system and 
ensuring that students like me have the resources to con¬ 
tinue their education,” said Odeh, of Oak Forest, Ill.

House Committee approves bill 
to fund mass transit 

In a strong demonstration of bipartisanship, members 
of the Illinois House Committee on Mass Transit approved 
a transit funding and reform proposal by a 15-4 vote yester¬ 
day. The comprehensive, balanced plan. Senate Bill 572, 
would implement recommendations for reform at die Re¬ 
gional Transportation Authority (RTA) and the transit agen¬ 
cies and provide funds to address operating shortfalls at 
the Chicago Transit Authority (CTA), Metra and Pace. 
Funds are needed to avoid drastic fare hikes, service cute 
and layoffs that are scheduled to occur in mid September. 

“Over the last year, the entire region has sent a strong 
message to Springfield about the need to invest in mass 
transit,” said Jim Reilly, Chairman of the Regional Trans¬ 
portation Authority (RTA). “The committee’s action shows 
that our voice is being heard.” 

The vote came on the heels of Tuesday’s rally to save 
mass transit, which drew a crowd of hundreds and was led 
by a bipartisan coalition of regional leaders, including Chi¬ 
cago Mayor Richard M. Daley and DuPage County Chair¬ 
man Bob Schillerstiom. 

Chair of the House Committee on Mass Transit, State 
Representative Julie Hamos (D-Evanston), sponsored Sen¬ 
ate Bill 572. Chair Hamos said the plan would fill operating 
shortfalls at the region’s transit agencies and allocate money 
equitably across CTA, Metra and Pace services. The bill 
now moves to the floor of the Illinois House for approval. 

“We are encouraged by the support shown by the com¬ 
mittee,” noted Steve Schlickman, RTA Executive Director. 
“City and subui^ legislators understand how important 
it is for us to act Soon to provide the needed funding.” 

Last week, the RTA board of directors approved contin¬ 
gency plans for the transit system that would cut services, 
increase ftires, cut jobs and defer capital investments and 
maintenance projects indefinitely. Without additional fund¬ 
ing, those changes will take effect on September 16. 

Transit officials say the so-called “doomsday” scenario 
* nrniildjanpafititr tlrar^nr’rff^'*'' 
gestion on roads, degrade air quality and strand thousands 
who rely on public transit everyday. 

RTA Executive Director Steve Schlickman said the House 
vote gives him hope that his agency will not be forced to 
impose such massive service cuts. 

“The General Assembly realizes how public transporta¬ 
tion benefits our entire region,” said Schlickman. “Invest¬ 
ing in oiu: region’s transit system can help reduce pollution 
and improve our quality of life.” 

Transit proponents say that the bipartisan legislation 
echoes more than 25,000 emails and letters from residents 
throughout the six-county region to their legislators as well 
Senate and Housq leadership. The transit system includes 
Cook, DuPage, Kane, Lake, McHenry and Will counties. 

DuPage County Chairman Bob Schillerstrom, along with 
other key Republicans, lent his support to the bill. “This is 
not a city issue or a suburban issue,” said Schillerstrom, 
speaking at Tuesday’s rally. “It’s a quality of life and eco¬ 
nomic development issue.” 

The Illinois House will convene to vote on the transpor¬ 
tation bill on September 4.

The city council at the Aug 28 Oak Forest city council 
meeting approved an ordinance amending the municipal 
code in order to establish a Parental Responsibility ordi¬ 
nance. This ordinance will arrange parental and legal guard¬ 
ian liability systematically for certain specified acts by mi¬ 
nors resulting in injury or property damage. The ordinance 
amending the municipal code to create a Parental Respon¬ 
sibility ordinance will also arrange parental and legal guard¬ 
ian liability for certain specified acts of minors not resulting 
in damages. 

Other highlights: The city council approved an ordinance 
amending the municipal code for the establishment of stan¬ 
dards for the construction of facilities on the public right of 
way. A contract was awarded to Raise Right Concrete Lift¬ 
ing, the lowest bidder for $20,000, for sidewalk and mud 
jacking. 

September 14 and 15 was approved for a Poppy Day 
fundraiser for VFW Post 4241 as well as a Candy Day 
fundraiser for the Knights of Columbus Council 5866 for 
September 21 and 22. A Tag Day fundraiser for the Family 
Outreach Program on September 28 and 29 was also ap¬ 
proved.

Lois and her husband 
Michael have been involved 
in Reach, Sunshine Club 
and Nami since 1979 and 
continually work with 
people to help them , help 
themselves. 

What everyone seems to 
know is if you want some¬ 
thing accomplished ask a 
busy person. “People 
thought I should be a social 
worker,” said Lois. She is a 
well accomplished person 
who graduated from Gover¬ 
nor State University in 1995. 
Her major was Psychology/ 
Communications. While work¬ 
ing on her Masters in Commu¬ 
nications, she discovered her 
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husband of 52 yeaR began to 
have hardening of the arteries 
and suffered several mini 
strokes. Mite has suffered some 
memory loss aikl symptoms of 
Parkinson disease, yet he is 
very hopeful forhis fidure. 

Life presents such journeys 
who would guess one’s chil¬ 
dren are diagnosed with mental 
illness, such as scfaizo-afifective 
disease or hypomanic depres¬ 
sion, now called Bi-Polar, or al- 
cobedism with depression.

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Bridge view approves Fire sale

In a unanimous resolution vote at the Sep.S Bridgeview 
Board of Trustees meeting, the board approved the last 
step in order to proceed with the sale of the Chicago Fire 
home based at Toyota Park stadium 7000 S. Harlem Av¬ 
enue by Anshutz Entertainment Group (AEG) to Los An¬ 
geles based investment firm Andell Holdings. The approval 
allowed Andell Holdings to complete the sale the follow¬ 
ing day. Bridgeview is bound by the management agree¬ 
ment to approve the sale and transfer of the team. Officials 
expect the transition of ownership to go smoothly with 
little or no noticeable changes to Fire fans. 

The financial terms of the sale have not been divulged 
however AEG, which still owns the Los Angeles Galaxy 
and Houston Dynamo of Major League Soccer in addition 
to a team in Sweden, received a league record S33 million 
for the sale of the operating rights to D.C. United. It’s 
speculated that the Fire sale will also be in that vicinity - 
the agreement also calls for Andell to assume the manage¬ 
ment of the park from AEG, which owned the franchise 
since 1998. 

Oak Lawn may eliminate civil 
service system

The village board approved a request at the Sept. 11 
Oak Lawn Board of Trustees meeting for the village attor¬ 
ney to prepare an ordinance replacing the current civil ser¬ 
vice system with a comprehensive human resources code, 
handbook, and a volunteer appointed appellate board to 
hear grievances and employee disputes. 

Trustee Jerry Hurckes requested that village manager 
Larry Deetjen outline the replacement of the current civil 
service system. Deetjen said he identified what he consid¬ 
ered the number one human resources goal for this organi¬ 
zation, “That’s to regroup, appoint, nurture and field the 
very best public service within our economic needs to serve 
our residents and visitors with excellence - that’s what were 
all about” Deetjen said. 

“Now why propose a change in the civil service system. 
I have 28 years of experience, most recently in Deerfield 
Beach, FL, for 12.S years. We had no civil service; we did 
have a three-member human resources board appointed by 
elected officials for check and balances. If I didn’t do my 
job as a manager, employees could always go to that board. 
In 12.5 years, they went to the board zero times” Deetjen 
said. The reason why is because they were covered by 
collective bargaining, unions and laws in America” Deetjen 
said. “This occurred after the civil service system was put 
into effect in Oak Lawn in the 1960’s. Today 99-percent of 
our workforce that is non management is covered by col¬ 
lective bargaining and unions”. Deetjen said. 

“The reason I am recommending this to you is not on 
account of the trustees. The co workers came to me police 
chief Villanova and Director of Communications Stacy 
Guercio said we have to reach out and get the very best 
employees that we can to match the existing good employ¬ 
ees we have. “This doesn’t include police and fire, they 



have separate state statues 
that address that”. Deetjen 
said. The request was ap¬ 
proved 4-2, Trustees 
Rosenbaumn and Hurckes 
dissented.

Part D is the first significant federal program to rein in runaway 
medical spending.

Part D provides 
more prescription drug 
choices than the much- 
vaunted Department of 
Veterans Affairs (VA) plan. 
The VA plan is often 
compared to Part D because 
they’re both federally 
funded drug programs one 
is for military veterans; the 
other is frx seniors. But the

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Oak Forest approves TIF 
ordinances

The city council at the September 11 Oak Forest City 
Council meeting approved the following ordinance for the 
tax increment financing (TIF) district: An amendment No. 2 
to the Tax Increment Financing (TIF) Redevelopment plan 
and redevelopment project; An ordinance confirming the 
tax increment allocation financing, and an ordinance con¬ 
firming the tax increment allocation financing. A TIF dis¬ 
trict uses revenues to finance improvements within the 
district, and is also exempt from local taxing bodies slUch as 
schools and libraries. The taxes are frozen at the current 
rate prior to redevelopment. A TIF also offers incentives 
to developers - the maximum life of a TIF is 23 years. 

Other highlights: An intergovernmental agreement (IGA) 
between Arbor Park School District I4S, Bremen Commu¬ 
nity High School District 228 and the city was approved. 
The lOA between the patties establishes the city’s* com¬ 
mitment to declare an annual surplus for specific parcels 
within the TIF district An ordinance allowing the increase 
of a D liquor license by one for Khodabhai Patel for Swagat 
Foods at S240 W. 1 S9th Street was also approved. 

Orland approves new 
subdivision

At a previous Board of Trustees meeting, the board ap¬ 
proved the annexation as well as a site plan for a new sub¬ 
division at the southwesters comer of 1 (Nth and 179th Street 
and l()4th Avenue. The new subdivision is slated to be 
named Three Bridges and is slated to include 184 single¬ 
family units, 62 residential duplexes and 160 condomini¬ 
ums. The plan includes 10 acres of property to be divided 
into three parks as well as SO acres of open space property. 

A large portion of property in the southwest comer will 
be wetland and flood plan areas as well as baseball/sofiball 
and soccer fields. Sidewalks and pathways are plarmed to 
connect open spaces for the natural and active areas. Vil¬ 
lage officials believe that this subdivision reflects the high 
level of development Orland Park residents have come to 
enjoy. 

The development will be built on the last remaining 
Orland Park farmland, which includes a farmhouse, and bam, 
which was built before 18S4, predating the civil war. The 
existing house and bam will not be preserved with this 
development. 

Board approval of the project must meet several condi¬ 
tions such as the petitioner returning for a more detailed 
review of the development. A landscape plan must be sub¬ 
mitted for approval as well as meeting ail final engineering 
requirements and the approval of building elevations as 
, well as a condominium site plan. With the downward turn 

in the housing market and an over supply of newly con- 
stmcted residences, it shall be interesting to see how this 
one plays out.

Don Nelson, Regional Sales Manager for Scottsdale 
Arizona based Traffic Systems Inc, gave a presentation at 
the Sept. 4 Worth Board of Trustees meeting regarding red 
light cameras, to be installed at designated intersections in 
the village. The cameras provide high-resolution imaging 
with 3 , 6 , and 12 pixel options for clear license plate zooms 
without pixilation. 

The fine is then mailed to the registered owner of the 
vehicle and the violation will be processed through the 
village. There is no court appearance required, due to the 
violation being on film. The fine is in the vicinity of $90. 
However it’s up to the each municipality to set the exact 
amount. A red light violation is considered a non-moving 
violation due to the inability to identify the driver. The 
camera only takes a picture of the rear of the vehicle and 
the license plate. 

Police Chief John Carpino believes the cameras should 
be placed at the following intersections; Southwest 
Highway and Harlem Avenue, 105th Street and Oak Park 
Avenues and Harlem Avenue. “1 asked them to also 
investigate II 1th Street and Harlem Avenue - that 
intersection has the most accidents,” Carpino said. 

Lombard based Red Speed Illinois will give a 
presentation at the next board meeting. Both venders have 
also been performing surveys, to determine the best 
placement of the cameras. Surrounding metro areas such 
as Evergreen Park, Oak Lawn, and Orland Park have been 
following Chicago’s lead of red-light cameras. The next 
meeting is September 18. 

Chicago Ridge revises multi 
family ordinances

The village board approved the necessary ordnances at 
the Sept. 4 Chicago Ridge Board of Trustees meeting 
regarding residential multi family dwellings. The revisions 
are as follows: A $100 fee for 1-3 units, 4 or more units 
require an additional $25 fee and a noncompliance service 
charge of $300 for reinspection. The ordinance also requires 
a written lease for each unit. Ordinance verbiage has also 
been changed, such as an administration hearing regarding 
violations and inspections. 

Other highlights: The board approved a contract with 
Mead Electric for $97,006 for the installation of (LED) Light 
Emitting Diode lights at traffic signals. The village has 
received a $33,255 grant; the village’s portion is $63,751 for 
the project. The village has also contacted Worth, 
Bridgeview, and Oak Lawn requesting they share the costs 
of shared municipal intersections. 

The board also revised the village’s vehicle usage policy 
for village employees in an official capacity only such as 
police, fire and public works employees. The revisions 
include the use of seatbelts, no smoking as of January 1, 
2008, which is when the new state wide non-smoking ban 
takes effect. The driver must be at least 18 years of age, no 
drinking, drugs or the use of medical drugs, which may 
impair driving; mileage and destination logs must be kept, 
and the police and fire chiefs should know where the

There also needs to be 
redundancy to received 
watches and warnings from 
the National Radio Service as 
well as redundant methods to 
get that w'arniiig information 
out to the cointnunily. 

"One of thee requirements 
is to have a weather radio in 
all public buildings ^nd 
schools. In addition to the 
w eather radio, the village has 
installed a weather radio in 
police facilities that provides 
double converge. A method 
of monitoring weather 
conditions and trained 


spotters is also required. The 
village received proper 
training at the village fire 
depanmeni last spring. There 
also needs to be public 
education programs. The 
Village of Evergreen Park 
has met alt these 
requirements to become a 
storm ready community. 
There are only 37 storm 
ready communities 
throughout the State of 
Illinois so this is a pretty 
distinctive honor to receive 
this recognition. The folks at 
the fire department have also 
done a lot of work in getting 
the community prepared.” 
Allsopp said. 

“The worse tornado 
disaster ever, occurred 40 
years ago in the Chicago 
metropolitan area on April 
21. 1967 - this tornado went 
through Evergreen Park. We 
know that tornados strike 
here and we do need to be 
prepared for that possibility.”

Protect yourself from Ihe 
Identity Theft 
Unfortunately, identity 
theft is a crime that has easier 
to commit thanks to a 
computer automation and 
other technological 
advances. Type your name 
and date of birth into an 
iniemel search engine and 
you’ll be amazed by the 
personal information that is 
available. Your address and 
phone number, not to 
mention details on your 
home mortgage, are listed for 
all to see. Criminals who 
commit identity (beft thrive 
on the easy availability of 
this information. 

Here are a number of steps 
you can take to protect your 
identity: 

Guard your Social Security 
Number 

Avoid carrying any forms 
of identification that list your 
social security number. If you 
are asked lo provide your 
social security number on an 
application, inquire if 
another identifier, such as a 
driver's license number, can 
be given instead. 

Shred all bills, receipts and 
bank statements before 
pulling them in the trash 

Thieves will often pick 


through garbage cans in 
search of these items. 

Regularly obtain a copy of 
your credit report. 

Once a year you should 
contact one of the three major 
credit reporting bureaus: 
TransUnion, Equifax or 
Experian, to view your credit 
report. This will enable you 
to see if any credit cards or 
loans have been taken out in 
your name without your 
knowledge. 

Use unique passwords 

Don't use your mother's 
maiden name, your spouse's, 
children’s or pel's names— 
a thief can easily find this 
information with a 
computerized search of 
public records. 

Obtain virus protection for 
your computer 

Especially if you 
frequently shop or pay bills 
online. Be sure to update it 
often. 

Don't open or download 
files from strangers 

An identity thief could use 
these files to obtain personal 
information from your 
computer. 

Don't give out personal 
information over the phone, 
internet or mail unless you 
have initialed contact with 
Ihe requester.

Venuso, who has 
years of experience working 
with children with 
developmental disabilities, 
has seen a need for such a 
home where small children 
may stay when their parents 
ate on vacation, hospitalized, 
or need a break, etc. The 
board approved the home 
subject to the receipt of all 
licenses. 

Other highlights; The 
board approved a multi 
family residential licensing 
ordinance as well as a 
petition request for the 
extension of hours for a no 
right turn sign on 110th Street 
and Centra] Avenue. The new 
hours will now be from 3 to 
8 p.m. A request from Our 
Lady of the Ridge Knigtals of 
Columbus to hold their 
Tootsie Roll Drive on Sep. 21 
and 22 on Ridgeland Avenue 
at the 9Sth and II 1th street 
intersections was also 
approved. 


Moraine Valley 
Raises T\iition to 
Help Offset 
Rising Costs, 
Reduced State 
Funding 

Tuition for the spring 2008 
semester will increase by $2 
per credit hour after the Board 
of Trustees approved the 
increase at its tegular meeting 
September 20. The new rate 
will be $69 per credit hour. 
Fees will tettuin the same, 
bringing the total rate for 
tuition and fees to $74 per 
credit hour, still below the 
state and area averages for 
corrununity colleges. 

A student taking 12 credit 
hours in the spring, for 
example, will pay an 
additional $24 in tuitioa and 
fees compared to this year. 

“This was not an easy 
decision,” said Dr. Vernon O. 
Crawley, college president. 
“We thraght long and hard 
about this and its impact on 
students, but we have no 


choice.” 

The college expects to 
receive approximately 
$300,000 in additional 
revenue from the increase to 
partially offset the reduction 
in funding from the state. 

Moraine Valley's tuition 
still will be about in the 
middle of all 39 Illinois 
community colleges districts. 
In the suburban area. Moraine 
Valley is still among the 
lowest. Tuition per credit 
hour with fees at some other 
colleges for 2007-08 
academic year are Harper 
College-$103.85 per hour; 
South Suburban College- 
$103.75; College of DuPage- 
$103; Elgin Community 
College-$91.50; Oakton 
College-$M.60; Prairie State 
College-$82; and Joliet 
Junior Coliege^76. 

“Moraine Valley continues 
to be an excellent value for 
students seeking an 
associate’s degree or 
certificate, especially when 
you compare our tuition to 
four-year private and public 
colleges a^ universities and 
to proprietary institutions. 
Our graduates also tell us that 
in surveys,” Dr. Crawley said. 


Worth continues to look into red 
light cameras

Greg Zito, a representative from Lombard based Redspeed 
Illinois, gave a power point presentation at the Sept. 18 
Worth Board of Trustees meeting regarding their red light 
cameras. This follows a presentation by Don Nelson, 
regional sales manager for Scottsdale Arizona based Traffic 
Systems, at the Sept. 4 meeting. Both companies are 
competing for the contract and essentially offer the same 
services. 

A red light violation is considered a non-moving violation 
due to the inability to identify the driver. The camera only 
takes a picture of the rear of the vehicle and the license 
plate. The fine is mailed to the registered owner of the 
vehicle and there is no court appearance required. The fine 
is in the vicinity of $90, however it's up to each municipality 
to set the exact amount. Police Chief Carpino believes the 
cameras should be placed at the following intersections; 
Southwest Highway and 111th, Harlem Avenue and 111th 
street, and 105th Street and Oak Park Avenue. Redspeed is 
the exclusive provider of red light cameras in the United 
Kingdom, Zito said. The village will continue to evaluate 
which company would serve the village best and additional 
discussion regarding this matter is expected at the next 
meeting on Oct 2.

“We are always looking for ways to improve customer 
satisfaction,” said Phyllis Batson, vice president of Customer 
Contact, ComEd. “We know our customers don’t like to be 
placed on hold for long periods of time. This technology 
upgrade gives them the freedom to do other things while 
they wait for a customer service representative to call them 
back.” 

ComEd says the technology will significantly reduce the 
number of times customers abandon phone calls because of 
hold times. 

The technology has received rave customer reviews in 
states where it recently has been introduced, including 
California, Nevada, Texas, and Wisconsin.

Dan Lipinski (lL-3), Vice Chairman of the House 
Science and Technology Committee, introduced H.R. 3955, 
a bill that would help team up science museums and na¬ 
tional energy labs in order to improve science, technology, 
engineering, and math (STEM) education. The Science Mu¬ 
seum and National Laboratory Partnership Demonstration 
Act would establish a competitive grant program at the De¬ 
partment of Energy (DOE) to fund educational partnerships 
between science museums and national energy laborato¬ 
ries. 

“ America‘s energy labs are conducting groundbreaking 
work on issues such as energy independence and global 
climate change,” stated Lipinski. "And our science muse¬ 
ums are playing a vital educational role, interpreting and 
conveying complex scientific information for the general 
public. Working together the labs and museums could do 
an even better job educating the public — especially chil¬ 
dren — in the STEM fields while helping to develop a better 
understanding of the critical work occurring at the labs.” 

The bill, which authorizes S8l) million over four years, 
would fund scientific exhibits and educational programs to 
teach young people in important STEM disciplines, helping 
to promote careers in fields that are essential to a more 
competitive and innovative America. The educational part¬ 
nerships would also be instrumental in showcasing the cru¬ 
cial investments made by .American taxpayers at DOE en¬ 
ergy labs. 

"Having grown up in Chicago I will always look back 
fondly on my visits to the Museum of Science and indus¬ 
try,” said Lipinski. "Those trips helped get me interested in 
science, engineering and math, encouraged me to get my 
engineering degrees, and continue to inspire my work on 
issues in Congress such as alternative energy and Ameri¬ 
can technological competitiveness.” 

“The Museum of Science and Industry is excited about 
the possibility of establishing a federal grant program to 
help the American public better understand the incredible 
scientific achievements occurring at Department of Energy 
National Laboratories,” stated David Mosena, President of 
the Museum of Science and Industry. “Our museum contin¬ 
ues to benefit and learn from our partnership with Argonne 
National Lab. I look forward to w'orking with Congressman 
Dan Lipinski, the lead sponsor of this bill. Congressman 
Jesse Jackson. Jr, our representative in Congress, and other 
Members to advance this bill during the 110th Congress.” 

Joining Rep. Lipinski as original cosponsors of the bill 
arc Illinois Reps. Biggert, Costello. Hasten. Jackson, Jr. and 
Kirk.

(NAPSAhMedicarc prescription drug coverage, also 
known as Fart D, has received a lot of attention over the 
past 18 months. Many believe the program is benefiting 
seniors in a significant way. given that now more than 39 
million, or 90 percent, of those eligible for Medicare have 
help paying for their drugs.

The village board 
approved ordinances for 
AT& T to provide cable 
television service in the 
village at the Nov. 5. 
Evergreen Park Board of 
Trustees meeting. The 
following ordinances are: An 
ordinance amending a 
chapter of the municipal code 
pertaining to the licensees, 
taxation and miscellaneous 
business regulation, by 
adding a cable and video 
customer protection law 
article. 

An ordinance amending a 
chapter of the municipal code 
pertain to taxation and 
miscellaneous business 
regulation, by adding a cable/ 
video service provider fee 
and a peg access support fee. 

By adding an article for an 
ordinance amending a 
chapter of the municipal code 
by adding an article 
pertaining to streets and 
sidewalk standards for the 
construction of facilities in 
right -of- ways. 

Other highlights: The 
board approved an 
agreement for the 2007 
Community Development 
Block Grant Program 
(CDBG) with the county. The 
funds are slated to be used for 
the former Christian Reform 
Church on the 9500 block of 
Homan Avenue that is now 
village owned. A request 
from Police Chief Mike 
Saunders for LT. Peter 
Donovan to attend the FBI 
National Academy for the 
232nd National Academy 
.session was approved as well 
as a request for Scott 
Campbell to participate in the 
police department's college 
student internship program 
was also approved. Mayor 
James Sexton announced that 
the fire department received 


an Award of Commendation 
from the Illinois Fire 
Inspector Association for 
achieving a village-wide 
smoke alarm program, which 
was conducted in the fall of 
2006. The curbside leaf 
container pick up service is 
scheduled to conclude on 
December 15. 

‘Click It or 
Ticket’ 

With a grant received from 
the Illinois Department of 
Transportation the Oak Lawn 
Police Department will be 
detailing officers to conduct 
several seat belt enforcement 
operations throughout the 
village. The first 
enforcement operation will 
take place from November 
16 2007 through December 
02,2007. It is the goal of the 
Oak Lawn Police 
Department to help keep 
vehicle occupants safe as 
they travel to and from their 
destinations. 

Illinois motorists are 
buckling up at an all time 
record rate, with 90.1 percent 
of drivers and front seat 
passengers wearing seat belts 
and helping prevent traffic 
accidents. Only 10 states in 
the country attained 90 
percent safety belt use last 
year Ten percent of the 
population is still risking 
their lives when they are 
driving without a safety belt. 
The Illinois Department of 
Transportation Division of 
Traffic Safety is working 
with the Oak Lawn Police to 
push for zero tolerance 
toward drivers who fail to 
heed our warnings: ‘Click It 
or Ticket!’ 

Fatalities on Illinois roads 
have steadily declined since 
the Governor signed the 
primary safety belt 
enforcement law in July of 
2003. In 2003 there were 
1,454 total fatalities, in 2004 
there were 1,355 and in 2005 
there were 1,363. There were 
109 fewer fatalities in 2006 
than in 2005, down to 1,254, 


the- lowest number of 
fatalities since 1924. The 
decline has continued in 
2007. The numbers speak for 
themselves in proving safety 
belts save lives. If motorists 
fail to wear a safety belt, they 
will receive a ticket. 

Oak Lawn 

postpones 

property 

maintenance 

and 

management 

ordinance 

Realtors, landlords and 
residents addressed the board 
at the Nov. 13 Oak Lawn 
Board of Trustees meeting, 
requesting a meeting 
regarding a proposed 
property maintenance and 
management ordinance. 
Mayor Dave Heilmann 
responded to the issues raised 
regarding this ordinance by 
saying, “We have been 
dealing with landlords for 
years that don't care or 
tenants who abuse the 
neighborhood and make life 
difficult for property owners, 
who have chosen to buy a 
home here. We have our 
police department and our 
staff dedicating hours 
remedying these conditions 
for people who arc choosing 
to profit from being a 
landlord or a tenant who just 
doesn’t care. All of these 
things arc a tremendous cost 
and a terrible burden on a 
community.” 

“A meeting is always 
productive. I think that’s a 
good idea. However I think 
our responsibility and I’ll 
share it with you now, my 
opinion, and I guarantee it 
will not change, is that there 
is no way this burden should 
fall on Oak Lawn 
homeowners any more. It’s 
not fair that there’s a cost for 
inspections. We have to go 
out and get inspectors - there 


are also administrative and 
police costs. For years we 
have see these costs passed 
along to homeowners. We 
read every day that 
government is increasing 
property taxes. If this is one 
of the reasons why, that's not 
fair to the 57,000 people in 
this community that we have 
to protect. All the people who 
chose to buy a home here 
should never be 
inconvenienced by people 
who come and rent in our 
community. 

However, when you 
receive a disproportionate 
amount of police calls for 
criminal activity, drugs and 
a number of different things, 
our community shouldn’t 
tolerate paying for that. It’s 
not fair to our homeowners. 
Any fee that we charge 
should be borne by the 
landlord; if they want to pass 
it on, it’s their right to do so. 
And if we waive whatever 
fee there is we need to charge 
the person who is profiting 
from this as opposed to Oak 
Lawn taxpayers, who should 
never have to pay this. I hope 
that this board unanimously 
approves this ordinance”. 

Following lengthy 
positive discussions from 
trustees regarding the 
ordinance, the ordinance was 
tabled and will be voted on 
at the November 27 meeting. 
A meeting was also .set up for 
interested parties on 
November 19. A copy of the 
21-page ordinance may be 
obtained from the clerk’s 
office at the village hall. 
Interested parties who 
attended the meeting were 
encouraged to obtain a copy 
to review in advance so as to 
be prepared to offer specific 
recommendations.

Winter Wonderland Returns to 
Orland Park’s Centennial Park 

Village i Skating Rink Now Open 


The Village of Orland Park’s 250-acre Centennial Park 
has again bron transformed into a winter wonderland. The 
gem of the village’s extensive park system. Centennial is 
the center of winter sports in Orland Park, offering free ice 
skating, sledding and cross country skiing through March

The warming house is open Monday through 
Friday, 5 p.m. to 9 p.m., Saturday 10 a.m. to 9 p.m. and 
Sunday 10 a.m. to 7 p.m. In addition to skate rentals, the 
warming house offers cross country ski rentals, weather 
permitting. 

“This is a great opportunity for families to enjoy winter 
sports,” said Orland Park Director of Recreation Nancy 
Flores. “The village has had a great response each year that 
the Winter Wonderland has been open,” she added.” 

Orland Park Recreation Program Supervisor Kurt Heinlen 
oversees the village’s winter offerings at Centennial. “We 
have a professionally installed ice rink that adds a lot to 
winter sports in Orland Park,” Heinlen said, adding that 
hockey is not permitted on the rink so that everyone has 
equal access to the ice. 

“The village’s rink is in the perfect outdoor setting as 
you’re surrounded by Centennial Park with a great view of 
Lake Sedgewick,” Heinlen added. 

Rental costs include $2 for skates, $1 for helmets and $5 
for cross-country skis. A photo ID is required to rent 
equipment. Or, winter revelers may bring their own 
equipment. 

Sledding is available on the village’s 30-foot sledding hill; 
however, sleds with runners are not permitted. Those 
sledding are asked to use plastic sleds, saucers and other 
winter devices that won’t damage the hill.

entered into agreements or 
have actually installed red 
light cameras this past year. 
Over the past several weeks, 
Gatso has been studying 
traffic patterns at the 
intersections of 159th Street 
and Cicero Avenue and 167th 
Street and Cicero Avenue. An 
additional feature to Gatso’s 
system is that if an Amber 
Alert occurs, the system can 
then be programmed to 
detect one particular license 
plate. 

A red light violation is 
considered a non-moving 
' violation due to the inability 
■ to identify the driver. The 
' camera only takes a picture 
of the rear of the vehicle and 
’ the license plate. The fine is 
^ mailed to the registered 
owner of the vehicle and 
' there is no court appearance 
' required. The fine is usually 
' about $90, however it’s up to 
each municipality to set the 
’ exact amount. The camera 
are cost neutral Gatso 
donates the equipment and 
^ receives 30-percent of the 
j. total amount ofthe fines. The 
j city then receives the 
remainder.

Veterans Day 
Speech 

The following was a 
speech given on Veterans 
Day: 

Good morning to all our 
guests who have come to the 
annual veteran’s day 
commemorative ceremony. 

Last week, while I was 
preparing for today’s speech, 
I heard on the radio about the 
passing of Paul Tibbets. He 
was bom in Quincy, Illinois 
and was just shy of 93 years 
old. 

For those of you who don’t 
recognize the name, Paul 
Tibbets was the pilot of the 
B-29, Super Fortress, which 
dropped the first atomic 
bomb on Hiroshima, Japan. 

In those days it was 
common to paint names and 
even pictures on the nose of 
planes that flew into combat. 
Tibbets had “ENOLA GAY”, 
the name of his mother, 
painted on his bomber. 

The men who built that 
first atomic bomb also gave 
their new weapon a name. It 
was labeled “LITTLE 
BOY”. But this was no little 
boy’s weapon. It was 
reported to the United 
Nations that between 100 to 
140 THOUSAND people 
were killed when that 9.700 
pound bomb was detonated 
at 8:16 in the morning, that 
August h* day, in 1945. 

The core temperature 
reached the unimaginable 
temperature of 50 million 
degrees at ground zero. 98% 
of all living things, in g two 
kilometer circle around 
ground zero were 
annihilated. 

Three days later, on August 
O"", at 11:02 in the morning, 
the United States dropped a 
second nuclear bomb named 
“FAT MAN” on Nagasaki, 
Japan resulting in another 
75,000 deaths. 

On August I5'\ the 
Japanese surrendered and 
World War 2 came to an end. 

President Truman’s 


decision to drop these 
original weapons of mass 
destruction has been argued 
and second guessed by 
historians for over 60 years. 
Was the cost of life these 
weapons wrought 

warranted? 

Colonel Tibbets was a 30 
year old pilot when he flew 
his mission. He said “He 
knew this mission was going 
to be an emotional thing”. 

He is quoted in saying that 
“Although we all had 
feelings about the mission, 
we had to put them in the 
background. We knew it was 
going to kill people right and 
left. But our one driving 
interest was to do the best job 
we could so that we could 
end the killing as quickly as 
possible.” 

President Harry Truman 
had approved military plans 
for the invasion of Japan on 
June I8'\ 1945. (six weeks 
before the atomic bomb was 
used). General Douglas Mac 
Arthur said it could take 10 
years and at least I 
MILLION soldier’s lives to 
wipe out Japanese resistance. 
Over a million Japanese 
soldiers would have likewise 
died if that invasion had 
occurred. Ten more years of 
fighting on Japanese soil 
would have easily produced 
American and Japanese 
casualty statistics never seen 
in modem day warfare. 

President Truman told 
Colonel Tibbets, when they 
met together after the war 
was over that, “It was my 
decision. You didn't have any 
choice” 

In a 1975 interview 
Colonel Tibbets stated that he 
has slept clearly every night. 

I wonder how many of us 
gathered here today would 
have never been born if 
President Truman had chosen 

not to use the bombs.Our 

fathers having died in the 
invasion of Japan that was 
canceled after the bombs 
were dropped, and Japan 
surrendered. 

Yes, the War ended a few 
days after Paul Tibbets and 
his crew of 13 men delivered 
the Enola Gay’s fearsome 
cargo. 

The devastation of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki is 
definitely an example of how 
the expression “War is Hell" 
is so very true. 

I think today of veterans 
and active service men and 
women who wrestle with 
what they have seen or what 
they have had to do in time 
of war. We owe them so 


much. We owe them our 
treasured freedoms and our 
American way of life. 

We owe some of them our 
very existence and the fact 
that we n^e ih'a freexduhtify.” 
not speaking German or 
Japanese. 

Tibbets recently said he 
was not proud that the bomb 
he dropped killed so many 
people. But he continued to 
say that he was proud that he 
was able to be part of a 
mission that saved so many 
hundreds of thousands of 
American Lives. 

Today, as we sit below our 
Village’s beautiful Eternal 
Flame monument, lei us, as 
the inscribed words remind 
us, not forget those who 
served and are still serving in 
far off lands. They fight 
sinister enemies who wear no 
uniforms. They fight enemies 
who kill civilians and 
soldiers with equal 
enthusiasm. They fight 
enemies who use terrorism as 
their weapon of mass 
destruction. 

Our soldiers fight not 
countries but radical and 
fanatical groups. We fight 
them with armed forces made 
up of our neighbors, our 
neighbor’s sons and our 
neighbor’s daughters. 
Persons we know and live 
along side of 

Let us today, in particular, 
offer our prayers of “hope for 
a safe return” for the young 
men and women overseas, 
who deserv'e our gratitude. 

These young men and 
women who are away from 
loved ones, overseas doing 
their Patriotic duty. Young 
men and women placed in 
“Harms Way”. And these 
young men and women who 
are exposed daily to moral 
and ethical dilemmas we will 
never know. 

They need and deserv e our 
support and underst.itiding so 
that when they return home. 
“They”, as Paul Tibbets said 
“can sleep clearly each 
night” 

I want to thank you all for 
coming out today and I want 
to also thank Commander 
Dave Lundsford and the 
entire Marrs/Meyer 
American Legion for hosting 
this annual activity. 

The Legion’s care of this 
nationally recognized 
monument means .so much to 
all veterans in the Southland 
area. I know I can speak for 
the residents of our Village 
when I say how proud we all 
are to have it as the Patriotic 
show place it is.

Dear EarthTalk: inhere 
does all the medical waste 
from labs, doctors offices 
and hospitals go? Does it 
just get put in a barrel and 
buried? Do they dump it in 
the oceans? With all the 
waste that is probably 
— generated, it would be 
interesting to know where 
all those vials of blood and 
stuff go.

Medical waste is defined 
as the “biological byproduct 
of the diagnosis, treatment 
or immunization of human 
or animal patients” and 
includes so-called “sharps” 
(needles and scalpels), lab 
culmres and stocks, blood 
and blood products and any 
other wastes generated from 
sick patients or patients 
with infectious diseases. 
Such wastes have 
traditionally been disposed 
of by burning, either onsite 
at large medical or 
veterinary facilities, or 
offsite by licensed 
contractors that specialize 
in handling infectious 
materials. In most cases, 
incineration has been found 
to be effective in 
neutralizing potentially 
infectious agents. 

But incineration, whether 
for medical or other 
purposes, doesn’t come 
without its health and 
environmental risks. The 
process generates some 
highly noxious pollutants, 
such as mercury and dioxin. 
Despite modem pollution 
control equipment on 
smokestacks, some of this 
discharge becomes airborne 
where it can foul the air and 
end up in waterways. And 
the incinerator ash lefr over 
after burning is usually sent 
to local landftlls, where the 
pollutants can seep into 
soils and groundwater if not 
properly contained. 

Given such problems, 
many of the nation's largest 
medical waste incinerators 
have been shut down in 
recent years in the face of 
more stringent regulations 
promulgated Jinder the U.S. 


Clean Air Act. In their place 
a wide assortment of 
alternative methods, 
including autoclaving 
(steam sterilization), 
chemical disinfection, 
irradiation and enzymatic 
(biological) processes have 
emerged. Today more than 
100 different technologies 
are in use in place of 
incineration. Once medical 
waste has been 
decontaminated by any of 
these methods, it usually 
ends up in landfills 
alongside regular municipal 
solid waste. 

Most of us never even 
thought about medical 
waste until it started 
washing up on beaches in 
New Jersey in 1987 and 
1988 in an event that 
became known as the 
“Syringe Tide.” The event 
hit the New Jersey tourism 
industry hard, costing it 
almost SI billion in lost 
revenues. It also served as 
the basis for Barbara 
Ehrenreich’s book, “The 
Great Syringe Tide” and 
reportedly was the 
inspiration for the line 
“hypodermics on the 
shores” in Billy Joel’s 1989 
hit, “We Didn’t Start the 
Fire.” 

While there were few if 
any cases of people getting 
sick from exposure to sUch 
waste on beaches—medical 
waste poses a far greater 
risk to health care workers 
than to casual beachgoers— 
the events served as a wake- 
up call to federal and state 
governments charged with 
ensuring public safety. In 
response. Congress passed 
the Medical Waste Tracking 
Act (MWTA) in 1988, 
which classified different 
types of medical waste and 
called for the creation of a 
“cradle-to-grave” tracking 
system requiring medical 
facilities and waste haulers 
to account for the proper 
handling and whereabouts 
of the waste they handled. 

Congress only funded 
MWTA for two years, but 
various states have since 
enacted their own laws and 
protocols based on 
standards set by the original 
legislation. Not 

surprisingly, the toughest 
laws are in place in New 
Jersey and other Northeast 
shoreline states.

Soaring health care costs, 
loy retirement savings and 
'Social S^iinty! These are 
issues familiar to many of us 
- we discuss them, at our 
kitchen tables and in our 
communities. Too many 
people can’t afford to get 
sick in our nation - many 
can’t afford to retire - and its 
time that our presidential 
candidates commit to change 
on health care and financial 
security. 

Health care costs are out 
of control for both 
individuals and employers. 
One in four Americans has 
problems paying medical 
bills and one in three says 
they have skipped treatment, 
tests or prescriptions because 
of costs. Forty-six million 
Americans are uninsured, 
1.7 million right here in 
Illinois, and middle class 
families are the fastest 
growing segment. 

Businesses are getting hit 
just as hard with the health 
care crisis. Predictions are 
that the average Fortune 500

401(k) plans, are a great way 
to build an adequate nest egg, 
but studies show that 3 out 
of 10 employees choose not 
to participate in these 
employer-sponsored savings 
plans. 

America is at a tipping 
point. But with the 2008 
elections we can be at a 
turning point, across the 
nation and right here in 
Illinois. There are new 
opportunities to not only 
move the issues of health 
care and financial security to 
the political forefront, but to 
press the candidates fot' 
solutions that can brin^ 
people together to tackle the 
issues.

Palos Hills 
approves red 
light cameras 

The city council approved 
a contract at the Nov. 15 Palos 
Hills City Council meeting 
with Lombard based 
RedSpeed for the installation 
of red light cameras. The city 
council discussed installing 
the cameras on 111 th Street 
at either the intersection of 
Southwest Highway or 
Roberts Road. RedSpeed, 
however, will survey 
intersections in the city and 
determine which 

intersections best fit the need. 

Following Chicago’s lead, 
there have been a wave of 
municipalities in the 
Southland such as Oak 
Lawn, Worth, and Blue 


Island who have either 
entered into agreements or 
have actually installed red 
light cameras this past year. 
A red-light violation is 
considered a non-moving 
violation due to the inability 
to identify the driver. The 
camera only takes a picture 
of the rear of the vehicle and 
the license plate. 

The fine is mailed to the 
registered owner of the 
vehicle and there is no court 
appearance required. The 
fine is usually about $90, 
however it’s up to each 
municipality to set the exact 
amount. There is a cost 
neutrality clause in the 
contract which states that the 
city is not liable for fees, 
which exceed the revenues 
yielded by the citations. State 
permits are required prior to 
the installation of the 
cameras and RedSpeed must 
submit reports to the state. 
The state also reserves the 
right to revoke the permits. 
The cameras are slated to be 
operational within 3 months.

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Lipinski 
Denounces 
Illegal Japanese 
Whaling 

Calls on PresiJeiil lo 
Condemn Japan s Actions 
and Seek End lo All Future 
Hunts 

Recently. Rep. Dan 
Lipinski (IL-3) sent a letter 
to President Bush requesting 
his public condemnation of 
Japan for disregarding an 
international ban and 
allowing the killing of over 
" 1,000 whales, many of them 
endangered. The letter, 
signed by 76 Members of the 
House of Representatives, 
also calls for an end to all 
future hunts and expresses 
support for trade restrictions 
on Japan that would help 
conserve whales, 

"1 am deeply troubled by 
Japan’s complete disregard 
of an international ban on 
whale hunts that has 
protected whales since the 
I940's." stated Lipinski. 
“The Bush Administration 
should take a firm stance 
against Japan's actions by 
pursuing appropriate 
diplomatic, economic, and 
trade measures to ensure that 
international protections for 
whales are not undermined, 
but strengthened. We must 
continue to protect these 
fragile creatures that arc 
being threatened by human 
activity." 

On Nov ember 19. a fleet of 
Japanese whalers set sail 
from the port of Shimonoseki 
with plans to kill over 1,000 
whales, including the Minke 
Whale and the endangered 
Humpback and Fin Whales. 
Although an international 
moratorium against 
commercial whaling has 
been in ciTcet since 1986. 
japan has circumvented this 
international treaty, killing 
nearly 11.000 whales for 
commercial purposes under 
the guise of “scientifie 


research." 

“My very first venture into 
political activism occurred 
when I was 9 years old and 1 
collected signatures on a 
petition to the Japanese 
government protesting the 
killing of dolphins by tuna 
fishers," stated Lipinski. 
“Now, over 30 years later, 1 
continue to work to protect 
our environment and its 
inhabitants because it is 
critically important that we 
conserve the planet for future 
generations.” 

In addition to this effort. 
Rep. Lipinski has been 
committed to animal welfare 
issues^in the 110'^ Congress, 
including efforts to 
strengthen prohibitions 
against animal fighting and 
the use of dog and eat fur 
products. As a member of the 
Congressional Wildlife 
Refuge Caucus, he is a 
cosponsor of legislation to 
protect rare cats and dogs, to 
prohibit aerial hunting of 
wildlife, to restore healthy 
populations of salmon and 
steelhead in the Pacific 
Northwest. and to 
permanently protect the 
.Arctic coastal plain of the 
Arctic National Wildlife 
Refuge, while also 
supporting efTorts to prevent 
the importation of polar bear 
trophies.

“We invite all Chicago to 
join with Holy Family's active 
parish community on this 
special day in its long history 
of serving the people of the 
city. 

“We urge anyone who has a 
link with Chicago's (iist Jesuit 
church—through baptisms, 
marriages, education in its 
net wqrJt. of s chools, ot. a- 
relaliVb'sTuncfal— lo're(ufn“ 
on this special Feast of the 
Holy Family to receive a 
family blessing," said Father 
Boland. He invited all who 
come to bring photographs, 
school records, diplomas. 
Mass cards, calendars or other 
mementos of their family's 
days in the parish to share with 
others and then retain for 
themselves. 

During the day-long 
celebration, visitors will have 
an opportunity to place their 
name and the names of their 
relatives in a Historic Parish 
Register that will be retained 
for future special occasions.

Dedication of New Parish 
Center C ardinal George will 
dedicate the new Parish Center 
which adjoins the historic 
church (see details below). 

Original slate roof tiles 
dating to 1859 that covered 
Holy Family Church until 
1991 when a massive 
restoration project was 
launched will be on display. 
The pre-Chicago Fire slate 
tiles, which protected the 
massive structure whose 
interior was designed by John 
Mills Van Osdel, Chicago's 
first registered architect, for 
130 years, were recently 
uncovered in a little used 
basement cellar and have been 
prepared as mementos of the 
Sesquicentennial with an 
authentication of their historic 
heritage. The slates are 
available fora donation of S 50 
each. 

A large restored historic 
processional banner dating to 
1861 that was carried through 
near west side streets in parish 
processions to celebrate major 
feast days will be displayed. 
Die rare piece is scheduM to 
be on loan in the Chicago 
History Museum for an exhibit 


on “Catholic Chicago" in early, 
2008. 

Holy Family's Hidden 
treasures exhibition consisting 
of long forgotten chalices, gold 
monstrances, processional 
candlesticks, crowns for Virgin 
Mary statues and church 
vestments brought from Paris 
in 1863 will be on display. The 
rare collection of ancient 
church properties were 
discovered in 2002 when 
Father Boland, then newly 
appointed parish administrator, 
hired a safe cracker to drill into 
a sealed vault in the church's 
sacristy to discover its 
contents. 

Hand-carved gilded wooden 
angel statues , created by 
Charles Olivier-Dauphin in 
Montrial in 1870. This 
important group of angels 
represents the largest 
collection of Dauphin's work 
anywhere in the world. Much 
of the Canadian artist's work 
has been destroyed in church 
fires or by demolition. The 
orchestra of intricately crafted 
angels is scheduled to be 
returned atop the massive 1870 
organ case built by Mitchell & 
Sons of Montrial as soon as 
^nds become available for 
necessary restoration work. 

Rice Froben ius organ, a 
massive SO-year old pipe organ 


brought to Chicago last year 
from St. Maria Church, 
Helsingor, Denmark and 
installed in Holy Family last 
year will be played during the 
Open House. Originally built 
by Theodore Frobenius, a 
Danish organ-builder, the 
instrument is named in his 
honor and in recognition of an 
acquisition grant by the Rice 
Foundation. 

The 29-rank instrument built 
in the tradition of the I?'" 
century Baroque composer and 
performer, Diderik Buxtehude, 
the instrument was acquired 
with the assistance of the Rice 
Foundation and the Hooper 
Foundation which provided 
funds for the transportation, 
restoration and installation of 
the organ. Keith Hooper, of the 
Hooper Foundation, a Chicago 
musician, collector of 
historical musical instruments 
and a philanthropist, has been 
most helpful to Holy Family 
and its musical program, said 
Father Boland.

Serving a Growing. Diverse 
Community's Needs 

“Holy Family reflects the 
rebirth of the near west side of 
the city. Our congregation 
represents a wide range of 
ethnic, racial and economic 
groups—whites, blacks. 
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Latinos and Asians— drawn 
from the near west side 
community and the entire 
Chicago metropolitan area."

The new 
facility has conference rooms 
for parish meetings, a bride's 
room and offices for the pastor 
and staff. 

.A rotating gallery of historic 
photos of generations of 
Chicagoans who participated 
in the life of Holy Family over 
15 decades is a principal 
feature of the new Parish 
Center.
